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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF MAYOR JAMES M. 
CURLEY TO THE HONORABLE THE 
CITY COUNCIL JANUARY 6, 1947. 


The problems that have confronted us during 
the past year, that have tested our ingenuity, intel- 
ligence and courage, while appearing monumental 
have in reality been infinitesimal as contrasted with 
the greater and all-absorbing problems confronting 
our beloved country and the world. 

In two other periods like the present one, the 
prayers of the people of America went out to the 
individual filling the most important position in the 
gift of the nation, the Presidency of the United States, 
one, General George Washington, and the other, 
Abraham Lincoln. No individual studying the lives 
of these two great men can arrive at any other con- 
clusion than that they were inspired by Almighty 
God and were in reality the instruments of a divine 
purpose, — one, the freedom of the people of America, 
and the other, emancipation of all people, regard- 
less of race, creed or color, not only in America, but 
throughout the world. Despite their exalted mission 
and devotion to their ideals they were the subjects, 
too frequently, of the venom, malice and hatred 
of those who did not understand or refused to under- 
stand the motives prompting their action. 

At the present time, in our National Capitol, we 
have a man serving as head of this nation, perhaps 
better fortified with legislative experience, than 
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either Washington or Lincoln, and animated and 
actuated by the same ideals that prompted Lincoln 
and Washington to fight on, regardless of criticism 
or condemnation until success crowned their efforts. 


For thousands of years good women and men 
representing every race, creed and clime have labored 
unceasingly, but unsuccessfully, for the establish- 
ment of a system through which the shedding of blood 
for the settlement of international differences might 
be at an end. This plain American, who now pre- 
sides over the destinies of our nation, has dedicated 
his life to the solution of the problem that has baffled 
the ablest, wisest and most powerful forces from 
the beginning of the world, namely, a permanent 
peace based on spiritual and economic justice for all 
the people of the world. I have an abiding faith in 
the belief that the peoples of the world, as a whole, 
favor permanent world peace, and the accomplish- 
ment of this great objective is far more desired by 
President Harry 8S. Truman than his re-election as 
President of the United States. I, likewise, am firmly 
of the belief that, in the event of permanent peace 
becoming a reality through his leadership, courage 
and persistence, he will not only be re-elected Presi- 
dent of the United States, but will take rank in the 
history of our country and in the hearts of the 
peoples of the world as a worthy associate of George 
Washington and Abraham Lincoln. 

The stupendous character of the accomplishment 
to which he has dedicated his life and best efforts 
through the Providence of God is destined to become 
a reality and every individual in America and through- 
out the world may well say a prayer to Almighty God 
for the success of his efforts. 

I recall discussing with Admiral Chocheprat, 
Commander of the French Navy, how it was possible 
to win the Battle of the Marne thereby bringing to a 
halt the mad march of the victorious Army of Kaiser 
Wilhelm. Admiral Chocheprat stated to me that he 
discussed this question with Marshal Joffre on the 
morning of the Battle of the Marne, just before the 
drive of the allied forces began. 
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The Admiral stated that he knew Marshal Joffre 
had been estranged from his church for a period of 
seven years and he said to him, ‘‘Have you done 
everything that can be done to win the battle?” 
The reply of Marshal Joffre was, ‘‘ Everything, men, 
munitions. We are stopping the central empires 
here or Paris will be taken and the war will be lost.’’ 
Admiral Chocheprat said to him, ‘‘Have you said a 
prayer to Almighty God for the success of allied 
arms?”’ Marshal Joffre replied, “‘I have not prayed 
in seven years, I will pray now.” He knelt in the 
mud which was almost knee deep, for several minutes 
in a reverential attitude, then arose and gave orders 
for hostilities to begin. It was not the esprit de corps 
of allied arms, it was not the superior character of 
our arms, it was the fact that a simple prayer from a 
great man on earth had been heard at the Throne 
by a Greater Man on High, and it represented to my 
mind an exemplification of supreme faith unequalled 
in the history of the world. 

That same faith 1s today exemplified in the leader 
of our nation, President Harry 8. Truman, and those 
associated with him, and.a simple prayer by all who 
are listening in may yet be heard and permanent peace 
become a reality. 

Our local municipal problems appeared almost 
insurmountable one year ago. Yet, today, with 
faith in God and faith in ourselves, they are gradually 
being overcome. Fortunately or unfortunately, it 
has been my lot to take over the destinies of this 
fair city during four periods of great stress and to 
have succeeded by that same simple faith in 
accomplishing what appeared a difficult, if not 
impossible task. 

First, in the period from 1914 to 1917 marking 
the First World War; second, in 1922 to 1926, when 
the streets were thronged with those who had gone 
forth for the preservation of liberty in the world and 
who were without opportunity for employment other 
than that of the most menial character, and who 
were threatened with the possibility of permanently 
becoming mendicants. In that period, public works 
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were instituted to provide them with employment 
and the difficulties which appeared insurmountable 
were overcome. 

In 1930, I again became your Mayor at a period 
when, to preserve the financial security of our nation, 
it became necessary to close all the banks, and in 
nearly every American city establish soup kitchens 
and bread lines. Happily in our city, due to courage 
and vision, we emerged at the end of the period of 
the financial debacle with the proud distinction of 
being the one American city that had neither bread 
lines nor soup kitchens during the period of depression, 
and without any measurable increase in the tax rate 
which would have imposed an added burden on those 
already overburdened. 

I returned to the office of the Mayor in 1946 to 
find a city that, due in some measure to reconstruc- 
tion and reconversion made necessary by the greatest 
war in the history of the world, plus the incompetence 
and inefficiency of those charged with the responsible 
duty of administering public affairs for the welfare 
of the people, was in a worse condition than at any 
previous time in its history. | 

The first year of my fourth term as Mayor has 
ended and as the New Year opens, we can point with 
pride and satisfaction to these accomplishments of 
1946: 

1. A tax rate below that of 1945. 

2. The net funded debt of the city reduced to the 
lowest level since 1925 despite liberal provisions for 
veterans’ housing and plant reconstruction and ex- 
pansion. 

3. All outstanding tax title loans paid off and 
the temporary debt of the city reduced from eight 
million dollars as of December 31, 1945, to two million 
dollars as of December 31, 1946. | 

4. The accumulated cash deficit of the city, 
which reached a record high of twenty-three million 
dollars on December 31, 1937, reduced as of December 
31, 1946, to below two million dollars. 

5. The best record of tax collections achieved in 
the history of the city. 
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6. A substantial surplus realized in the operations 
of the water service despite a twenty per cent reduc- 
tion made in water rates. 


7. The highest surplus achieved in the thirteen 
years of operation of the Sumner Traffic Tunnel. 


8. The demoralized municipal services inherited 
from my predecessors restored to a high order of 
efficiency and economy. 


In the light of these definite achievements, I come 
before you at your opening session in the New Year to 
state with certainty, that provided we have faith in 
God, faith in ourselves, and faith in our city, we are 
destined to achieve a higher destiny, industrially and 
commercially, than ever before realized in the history 
of our fair city. 

Today I am asking your cooperation in the estab- 
lishment of advanced scales of compensation for all 
employees whose salaries and wages are regulated 
within the city and county budgets. In every age, 
the ‘“‘Little People’ have always been the principal 
sufferers from economic upheavals and inflationary 
spirals. With a view to relieving the ‘Little People”’ 
in the city and county service, I am providing in the 
1947 budget a general compensation advance in keep- 
ing with the increase in living costs as well as the 
financial limitations of the city. Due to the vicious 
circle in which we are enmeshed it must be apparent 
to every fair-minded individual that this course was 
necessary, if an honest day’s work is to be given by 
the employees of the city. I have always contended 
that persons receiving a wage that is just, can be relied 
upon to return a fair equivalent, which can never be 
secured from an underpaid officer, or the individual 
that labors under the impression that he has been 
dealt with unfairly and unjustly. I subscribe to what 
has been so well said by Victor Hugo in “‘ Les Misera- 
bles,’ when he stated, “I weep with you for the 
princesses murdered in the tower, but you weep with 
me for the children of the people, they have suffered 
longest.’”?” And so with the ‘Little People,’’ as well 
as the great ones, I have given equal consideration in

the matter of salary increases, confident in the belief 
that it is not only a just, but a wise measure to take. 

As we stand at the opening of a new municipal 
year, it is apparent that every unit of government in 
this great Commonwealth faces rising costs, additional 
budgetary requirements, increased salaries and ex- 
pansions in governmental functions. Prominent offi- 
cials have been quoted in the Public Press as stating 
that substantial increases in local tax rates will be 
required to meet these increased costs and that many 
communities face the possibility of $50 and $60 tax 
rates. These predictions may be realized if our local 
subdivisions are afforded no measure of relief by the 
state. JI am hopeful, however, that the new adminis- 
tration on Beacon Hill will take heed of action initiated 
by Governors in other states of this Union and thus 
assure the enactment of laws and measures which will 
produce substantial relief for real estate. 

In at least fourteen states of the Union, non-par- 
tisan and non-political commissions haye been ap- 
pointed by the Governors to consider among other 
matters the place of the state in aiding local units of 
government. In the reports of these commissions 
filed to date, there is a general agreement on the 
conclusion that the state, with its greater resources 
and greater taxing powers, is in a far better position 
to raise the additional revenues required to meet post- 
war rehabilitation and reconstruction costs. The 
outstanding accomplishment in this respect has un- 
doubtedly occurred in the neighboring State of New 
York, where early last year the Legislature accepted 
the report of the commission appointed by Governor 
Dewey in 1944, and enacted legislation stabilizing the 
distribution of state-collected taxes and revenues to 
local communities on a per capita basis as well as pro- 
viding for the reimbursement to local communities of 
all welfare disbursements in excess of twenty per cent. 
Under these two measures, twelve and one half million 
dollars in additional revenue were distributed by the » 
State of New York to its local communities in 1946 
and the local welfare burden throughout the state was 
reduced twenty-one million dollars. In the State of 
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Maryland, the recommendations of the Governor’s 
Commission on distribution of tax revenues, if adopted 
by this year’s Legislature, will result in an estimated 
increased distribution of roughly twelve million eight 
hundred thousand dollars, in state revenues to local 
communities. 

In other states, notably New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and Maryland, cities and towns have been 
given the right to originate revenue-producing 
measures other than taxation upon real estate. New 
York City, admittedly a democratic stronghold, 
was authorized last year by a Republican Governor 
and Legislature to establish for a three-year period 
a four-point new revenue program with an estimated 
annual return of sixty-seven million dollars. Phila- 
delphia, since 1939, has levied with legislative approval 
an earned income tax, generally called the Wage or 
Pay Roll Tax. In 1945, actual receipts from this 
tax were slightly in excess of twenty-two million 
four hundred thousand dollars and it is estimated 
that for 1946 the receipts from this one item of revenue 
will exceed twenty-four million dollars. Baltimore, 
which last year was granted blanket power by the 
Maryland State Legislature to levy any new taxes 
it deemed necessary during the current emergency, 
has recently adopted four new revenue measures, the 
estimated receipts of which will yield four million 
five hundred and: fifty thousand dollars. Toledo, in 
April, of last year, adopted an earned income tax 
which it is estimated will yield annually in excess of 
four million dollars. 

Local government. is the bulwark of democracy. 
In Massachusetts, where the spirit of democracy 
was cradled and nurtured, it is imperative in these 
uncertain times that the state exercise its sovereign 
rights and powers to establish a system of state aid 
which will provide in an equitable manner for the 
needs of all units of government within the state. 
I am confident that under the leadership of the new 
Chief Executive of our beloved Commonwealth an 
intelligent and comprehensive program will be 
developed for augmenting the revenues of Massa- 
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chusetts municipalities and thus relieve local officials 
of the necessity for imposing confiscatory levies on 
real estate. 

It is gratifying to state that before this message 
was submitted to the printer on Friday, his Excellency, 
the newly-elected Governor, Honorable Robert fF. 
Bradford, in his inaugural message, set forth that 
it was his purpose, as Governor, to recommend the 
appointment of a commission similar to those now 
functioning in fourteen states of the Union, for the 
relief of the cities and towns of the Commonwealth, 
and I am quite certain that the members of the 
General Court will be found supporting this con- 
structive and forward-looking program so essential to 
the salvation of the cities and towns of Massachusetts. 

When I took over the office of Mayor last January, 
it was to discover what I had anticipated, namely, 
a colossal and apparently almost insurmountable 
task of restoring the city credit and correcting the 
mistakes due in large measure to absolute disregard 
for the safety, security and welfare of the people by 
my predecessors during a period of twelve long years. 
It is not my intention to burden you with a general 
outline of what has been accomplished, as it is my 
purpose that each department head of the city shall 
submit a report as to actual conditions existing on 
January, 1946, in their respective departments, and 
what has been accomplished to the present time. 

Suffice to say that the Health Department has 
been reorganized for the welfare and protection of the 
people and that the good work already underway shall 
continue unabated until Boston once more becomes 
the most healthful city in the world in which to labor 
and live. 

The Fire Department, due to neglect and petty 
politics, from being one of the best departments 
of its kind in the world had reached the stage where 
obsolete apparatus not only frequently failed to reach 
the fire to which it was called upon to respond, but 
upon reaching the fire was unable to render the service 
it should render. The fire quarters in which the men 
were housed were in a condition of decay, a menace 
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to the health and safety of the men in the service and 
unsuited either for men or apparatus. 


To overcome these glaring deficiencies, orders were 
placed during 1946, for fifty-four new pieces of appa- 
ratus involving an approximate expenditure of five 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. In addition, 
appropriations totaling seven hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars have been provided for repairs and 
alterations to eight existing stations and for the con- 
struction of three new fire houses. In my 1947 
budget recommendations to be submitted to your 
Honorable Body at a later date, an initial appropria- 
tion of roughly one million dollars will be provided 
to permit the employment of five hundred additional 
members of the Fire Fighting Force of the depart- 
ment so as to carry out the mandate of the people 
expressed at the election of last November that the 
working hours of the members of this department 
shall not, on the average, exceed forty-eight hours 
per week. 


In order to meet the ever-increasing demands of 
the Boston City Hospital, a program was initiated 
during 1946, calling for the ultimate expenditure of 
five million dollars to provide for the construction 
of a new surgical building and nurses’ home. With a 
view to providing a small measure of relief to per- 
sons on the dangerous list and not in a position to 
recelve proper nursing care, I assigned my con- 
eressional salary, amounting to over ten thousand 
dollars to the City Hospital to provide this nursing 
eare for those unable to pay and who were in need 
of specialized nursing service. 


At Long Island, certain buildings had been aban- 
doned because of the condition of the structures due 
to absolute neglect and disregard for a period of 
twelve years. Buildings have been restored and pro- 
vision has been made for the establishment of a © 
hospital for chronic cases which will greatly relieve 
the Boston City Hospital at present overburdened 
with chronic cases, thus preventing acute cases from 
receiving the attention they should receive. 
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New boats have been purchased, for use by the 
Fire Service and by the Long Island Hospital, from 
the Federal Government at a cost of ninety-three 
thousand dollars, and which represented a cost to the 
Federal Government in the vicinity of two million 
dollars. 

The primary functions of a city are the care of its 
sick, the prevention of disease and the protection of 
lives and property from the ravages and ruin of con- 
flagration, and to these matters I have directed my 
first attention. 

I am reminded in this connection of what was so 
well said by the Emancipator, Abraham Lincoln, at 
a trying period in the life of the nation: — “If I were 
trying to read, much less answer all the attacks made 
on me, this shop might well be closed for any other 
business. I do the best I know how, the very best I 
can; and J mean to keep on doing it to the end. If 
the end brings me out all right, what is said against 
me will not amount to anything, if the end brings 
me out all wrong, ten angels swearing I was right | 
would make no difference.”’ | 

The work of reconstruction, reconversion and 
rehabilitation upon which we embarked at the begin- 
ning of 1946 must continue, and as the custodians of 
a glorious past and great heritage, it is clearly our 
duty to so work and achieve, that when our labors 
are ended, all may in truth say, “Well done, thou 
good and faithful servants.”’ 
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APPENDIX. 


A REVIEW oF DEPARTMENTAL CONDITIONS: AT THE 
BEGINNING oF 1946, AcruAL ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
DuriInG- SAip YEAR, AND. PLANS FoR 1947. 


JANUARY 6, 1947. 


Three hundred and sixty-five days ago, I took 
the oath of office for the fourth time as Mayor of 
Boston. It seems fitting, therefore, that at the end 
of the first full year of my present administration I 
should present to the citizens of Boston a summary 
or résumé of the accomplishments of this year. In 
so doing, I shall rely in a great measure on the reports 
on 1946 departmental activities submitted to me 
in the past few days by the heads of the various city 
departments. These reports furnish some very in- 
teresting reading since they set forth the enormity 
and extent of departmental demoralization and chaos 
which confronted the present administration when 
it took office just one year ago, the steps which were 
taken in 1946 to restore municipal services to an 
efficient basis, and the action which is contemplated 
during 1947 to maintain and advance the welfare 
and interests of Boston and its citizens. 

With regard to conditions existing one year ago, 
I shall quote without comment and in strict alpha- 
betical sequence the statements of eleven depart- 
ment heads: 


THE HERITAGE FROM PAST ADMINISTRATIONS. 


ART COMMISSION —“ The municipal works of art, 
which are by law in the care and custody of this 
department, were many of them in a serious 
condition of neglect. This neglect was due not 
to lack of diligence on the part of this depart- 
ment, but during a series of years to lack of 
any regular appropriation for upkeep.” 
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COLLECTING DEPARTMENT —“‘The morale of 
the office was low, due to political interference, 
partiality in obtaining raises, and no proper record 
kept for absences or tardiness of the employees.” 


FIRE DEPARTMENT —"“ The operating efficiency 
of the department was badly handicapped by 
lack of replacements with respect to apparatus 
as well as the fact that a substantial percentage 
of the men had not received their usual basic 
training. Furthermore, no repairs or _ alter- 
ations of any consequence had been made in 
most of the fire stations with the result that 
members were living under substandard con- 
ditions. Subsequently, a more complete exam- 
ination revealed the fact that many of the fire 
stations were structurally unsafe.”’ 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT —‘‘For several months 
prior to January, 1946, the various industries 
in the City of Boston, as well as a large majority 
of its citizens, were convinced that the munic- 
ipal government was influenced in the conduct 
of Health Department business by political 
expediency rather than by the promotion of 
the public health interests of the city.” 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT —“‘1946 found the 
hospital in need of extensive repairs, short 
of supplies, short of help and in serious trouble, 
markedly overcrowded with patients and in 
need of more accommodations, more help and 
more money to adequately care for the sick of 
our great city.” 


INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT —‘At the Long 
Island Hospital general existing conditions were 
desperate and dangerous. A situation was found 
that had been rooted in many years of apathy, 
disinterest, inactivity, and _ procrastination. 
Deterioration from this studied neglect was 
everywhere.” . . . “In. 1944 the Medical 
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Director at Long Island finally made the obser- 
vation to the then Commissioner of Institu- 
tions —‘I wonder if we are not fast approach- 
ing the time when this institution will have to 
be abolished? I am certain I am reaching the 
point where I don’t believe it is fair to myself 
or to the patients at Long Island to continue in 
an effort to run a hospital under the present 
conditions with the inevitable handwriting on 
the wall.’ ”’ 


LIBRARY DEPARTMENT —“In the seven-year 
period 1925-1931 the average appropriation for 
general repairs was $80,000, while in each of the 
seven-year periods 1932-1938 and 1939-1945 
the average was $18,000. Obviously the phys- 
ical maintenance of a plant such as our beautiful 
Central Library Building in Copley square and 
our thirty branch libraries throughout the city 
necessitates having more than an average of 
$18,000 available for repairs and upkeep year 
by year.” . . . ‘In the seven-year period 
1926-1932 the average appropriation by the 
city for the purchase of books was $144,000, 
while for the seven-year period 19383-1939 it 
was only $72,500 and for the period 1940-1946 
only $78,500. For fourteen years the Library’s 
supply of books for the citizens of Boston in 
the thirty branch libraries has been reduced by 
one half of what it should be.”’ 


PARK DEPARTMENT —‘ From 1937 to 1945 gen- 
eral plant repairs, as an item of the budget, 
were so cut each successive year, with the result 
that structures and properties greatly deterio- 
rated and in some cases were allowed to fall 
away to decay. The yearly funds allocated for 
plant repairs towards the end of this period 
were insufficient to cover the vandalism dam- 
age.’ . . . “Until 1946 practically nothing 
had been bought in the way of new equipment 
for about ten years. The old trucks with their 
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snow-plowing equipment, grass-cutting machines, 
rollers and tractors, so necessary for the daily 
and seasonal maintenance of the department’s 
properties, have been under continual use for 
ten or more years. In private business, after 
not over five years such equipment would be 
turned in, as further use would be limited and 
the upkeep would be steadily mounting and 
this equipment would never be dependable. 
Under such conditions we tried to function but 
always .expecting the ultimate complete break- . 
down.”’ 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT —*The 


main cable supplying power and light to the 
lower part of the institution has been in very 
poor shape for a number of years and has been 
the subject of surveys and recommendations for 
replacement and renewal from as far back as 
1935. The wiring in some of the buildings, 
especially the Hill Prison building, has been in 
a deplorable and dangerous condition for some 
years and measures should have been taken 
several years ago to remedy the condition.” 
. “For quite a few years the cell door 
locks i in the Hill Prison were in very bad shape, 
being capable of being opened by an ordinary 
knife blade in some instances, and in others 
not being capable of being locked at all. 
Numerous yearly requests for budgetary allow- 
ances for renewing the locks were made.” . 
‘The plumbing in cell blocks in this same build- 
ing has deteriorated so much over a period of 
years that leaks exist all through, allowing a 
collection of water in the areaways’ which 
becomes stagnant and seeps through the walls 
into the sub-cellar. There the ventilating 
blowers and electric distribution panels are 
located and this makes a continuous job of 
keeping the sub-cellar dry and removing the 
stagnant water to prevent the stench and the 
distinct health hazard involved.”’ 
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PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT —“A sur- 
vey of outstanding work accomplished by this 
department would be hard to outline for it 
consists in part of doing routine work neglected 
for a period of years in one year. Every build- 
ing under the control of this department at the 
start of 1946 was dirty and badly in need of 
paint. 


REAL ESTATE COMMISSIONERS —'‘*Upon as- 
suming office in 1946, I was confronted with 
conditions that were chaotic and found the 
office in a complete state of disorganization or 
no organization at all. Records were inadequate 
or there were no records existing for the business 
of the office. Moneys belonging to people doing. 
business with the city and moneys belonging 
to the city for sale of property were loosely 
handled.” 


What has been accomplished during 1946 to offset 
this record of inefficiency, mismanagement, incom- 
petency and lack of administrative knowledge? Again 
I will refer to the reports of department heads for the 
answers to this serious question. 


THE Roap Back to NORMALCY. 


ASSESSING DEPARTMENT —‘‘In 1946 Boston 
was one of two cities in the Commonwealth in 
which a reduction in the tax rate was made, 
Boston’s rate being reduced 50 cents on each 
one thousand dollars of valuation and that of 
our neighboring city Cambridge reduced 10 cents 
on each one thousand dollars of valuation.” 


BOSTON TRAFFIC COMMISSION —‘‘Early in 
1946 this commission instituted a _ city-wide 
program of no-parking regulations on main con- 
gested traffic arteries, with no parking on morn- 
ing inbound sides from 8 a. m. to 10 a. m. and 
on evening outbound sides from 4 p. m. to 
6 p. m. Thirty-three miles of main highways

are covered by this ban. The results have 
been highly successful with favorable reaction 
by the public and surprisingly little objection, | 
indicating the willingness of the public to comply 
with reasonable regulations.” 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT —‘“ Many conferences 


were held with representatives of the Lodging 
House Owners Associations regarding the 
minimum requirements for fire protection in 
lodging houses. It is expected that the ma- 
jority of these lodging houses will soon be more 
adequately equipped to prevent the spread 
of fire than heretofore.” . . . ‘“‘New regu- 
lations were promulgated early in the year 
requiring all homes for the aged and convalescent 
homes to install an automatic sprinkler sys- 
tem.” . . . ‘‘During the year the Egress 
Division has made more than 40,000 inspections 
of which lodging houses and places of assembly 
are the greater. portion.” .... . “During 
the year 226 buildings of all types were taken 
down within the city because of unsafe or other 
conditions.” . . .. “The revenue of the de- 
partment in connection with permits and licenses 
will run slightly more than $82,000 for the 
year, as compared with $49,400 for the year 
ending December, 1945.” 


ELECTION COMMISSIONERS —‘‘The outstand- 


ing development of the year 1946 was the initial 
installation of voting machines, the inaugura- 
tion of a long-range program providing for the 
equipment of the entire city with this improved 
electrical voting mechanism. Machines were 
installed in forty-six precincts of the first four 
wards of the city for use at the State Elec- 
tion held on November 5.” . . . ‘Election 
returns from the machine precincts were both — 
speedy and accurate despite the exceptionally 
heavy vote cast and despite the fact that much 
of the vote was cast in the evening hours.’’ 
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. “As a result of the installation of 
machines, the Board has been enabled to con- 
solidate precincts in the first four wards, such 
consolidation to be effective as of January 1M 
1947. This decrease in the number of pre- 
cincts will ultimately result in a considerable 
saving in election costs through reducing rentals, 
custodians’ fees, election officers’ salaries, ete.’’ 


FIRE DEPARTMENT —“ Contracts have been let 
for sixteen new pumpers; eight hose wagons; 
six aerial ladder trucks; three rescue wagons; 
lighting plants and miscellaneous small cars, 
representing a total outlay of approximately 
$550,000.” . . . “Money was also appro- 
priated in the sum of $300,000 for extensive 
repairs and alterations in various stations.” 

‘$450,000 has been approved for the 
construction of new fire’ stations.” 
“With respect to the department’s personnel 
much progress has been made in elevating the 
standard of efficiency. The following schools 
were reestablished during the current year: 
Drill School; Pump School; Telegraphers’ School. 
The Fire College for officers was opened April 8 
and instruction in all phases of fire fighting 
will be ‘progressively accelerated.” 
‘““Much emphasis has been made on enlarging 
the work of the Fire Prevention Division. 
Qualified officers have been assigned to cover 
special investigations such as, — 

Homes for Aged. 
2. Day Nurseries. 
3. Hospitals; together with the conduct of 
special drills in same. 
4. . Hotels. 


“The city has purchased two Navy mine- 
sweepers which are now in the process of being 
reconverted into fireboats. When these ships 
are put in service Boston will have the most 
modern and effective fireboat fleet of its size 
in the country.”’ . 
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HEALTH DEPARTMENT —“‘During this year 
every hospital in the City of Boston has been 
included in the general X-ray of its personnel, 
in order to discover any latent cases of tuber- 
culosis. All the large industrial concerns in 
the city have been most uniformly cooperative 
with this department in order that this major 
essential program of eliminating the spread 
of tuberculosis may be accomplished. During 
the year just closed, a most comprehensive 
campaign for the eradication of uncleanliness 
and unsanitary conditions and the dispensing 
of undesirable foods has been conducted by 
the Health Department. Without exception, 
hotel managements, restaurant operators and 
owners, not only of individual restaurants but 
also of chain restaurants, have cooperated in 
order that Boston’s restaurants might be out- 
standing in so far as the restaurant standards _ 
of the nation are concerned.” 


HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT —“‘During 1946 all 
urgent and necessary repairs have been accom- 
plished. The hospital is now covered twenty- 
four hours a day by a squad from the Fire 
Department, and classes have been held and 
instructions given to all officials and employees 
on fire prevention. A new and magnificent 
library in the Nurses’ Home is now nearing 
completion and will be ready within a relatively 
short time. All hospital workers have been 
classified, and a compensation plan providing 
minima and maxima salaries and yearly step- 
rate increases has been put into effect. A 
contract has been awarded for the construction 
of a new addition to the X-ray building which 
was built twenty-five years ago and which is 
now too small to do the work necessary at the 
hospital.” 


INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT —‘‘A_ permanent. 
‘fire company has been established on the island, 
thus giving the hospital complete fire pro- 
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tection. The Nurses’ Home for the first time 
In many years is now available for complete 
occupancy. The walls have been waterproofed 
and the roof repaired so that no leakage or 
seepage during heavy northeast storms now 
occurs. The Front Wharf at Long Island and 
the Eastern Avenue Wharf have been com- 
pletely repaired, and a new waiting room has 
been constructed at the latter location. A 
boat purchased from the government has been 
remodeled and reconditioned and has been 
placed on the run between the mainland and 
Long Island, thus permitting the discontinuance 
of the ‘‘Michael J. Perkins’ which has been 
in service for over a quarter of a century. The 
kitchen and dining rooms have been completely 
reorganized and placed under the supervision 
of an experienced steward.” 


LAW DEPARTMENT —‘We are happy to report 
the settlement of the city’s claim against the 
trustees for the New York, New Haven 
& Hartford Railroad, in the amount of 
$5,949,905.10. In August, 1946, taxes assessed 

-in the years 1937, 1939, 1940, 1941, 1942, 1943, 
1944, 1945 and 1946 to the Boston & Providence 
Railroad Corporation and the Old Colony Rail= 
road Company remained unpaid in the amounts 
of $773,532.37 and $1,880,979.63, respectively, 
together with interest thereon and costs relative 
thereto. The claims were in litigation in the 
Federal Court with a pending adverse decision 
rendered against the City of Boston. After 
extensive negotiation with the officials of the 
railroad, the New Haven ‘Trustees were pre- 
vailed upon to file a petition with United States 
District Court for the district of Connecticut 
to adjudicate these matters. On August 28, 
1946, that court entered an order directing and 
authorizing the trustees to pay the City of 
Boston $2,435,547.95 in full and final settle- 
ment and discharge of the above-mentioned 
tax claims. The payment was made by the 
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trustees on the following day.” . 

“Taxes assessed upon the South Station» in the 
years 1939, 1940, 1941, 1942, 1943, 1944, 1945 
and 1946 were outstanding in the amount of 
$3,743,880, exclusive of costs and interest. The 
same court order authorized and directed the 
New Haven Trustees, ‘ . . . to tender to 
the City of Boston upon the transfer and con- 
veyance to petitioners, or to the reorganized 
principal debtor of the assets and property 
of the Boston & Providence Railroad Corpora- 
tion, and of the assets and property of the 
Old Colony Railroad Company other than those 
of its Boston group the sum of $3,504,357.15 
with interest on said sum of $3,504,357.15 at 
that rate of four per cent (4%) per annum from 
January 1, 1946, in full and final settlement 
and discharge, . . . ’ of the above-men- 
tioned South Station taxes. The payment of 
this additional sum may occur at any time; 
meanwhile the city has a good investment at 
4 per cent interest.” © . . ‘The work. of 
the Tax Title Division has been greatly acceler- 
ated during the year 1946. In the course of 
this period the Tax Title Division has disposed 
of 1,319 cases as against 905 cases disposed of 
in 1945. Of the number thus disposed of, 
decrees of foreclosure were obtained in the 
Land Court in 367 cases as against 141 cases 
during the year 1945. Through the disposition 
of the above cases there was brought into the 
city treasury the sum of $919,440.91 as against 
$667,718.74 for the preceding year, and the 
city acquired absolute title to property having 
an assessed value of $547,900.” “No 
more compelling problem faces the City of 
Boston than that occasioned by thousands of 
appeals addressed to the Appellate Tax Board 
wherein taxpayers seek tax abatements. In 
this field the Law Department has apparently 
met the situation successfully because the 
statistical report of the Appellate Tax Board 
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for the first ten months of 1946 discloses that 
the Law Department handled 40 per cent more 
cases than the comparable period of 1945 at 
a cost to the city of 75 per cent of the 1945 
cost. This policy resulted in a 46 per cent 
saving for the city.” . . . ‘Another of the 
city’s great problems arises from actions of 
tort, suits arising from defective ways and other 
negligent acts. In the year 1946 the city was 
sued in the amount of $1,586,995. All of these 
claims were disposed of either by way of trial 
in court or by way of compromise settlement 
for $111,310.87. In the matter of collection of 
bills due the City Hospital and other depart- 
ments of the city the collection department of 
the Law Department is very happy to report 
for the year 1946, $51,212.28 was collected, a 
difference of $14,000 from the previous year 
1945.” 


PARK DEPARTMENT —“A _ new solarium for 
women has been constructed at the L Street 
Bath House, South Boston. This city is the 
first one in the country to provide such facilities 
for the female sex. Sections of two playgrounds 
have been set aside for the construction of hous- 
ing units for veterans. ‘The construction of these 
units is practically complete and veterans and 
their families have already started to occupy the 
homes. A new convenience station for women is 
under construction in the Public Garden. This 
will replace the old comfort station which has 
been closed for the past two years due to lack of 
repairs. All greenhouses at Franklin Park have 
been overhauled and repaired. ‘This is the first 
major repair work to be done in these houses for 
at least ten years. Many new improvements to 
our playgrounds have been completed, including 
resurfacing of baseball diamonds, construction of 
tennis courts, repair of benches, fences, railing, 
and sidewalks. Departmental buildings have 
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been placed in good condition with extensive 
repairs being done on roofs, shower facilities, 
lockers, and boilers.”’ 


PENAL INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT —‘ New 
power and light supply lines have been installed 
all over the institution, the Hill Prison building 
has been rewired, an outdoor lighting system 
established and arrangements made to purchase 
electricity from the Edison Company. The 
stock barn has been waterproofed, floors repaired, 
a drainage system installed so that the structure 
is now suitable for use at all times. Extensive 
repairs have been made to the laundry building 
and all machinery has been completely over- 
hauled and reconditioned. Extensive painting 
and cleaning has been done with inmate assist- 
ance throughout the institution. The poultry 
industry has supplied the City Hospital and 
other city institutions with fresh-killed chicken 
all through the year. At Thanksgiving and 
Christmas this industry supplied all city institu- 
tions with fresh-killed turkeys. Uniforms for 
inmates at Charles Street Jail as well as coats, 
sheets, pillow cases, etc., for Long Island Hos- 
pital have been manufactured with inmate 
help.” 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT —“The 
general appearance of all the buildings under the 
control of this department has improved and has 
resulted in much favorable comment. Tem- 
porary help was employed to work and clean 
paint where it was practical and several build- 
ings, including Faneuil Hall, were painted.’’ 

. “The eleventh floor in City Hall Annex, 
vacated by the Board of Health in 1944 and 
vacant ever since, was completely renovated and 
made habitable for the Institutions Depart- 
ment.” . . . “On July of this year we 
started our own boilers to generate steam for 
heating hot water and heating City Hall Annex, 
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City Hall, and the Kirstein Library, rather than 
buying steam from the Boston Edison Com- 
pany. This change is expected to save the 
city from.$10,000 to $12,000 annually.” ng 1 
“The Uphams Corner Convenience Station was 
completely renovated and reopened, after being 
closed for over seven years, at a cost of $8,345.” 
ore. “he mnewooym “an south Boston is 
rapidly approaching completion.” . . . “‘The 
Building Department ordered necessary work 
on parapet and other walls of City Hall Annex 
to prevent brick from falling and prevent de- 
terioration of steel.’ . . . “Replacement of 
1,000-gallon storage tanks (hot water) were 
effected at the Charlestown and Hyde Park 
Municipal Buildings. Major repairs were also 
made in the electrical system and the elevators 
in City Hall and City Hall Annex.” . 

“At the Oak and Tyler Streets Municipal Build- 
ing, shower bath facilities that had been closed 
down for over one year due to faulty floor con- 
struction are now operating.” 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT —‘ Ninety-five 
streets were constructed or reconstructed during 
the year, at a cost of approximately $1,597,706.” 

“On October 1 of the present year, the 
city became the owner of all of the equipment 
used for street lighting. This equipment,. with 
the exception of the posts which always were 
the property of the city, was purchased by 
agreement with the owners. A contract was 
awarded for lighting, extinguishing, and servic- 
ing the lamps on very satisfactory terms, and 
there is no question but, from a financial stand- 
point, the city will save money by carrying on 
gas lighting under the present arrangement.’’ 
“The department during the year has 
cooperated very extensively with the Boston 
Housing Authority, the State Housing Author- 
ity, and the Federal Public Housing Authority, 
in the matter of the construction and erection of 
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temporary housing for veterans. Under our 
direction water pipes were laid, sewerage facili- 
ties installed, and roadways constructed at 
Franklin Field and at the Alsen Playground in 
Dorchester.” . . . “It is evident that the 
business of the Sumner Tunnel this year will be 
the largest that it has been since the Tunnel 
was opened on the 30th day of June, 1934.” 

“On July 1, with the approval of your 
Honor and also with the approval of the Metro- 
politan District Commission, a 20 per cent 
reduction was made in the rates for water 
furnished to consumers.” . . . ‘This de- 
partment is about ready to proceed with making 
arrangements for awarding a contract for the 
erection of an incinerator in the Brighton 
district.” . . . ‘‘The Dorchester and Hyde 
Park areas are the recipients of projects for 
sewer construction which will be of benefit for 
the betterment of both districts. A contract has 
been awarded at an estimated cost of $200,000 | 
for covering in and extending another section of 
Stony Brook, and in Dorchester, Tenean Creek 
is being built in a covered conduit for a length 
of about 1,000 feet from its present terminus at 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road to Freeport street. The estimated cost of 
this work is $294,000.” 


REAL ESTATE COMMISSIONERS —“‘Sales of 


foreclosed property from January to December, 
1946, inclusive, were as follows: Vacant land, 
257 parcels; buildings of all types, 93; making a 
total of 350 parcels. The selling price was 
$1,298,335. As against this the sum that was 
due the city at the time of foreclosure amounted 
to $1,063,099.38, thus showing that the sales as 
conducted in 1946 brought in $235,235.62 above 
the amount that was due on taxes at the time of 
foreclosure. In 1945, the total number of 
parcels sold was 258, consisting of land and 
buildings,— and the receipts from same 
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amounted to $686,000. The amount due on 
taxes on same parcels was $707,660.51. Out of 
this sum the auctioneer’s fees of $23,800 were 
paid and the net loss to the city from receipts as 
against income was $45,460.51.” . vey in 
1946, the legislature enacted the so- -called Public 
Off-Street Parking Facilities Act in the City of 
Boston, placing the responsibility for the carry- 
ing out of the same on the Board of Real Estate 
Commissioners. This responsibility the full 
Board has accepted and have been making pre- 
liminary surveys for the purpose of guarding 
against waste or mismanagement of the funds 
entrusted to its care. Within a very short time 
the Board feels that it will have a definite 
program to carry out the provisions of chapter 
474 of the Acts of 1946.” . . . “A problem 
of great importance confronting the Board was 
the Houghton & Dutton Building which was 
occupied by the United States Government for 
various governmental offices. No effort was 
being made to collect the rents due for the use 
and occupancy of the said building. Nego- 
tiations were terminated successfully in October, 
1946, with federal representatives so that the 
federal government paid over the back rents 
due for 1945 to November 30, 1946, amounting 
TO ee lUoml fooe, ts, ae Lt Dad. .béen” the 
custom of the Board to engage an outside 
auctioneer to conduct the auction sales of fore- 
closed property. In 1945, the auctioneer re- 
celved in commissions $23,800. (This does not 
include fees received from other city depart- 
ments.) In 1946, and prior to the reorgan- 
ization of the department the auctioneer received 
for sales of property the sum of $4,640. The 
sales that were made from April, 1946, to the 
present date were conducted by the Chairman 
of the Board of Real Estate Commissioners. 
By eliminating the hiring of an auctioneer, the 
city saved in fees the sum of $38,350 which 
would have been paid to an auctioneer if the 
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policy had not been changed. This is in addi- 
tion to what had been paid for the first few 
months of the year.” 


SOLDIERS’ RELIEF DEPARTMENT —"In Janu- 
ary, 1946, the City of Boston Veterans Center 
was reorganized by ordinance and became the 
Veterans Rehabilitation Division of the Soldiers’ 
Relief Department. It is the duty of this 
Division to assist, advise, and counsel veterans, 
regardless of need, in procuring benefits to 
which they may be entitled under federal, 
state, and local laws, and to help them solve 
the problems confronting them upon their re- 
turn to civilian life. This service has proved 
of inestimable value to the veteran. ‘Originally 
located at 209 Washington street, this center. 
moved to the ‘“‘ Buddies Club” on Boston Com- 
mon where official opening ceremonies were 
conducted December 2, 1946. ‘This move places 
it in an historical location and permits of a saving. 
of a private rental!’?”_)° "ne eter 
Referral Center, popularly identified as the 
Veterans Housing Center, was inaugurated 
August 26, 1946, at 209 Washington street. 
Subsequently it moved to the Buddies Club. 
At this center veterans may register for housing 
vacancies and receive general information. 
Property owners. may list available acecommoda- 
tions there and may obtain help and assistance 
in problems relating to conversion of existing 
buildings to make homes for veterans. The 
Center has enlisted the support of religious 
groups, veterans organizations, property owners, 
and real estate dealers and apartment house 
managers.” 


STREET LAYING-OUT DEPARTMENT —“The | 
total revenue received from the combined op- 
erations of all divisions of this department for 
the year 1946 was $113,309.43, as against a 
total revenue for the year 1945 of $91,012.96, 
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or a total net gain over the year 1945 of 
$22,296.47. The total revenue received for this 
year, 1946, from these two divisions is the highest 
total revenue ever received in the history of the 
department for any one year.”’ 


SUPPLY DEPARTMENT —“ This department now 
purchases fresh meats through the medium 
of a federal slaughtering permit which we 
were able to obtain through your efforts in 
Washington. This allows us to buy cattle on 
the hoof in Chicago and have it slaughtered 
and sent to Boston for distribution to the 
various city departments. This procedure has 
assured the city departments of a full supply 
of meats, and has resulted in the further 
advantage of a saving in price to the city of ap- 
proximately $75,000. This department has pur- 
chased butter and eggs and, at opportune times, 
has placed them in cold storage. By this pro- 
cedure it has been possible to achieve a saving 
of 3 cents per pound on butter and 4 cents 
per dozen on eggs. The signal purchase of this 
character was a carload of lard at a price of 
342 cents per pound. ‘The present market of 
same is 53 cents per pound.” . wine Ehe 
Supply Department has purchased. from the 
War Assets Administration approximately 
$125,000 worth ‘of surplus consumer goods at 
a saving to the city of approximately 50 per 
cent. This material has been purchased at an 
extremely low price in comparison with present 
market prices and the material so purchased 
has been unobtainable from regular sources of 
supply. An example to show the price advantage 
to the city is the purchase of shoes at a price 
of 36-cents per pair from this source against 
a market price at the present time of $4:75 
per pair.” 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT —“‘‘The net debt of 
the city has been reduced $1,500,000 to the 
lowest level since 1925. The best record ever 
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in the history of the city in the collection of 
taxes has been achieved. All outstanding tax 
title loans have been paid off and the temporary 
debt of the city reduced from $8,000,000 as of 
December 31, 1945, to $2,000,000 as of December 
31, 1946.” 


With these worth-while accomplishments behind 


us, we look forward into 1947 and envisage a work 
program which embraces the following: 


ENVISIONING THE FUTURE. 


COMPENSATION ADJUSTMENTS — The Emer- 


gency Compensation Allotment payments, 
which have been maintained on a year-to-year 
basis since 1942, have been made permanent 
as of January 1, 1947, and in addition a general 
increase of $200 has been provided for all em- 
ployees whose compensation is regulated within 
the city and county budgets. ‘This constitutes 
the first permanent recognition since the out- 
break of World War II that the rank and file 
of city and county employees have lagged behind 
other groups in the community in the matter 
of compensation advances to meet the increase 
in living costs. 


FORTY-EIGHT-HOUR WEEK—In accordance with 


the mandate of the people expressed at the 
election on last November that the working 
hours of the uniformed members of the Fire 
Department shall not on the average exceed 
forty-eight hours per week, provisions are being 
made in the 1947 budget for the necessary 
appropriations to cover the additional personnel 
and other items of expense involved in this 
major operational change. 


VETERANS HOUSING — An _- appropriation of 


$10,000,000 was authorized late in 1946 for per- 
manent housing for veterans. This appropria- 
tion, in accordance with the terms of the 
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legislative act authorizing the same, will be 
expended under the direction of the Boston 
Housing Authority. Plans are now being drawn, 
land is being surveyed and purchased, and when 
weather permits later in the year construction 
will proceed. Provided there had been less talk 
and more action — more bricks and less bluff — 
the work of providing permanent shelter for 
the men who served in the armed forces and for 
their dependents would now be well advanced 
and it is clearly our duty to complete this project 
during the year 1947. 


INCINERATOR PLANTS— Plans are definitely 
under way for the construction during 1947 of 
an incinerator building in the Brighton district 
as well as a substantial structure of this character 
in the vicinity of the City Hospital to serve the 
South End, South Boston, Roxbury, and 
Dorchester districts. 


SEWAGE TREATMENT PLANT—For many 
years the city has received complaints that the 
waters of Boston Harbor are being polluted by 
sewage discharged from its basin located at 
Moon Island. To overcome this health menace, 
it has been decided to construct a sewage treat- 
ment plant at an estimated cost of $4,000,000. 
The preliminary design for this plant has been 
completed and work is now in progress on the 
final design. An application has been made to 
the Federal Government for funds to help defray 
the cost of the construction of the plant. 


OFF-STREET PARKING — The Board of Real 
Kstate Commissioners, with the cooperation of 
the City Planning Board, will shortly proceed to 
take definite action as authorized under the 
provisions of chapter 474 of the Acts of 1946 to 
provide off-street parking facilities to relieve 
traffic congestion in the downtown area. 
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NEW HOSPITAL BUILDINGS — Plans are now 
being prepared for the construction of a surgical 
building and a new nurses’ home at the Boston 
City Hospital. The completion of these two 
buildings at an estimated cost of $5,000,000 
will result in the removal from the hospital 
grounds of the only two remaining buildings 
constructed in the ‘‘60’s” and thus will provide 
modern and_ up-to-date . hospital facilities 
throughout the department. 


TRANSIT IMPROVEMENTS — Authorization has 
been secured for the expenditure of $8,500,000 
to provide for extension of rapid transit facili- 
ties in East Boston to Orient Heights. In 
addition, it is planned to replace the old vertical 
lift elevators at the Atlantic Avenue Station of 
the East Boston Tunnel with four modern 
escalators at an estimated cost of $430,800. 


LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL IMPROVEMENTS — 
At an early date, the boiler plant at this insti- 
tution will be changed over from coal burning to 
oil burning at an estimated cost of $150,000. 
Reliable estimates from engineers indicate that 
the city will save $50,000 annually on this change. 
With the assistance of the Federal Government, 
plans are under way for the construction of a 
four-wing women’s hospital building with solar- 
lums in each wing at an estimated cost of 
$1,000,000. 


TRAFFIC IMPROVEMENTS — The Traffic Com- 
mission has under consideration plans for im- | 
proving highway and traffic conditions at four- 
teen locations. These improvements will serve 
not only to expedite traffic but also to remove 
existing dangerous hazards to pedestrians. 


PARK AND PLAYGROUND IMPROVEMENTS 
—In connection with expansion of the Logan 
Airport, the city has turned over to the Com- 
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monwealth World War Memorial Park and the 
Amerena Playground on Gove and Porter streets 
-in East Boston. The state has agreed to pro- 
vide two new playgrounds in the East Boston 
area to replace facilities taken for the airport. 
An appropriation has been provided by the 
Legislature for this purpose and it is expected 
work will start on these projects in 1947. The 
state has also agreed to establish a park in East 
Boston, along the waterfront, between Coleridge 
and Bayswater streets. Bath house, field house 
and other facilities similar to those now at 
World War Memorial Park will be duplicated at 
this site. Plans are being developed for the 
construction of a new pier in place of the present 
dilapidated structure at the Headhouse in Marine 
Park, South Boston. Studies are being made 
to increase seating capacity of Columbus Park 
Stadium and to enlarge the playing field. Two 
traffic ovals will be constructed during 1947 in 
the Back Bay Fens, one at the junction oppo- 
site the Sears Roebuck Building, and the other 
opposite Avenue Louis Pasteur, at the junction 
of the Fenway and Park Drive. With the con- 
struction of these ovals the present traffic con- 
gestion at these spots which is now so serious 
will be eliminated. An expansion program em- 
bracing cemetery facilities at the Evergreen, 
Mount Hope and Fairview Cemeteries will be 
carried out as soon as weather permits. 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION — Plans are under way 
for the construction of a new prison building 
with a 300-cell capacity, containing also hospital 
facilities to accommodate twenty-five patients. 
A new building to: house the officers stationed at 
Deer Island will also be constructed. A con- 
tract covering the installation of adequate and 
modern plumbing facilities in the Hull Prison 
involving an expenditure in excess of $100,000 
will soon be executed. 
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PUBLIC BUILDINGS IMPROVEMENTS — In 
order to comply with present building laws, it is 
proposed to expend in the neighborhood of 
$60,000 to provide fire escapes and connecting 
balconies as well as communicating doors 
between offices in City Hall. It is also proposed 
to expend $20,000 to remodel and expand the 
present mortuary building at North Grove street 
so as to afford office and administrative quarters 
for the Medical Examiner. In connection with 
the reopening of the Tyler Street Municipal 
Building it has been deemed desirable to remove 
the school-book distribution center which now 
occupies considerable space in this building to 
the John J. Williams Building. An appropria- 
tion of $20,000 will be necessary for renovation 

at this latter building to accommodate this 
change. 


CONCLUSION. 


I feel it desirable to close this review of 1946 
accomplishments and 1947 plans and proposals with 
this observation. At the moment we are at the 
crossroad. If we are to maintain our vaunted posi- 
tion among the great cities of America we must exert 
our willingness to go forward in the marching events 
of a progressive era. The solution for a busier and 
better Boston is to be found in the readjustment of 
our trafic problem, which if solved, creates greater 
business, speedier merchandising, and increased real 
estate values. These are material increments and 
must be attained. Of equal, if not greater, benefit 
are the blessings that flow from a happy and con- 
tented people, which when attained, augment and 
dignify the spiritual values of a community. To this 
end the solution of the housing problem becomes 
increasingly vital for with it is interrelated the clear- 
ance of the slum areas, the modification of our existing 
building laws, as well as the adjustment of crime and 
juvenile delinquency. If we are to maintain the 
advantages of a free government the primal considera- 
tion of all municipalities must be the American family. 
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To preserve it, we must eliminate our slums and 
blighted areas and provide the people of our munici- 
pality with decent homes. Only by such an under- 
taking can we expect decent communities. A program 
of this character must consider the extension of our 
park and recreational facilities. Our imminent need is 
the betterment of existing recreational centers. The 
future clamors for a well considered and coordinated 
program. Communal decency breeds prosperous and 
law-abiding, well-ordered cities, states and nations. 
The reconstruction of our economic welfare has the 
immediate concern of our public officials and the 
majority of the American people. This is necessary 
and desirable. To plan our future solely upon eco- 
nomic planning is like building a house upon shifting 
sands. The solidarity of our governmental structure 
depends upon the reconstruction of moral values. 
That is the outstanding postwar problem. The faith 
of our fathers is with us. We created a nation, and 
in the last two generations preserved the freedom of 
the world. Who can doubt the fulfillment of our 
present desires? We must rebuild Boston and who 
can doubt that its citizens will accomplish it? 

We face the future with anxiety but not without 
courage. Our problems are monumental but we have 
confidence in the leadership which the citizens of 
Boston have chosen. The lessening of our tax bur- 
dens, economic adjustments, the betterment of educa- 
tional and recreational facilities — these and many 
more are the tasks to which the administration is 
dedicated. With a will to serve and succeed, encour- 
aged by the good will and confidence of our people, 
we are prepared to meet, the future. The challenge 
is great. We have accepted it. The Boston of 
tomorrow will find its proper place among the great 
cities of America.

CENSORSHIP BOARD 
Mr. William Emerson was designated as Art Com- 
mission member of the Board of Censors of Plays for 
the year 1946. 


New Works oF ART 


The Boston Art Commission has approved a bronze 
tablet, by Mr: Louis Laurence Leach, in memory of 
John T. Murphy, U.S. N.R., a former teacher in 
Dorchester, for a site in the Patrick T. Campbell 
Intermediate School, Dorchester. 
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It has approved a World War II bronze tablet, 
proposed by Mr. David J. Murphy, on behalf of the 
Brighton Good Will Club, executed by the Gotham 
Company, placed on a rose quartz boulder at an ap- 
proved site on Wilson Square, Brighton; also a small 
granite obelisk, commemorating World War II, for a 
site at John J. Welch Park, the grass triangle at City 
Square, Charlestown. This Commission has under 
consideration drawings, by Mr. John F. Paramino, for 
historical tablets which the White Fund plans for sites 
at the ‘‘Prado,’”’ between Hanover Street and the Old 
North Church. It has approved the adaptation of a 
monument, from Gallups Island, representing a sinking 
ship, as a Monument to Merchant Seamen, and the 
relocation of this monument at a site near Agassiz Road 
in the Fenway. This Commission has approved a site 
on the greensward adjoining the Arnold Arboretum, for 
a War Monument offered by Jamaica Plain Post 675, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. It has further approved a 
site, in the Horace Mann School, for a bust of Sarmiento, 
offered by the Argentine Consul on behalf of the Gov- 
ernment of the Argentine. 


MAINTENANCE OF WORKS OF ART 


With a small sum left from a special appropriation 
granted in 1941, this Commission has supplied a new 
sword to replace the sword stolen from the General 
Glover statue, on Commonwealth Avenue. After a 
storm which blew down the large metal marker from 
its place on a building on Constitution Wharf, where the 
famous ship Constitution was built, this Commission 
arranged for restoring it to its original position. The 
bronze transom, missing last year from the Dorchester 
Monument, has been replaced. 

In the absence of any provision for general repairs 
in its budget for 1946, and with a balance of only $96.02 
from its special appropriation in 1944, this Commis- 
sion found itself unable to take the care of municipal 
works of art, imposed on it by law. Through the kind | 
cooperation of the Chairman of the Park Department, 
the Declaration of Independence Tablet, also the 
Blackstone Monument on Boston Common, opposite | 
Sprude Street, have been cleaned of their accumulated 
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DAMAGE TO WoRKS OF ART 


On October 19, 1946, this Commission delivered 
to your Honor a letter, signed by all its members, 
pointing out the present poor condition of the paint- 
ings in Faneuil Hall and the danger of their deterio- 
rating unless promptly cleaned, revarnished and in 
some cases repaired; also requesting appropriations 
for this purpose. Your Honor has graciously stated 
that ‘‘these paintings must be protected and preserved 
for posterity,’’ and has encouraged us to hope for an 
adequate General Repairs item in our 1947 budget. 

Since then, the situation has become-still more serious. 
The Francis Parkman Monument, above Jamaica 
Pond, has been wantonly disfigured. On the night 
of November 1, a heroic bronze figure of a sailor, at 
one corner of the great Civil War Monument on Boston 
Common, crashed to the ground; the neck was broken, 
one leg distorted, one foot knocked entirely off. In 
falling, this mass of metal also broke the bronze fence 
of the monument. As this damage would hardly have 
occurred if the figure had been attached to the stone- 
work with copper fastenings instead of with iron which 
rusted out, the fastenings of other figures, including 
the figure at the top, must all.be investigated to prevent 
their possible fall, with great damage to property or 
even perhaps to life. 

Finally, the Robert Gould Shaw Monument, Gane 
the State House, shows serious displacement ‘of stones 
on each side of the bronze high relief, also slighter 
movement of stone. work, and a bad crack across the 
stone, topping the easterly pilaster. This Commission 
has had photographs taken, to compare with conditions 
as found to exist some months from now. Meantime, 
to avoid entrance of water and damage by freezing, 
we are advised by experts to repoint the monument 
with elastic cement. 
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CoPpLEY SQUARE 


We hereby call to your Honor’s attention the fact 
that the Commission has long worked with other 
departments of the City Government on the subject 
of Copley Square; that the problem of rearranging 
the ‘‘Square’’ has: been immensely simplified by the 
replacement of the diagonal trolley tracks across the 
Square by the Huntington Avenue Subway; and 
that, after forty-eight years, the continual failure of 
the City to clear up this unsightly and inconvenient 
mix-up of streets and open spaces leaves us wondering. 


NINETEEN FORTY-SEVEN 


The Brewer Fountain on Boston Common. still 
requires overhauling, repairs and replacements. And 
the crowning group, from the Lyman _ Fountain 
in Dorchester (temporarily stored in the Franklin 
Park Yard of the Park Department), should be replaced 
in the center of the stone basin of the Lyman Fountain. 

If the budget estimate of $3,243 for general repairs, 
which we have requested, is granted, this Commis- 
sion hopes in 1947 not only to secure some of our most 
important monuments from threatening damage, but 
to restore some of the City’s minor sculpture and its 
paintings and other works of art to the condition of clean- 
liness and beauty which their merit deserves. And 
thus it hopes that our citizens, instead of being ashamed, 
may observe the City’s artistic patrimony with jus- 
tified pride. . 
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SUMMARY OF MANUSCRIPT RECORDS, 
1890-1899 
That the public, as well as this Commission, may 
conveniently learn about its municipal Art Department 
and about the origin and care of some of this City’s 
most important works of art, we here append a summary 
of the manuscript records of the Boston Art Commission, 
from the first meeting of the original ‘‘ Art Commission 
for the City of Boston,’’ May 8, 1890, to its final meet- 
ing, March 8, 1898; also from the opening session of the 
new Board of Art Commissioners for the City of Boston, 
September 19, 1898, up to 1899. In 1900 the Board 
issued, for the year 1899, its first printed report. 


ORGANIZATION 


The original Art Commission for the City of Boston, 
created by chapter 122 of the Acts of 1890, consisted 
ex officio of five members,—the Mayor of the City of 
Boston, the President of the Trustees of the Boston 
Public Library, the President of the Trustees of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, the President of the Boston 
Society of Architects, and the President of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. After the creation of 
this Board; no work of art might become the property 
of the City without previous approval of the Commis- 
sion. The individuals first serving on the Board were 
Mayor Thomas N. Hart, Martin Brimmer of the Art 
Museum, Samuel A. B. Abbott of the Public Library, 
Edward C. Cabot of the Society of Architects, and 
Gen. Francis A. Walker of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. A nonmember, Edward Robinson, direc- 
tor of the Museum, served continuously as Secretary, 
till 1898. 

Before the end of the year, Mayor Hart’s term of 
office ended; and the néw Mayor, Nathan Matthews, , 
became Chairman of the Commission. Mr. Matthews 
was apparently too busy to attend further meetings; 
and at successive sessions Mr. Brimmer and later Mr. 
Cabot were elected Chairmen pro tem. In 1895 Edwin 
U. Curtis became Mayor, and ez officio Chairman of the — 
Commission. In 1896 Josiah Quincy succeeded him in 
both offices; he served through 1899. 

As for the members, in 1895 the Hon. F. O. Prince 
succeeded Mr. Abbott as President of the Library 
Trustees and member of the Commission. In 1896 Mr. 
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Cabot resigned as President of the Society of Architects, 
and was succeeded in that office and as ex officio member 
of the Art Commission by Mr. Charles A. Cummings. 
In the same year that eminent Boston gentleman, 
Martin Brimmer, died. He was succeeded, as President 
of the Art Museum and ez officto member of the Art 
Commission, by William Endicott, Jr. In the next 
year, General Walker also died; he was succeeded, both 
as President of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and as ez officio member of the Art Commission; 
by Mr. James M. Crafts. Thus, in seven years, all the 
original members of this Commission disappeared and 
were replaced. d 

The Commission assigned much of its work to in- 
dividual: members, appointed as committees of one 
to deal with particular subjects. Though the Com- 
mission included, among its members, experts on special 
subjects, it considered itself not a board of experts, 
but rather a Judicial Commission. It therefore 
appointed single experts, from time to time, and 
sometimes groups of experts, to submit evidence. 
On that evidence, it acted according to its best judgment. 


MONUMENTS, 1890-1898 

To the first Art Commission for the City of Boston 
we owe much of the important sculpture which em- 
bellishes our city. On May 20, 1890, the Commission 
advised the Mayor to sign a contract with Henry H. 
Kitson for his statue of Admiral Farragut; and on 
February 4, 1892, it approved a site for it at the junc- 
tion of Broadway and the Marine Park Drive at 
South Boston. 

On February 4, 1892, the Commission voted to 
approve a site on Boston Common, opposite the 
State House, shown on a plan prepared by the City 
Surveyor, for a monument to Colonel Robert G. 
Shaw, by Augustus Saint Gaudens. In 1897 the high 
relief was so far advanced that on March 17th the 
Commission approved Mr. Saint Gaudens’ designs. 
On January 24, 1894, the Commission approved a site 
for the monument to John Boyle O’Reilly, to be erected 
according to designs (approved June 24, 1897) by: 
Daniel Chester French and C. Howard Walker; and 
on June 24, 1897, the monument was finished. Mean- 
time, on April 1, 1894, the Commission referred to a 
committee of three experts the proposed gift to 
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the City of an ornamental fountain designed by Miss 
Anne Whitney. On May 11, 1894, the Park Commis- 
sion having selected a site on the terrace south of 
the Perkins House in Jamaica Plain, the Commission 
gave full powers to Mr. Cabot, as a committee of 
one, to decide the questions of site and design. 

On April 2, 1895, the. Commission approved a bust 
of Imogen, by the late Francis E. Gould, for a site 
in the English High School. On December 15, 1897, 
the Commission also approved a clay model of the 
statue of Colonel Robert Cass, by Richard E. Brooks, 
to replace a less desirable monument. And in 1898, 
the Commission approved the statue of Rufus Choate, 
by Daniel Chester French, for its place in the Entrance 
Hall of the Suffolk County Court House. 


WoRKS OF ART FOR THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Art Commission approved, February 4, 1892, _ 
designs by Louis Saint Gaudens for two lions, one 
on each side of the grand staircase of the new Public 
Library Building, by McKim, Mead and White, 
on Copley Square. 

On November 9, 1894, the Public Library Trustees 
asked the Commission’s approval of a bronze statue 
of Sir Harry Vane, by Frederick MacMonnies. The 
Commission approved this statue, June 24, 1896, 
for the niche in the vestibule of the Public Library, 
where it now stands. On January 25, 1895, the Com- 
mission appointed Messrs. Brimmer and Cabot a 
committee with full powers on two busts for the new 
Public Library Building then about to be opened— 
a marble bust of Joshua Bates, copied from William 
Behnes’ original, and the marble bust of George Ticknor, 
by William Milmore. On June 2, 1896, the Commis- 
sion approved a tablet in memory of the late Eugene 
Letang of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
offered by the Boston Society of Architects, for a site 
in the Architectural Room of the Library. 

On March 7, 1896, the Commission approved for 
sites in the Public Library a marble copy of the Venus 
de Medici; and on September 17, the bust of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, by Richard E. Brooks, and the bust of 
John Greenleaf Whittier, by William Ordway Partridge. 
Also for sites in the Public Library, it approved, on 
November 9, 1897, a bronze bust of John Boyle O’Reilly, 


1 This is the fountain by Miss Anne Whitney on the terrace of the Children’s Museum. 
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by John Donahue; and on. January 12, 1898, a colos- 
sal marble bust of Benjamin Franklin, by Horatio 
Greenough, and a marble replica of the head from 
Hiram Powers’ statue of a Greek slave. 


MacMonntgs’ BAccHANTE 


Mr. Charles F. MeKim, architect of the Boston 
Public Library, offered to the Trustees a bronze statue 
of a bacchante, by Frederick MacMonnies, to be placed 
in a fountain in the Library courtyard. He sent the 
Trustees a small model of this statue which was set up 
in the Trustees’ Room. There the Boston Art Com- 
mission met with the Trustees, October 8, 1896; and 
considered a report on this model, submitted by experts 
whom the Commission had appointed. The experts’ 
opinion was. divided,—Augustus Saint Gaudens, 
Daniel C. French, C. Howard Walker, Frederic P. 
Vinton, and Edward Robinson, in favor; Charles A. 
Cummings, Charles Eliot Norton, H. Langford Warren, 
and W. P. P. Longfellow, against. After discussion the 
Commission voted to inform the Trustees that, ‘‘ while 
recognizing the remarkable technical merits of Mr. 
MacMonnies’ statue of a Bacchante as a work of art, + 
this Commission ' does not regard it as suited to the 
Public Library Building.”’ 

The Trustees pointed out, three weeks later, that 
the Commission’s decision might be reconsidered on the 
ground that it had been based on examination of a 
reduced model of the original, and had been reached 
without full knowledge of the architect’s intention in 
regard to the setting and surroundings of the figure in 
a fountain. On November 15, accordingly, the Com- 
_ mission, with its experts, inspected the statue as set up 
in a basin in the Library courtyard. The experts in 
favor of the statue gained an additional adherent, H. 
Langford Warren. . Mr. McKim, who was _ present, 
declined to be interviewed, on the ground that he was 
the donor of the statue, and had already expressed his 
opinion as emphatically as he could. Only Professor 
Charles Eliot Norton and Mr. W. P. P. Longfellow 
now disapproved the statue in its site. On November 
17, 1896, the Boston Art Commission reconsidered its 
former action and voted, three to one, that ‘‘this Com- 
mission approve the design of Mr. MacMonnies’ statue 
of a Bacchante, and the site proposed for it in the center 
of the fountain in the courtyard of the Public Library.” 
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Not from this Commission’s old records, here are some 
subsequent facts: When the public was admitted to the 
Library courtyard, when the old maids, male and 
female, and other old ladies of our great city viewed 
that so cleverly executed bronze of a flat-breasted, nude 
Parisian model, with fashionably done up hair and with 
a nude baby on her arm,—that model half tipsily danc- 
ing out of doors in a fountain,—then talk, gossip, more 
talk made a sibilant hubbub there, and over all the 
afternoon teacups of Boston. So the bacchante dis- 
appeared,—to reappear much later, not at the Library, 
but in the Metropolitan Museum, New York. 


Works OF ART FOR THE COMMONWEALTH OF 
MASSACHUSETTS 
At the request of the State Authorities, the Boston 
Art Commission took charge of the execution of two 
statues for the State House grounds, the statues of 
General Devens and General Hooker. 


On May 4, 1891, the Massachusetts Legislature 
appropriated $15,000 to be expended, under the direction 
of the Art Commission, for the City of Boston, for a 
statue of the late Charles Devens. On May 18, Mr. 
Brimmer reported the willingness of Mr. Olin L. Warner 
to submit a design. On November 9, 1892, the Com- 
mission approved a model by Mr. Warner. In 1896 
the finished statue was provisionally placed in the 
Museum of Fine Arts; but not till May 8, 1898, was the 
present site on the State House grounds finally des- 
ignated. 

The Governor had meantime asked the Boston Art 
Commission’s advice about a model by Daniel Chester 
French and E. C. Potter for a statue of General Hooker. 
The Commission gave this model its preliminary ap- 
proval December 8, 1896. The sculptors prepared a 
new model which the Boston Art Commission submitted 
to the judgment of experts. And there the matter 
rested during the Commission’s short remaining life. 


An Art DEPARTMENT FOR BOSTON 


The Mayor called the Art Commission together, 
March 8, 1898, to consider and take action on a draft 
of a bill to create an Art Department of the City of 
Boston, in place of the Art Commission, with enlarged 
powers and with its membership on a different basis. 
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The Mayor asked the Commission to decide unani- 
mously on a draft which he would then submit to the 
Legislature. The Commission suggested some changes, 
especially in Section 3, and voted its approval of each 
section unanimously. The result was Chapter 410, Acts 
of 1898, ‘‘To establish a Board of Art Commissioners 
in charge of an Art Department hereby established in 
the City.” 

The new law provided that the members of the 
Board should no longer consist ex officio of the Mayor, 
the President of the Trustees of the Public Library, 
etc., but should be appointed one on May i of each 
year by the Mayor from a list of three persons selected, 
in each successive year, by the Trustees of the Museum 
of Fine Arts, the Trustees of the Boston Public Library, 
the Trustees of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston Society 
of Architects. After the first appointments, for which 
special provisions were made, each member’s term 
of office was five years; but a member’s name might 
be resubmitted on fresh lists and the members re- 
appointed by the Mayor. For the rest, Section 2 
provided more definitely than before that no work ' 
of art should in any way become City property without 
previous approval by the Commission; and a new 
Section 4 defined the term ‘‘work of art’’ to include 
much more than the old act included.? 


THe New Art Commission, 1898 to 1899 


The new Commission first met at the call of- the 
Mayor, September 18, 1898. Its members were Mr. 
Samuel D. Warren, from the Museum of Fine Arts, 
Mr. Arthur A. Carey, from the Public Library, Profes- 
sor Frank W. Chandler, from the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, Mr. Charles A. Cummings, 
from the Boston Art Club, and Mr. C. Howard Walker, 
from the Boston Society of Architects. Professor 
Chandler was first elected Chairman, but resigned 
at the second meeting, and was replaced by Mr. Samuel 
D. Warren. Mr. Arthur A. Carey was elected Sec- ' 
retary. After the third meeting, the Commission always 
met at the office of its Chairman, 220 Devonshire 
Street, Boston. The Commission promptly decided 


2 This act has since been amended just once: Chapter 87, Special Acts of 1919, amended 
Chapter 410 of the Acts of 1908 by authorizing the board, Section 2, to appoint a clerk 
outside of the civil service laws, and by giving the board custody and control of all works 
of art owned by the City. 
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that, while it had experts in some fields among its 
members, 1t was a judicial and executive board, and 
might therefore properly call in experts to advise it. 


BuDGET 


At one of its earliest meetings, December 12, 1898, 
the Chairman of the Commission submitted a report 
on appropriations, and the Commission authorized 
him to make application for two thousand dollars for 
‘the next year, itemized as follows:

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


The Commission dealt, October 12, 1898, with two 
projects originated by the old board, the Devens 
and the Rufus Choate statues. On the Devens statue, 
it received a report that $1,563 would shortly be 
due to John Evans & Co. for making and _ placing 
the pedestal and for erecting the statue; also a balance 
of $187 to the estate of the late Olin L. Warner, sculptor 
of the statue. As to the statue of Colonel Cass by Mr. 
Richard E. Brooks, it inspected four photographs 
of a full-sized model of the statue, and voted, November 
28, 1898, that the model be approved. 


New MONUMENTS 

In the first year of its existence, the new Commis- 
sion dealt with a bust and a fountain. Fora site in the 
Public Library the Commission approved, December 27, 
1898, a copy of the bust by Chantrey, of Sir Walter 
Scott. It approved, on December 12, 1898, the plan 
and sketches submitted by Mr. C. Howard Walker, for 
a Memorial Fountain in Peabody Square, Ashmont. 


Here ends our summary of the Art Commission’s 
early manuscript records. 
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MEMBERS OF THE BOARD 


Before 1909 no list of members of the Art Commission 
was printed. From 1909 through 1917, a list of members 
was printed at the end of each report. From 1918 
through 1936, the list was omitted. From 1937 to date, 
the membership of the Board has been regularly printed. 
We have included the membership of the old Board 
from 1890 through 1898 above. To complete the record, 
we now append, from the Commission’s minutes, the 
membership of the Board for the years 1899 through > 
1908; and from 1918 through 1935.

Dear Sir,— The Retirement Board consisting of 
Wilfred J. Doyle, Chairman, appointed by the Mayor, 
Henry F. Brennan, City Treasurer (ex officio), and 
J. George Herlihy, Assistant Business Manager of the 
School Committee, served until October 1, 1946, when 
by chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945, accepted by the 
Mayor and City Council, they were superseded by a 
new Board to consist of Wilfred J. Doyle, Chairman, 
appointed by the Mayor, and Charles J. Fox, City 
Auditor (ex officio), and a member to be elected by the 
membership of the new system. Automatically on 
October 1, 1946, the new Board assumed responsibility 
for both systems. 

Since the membership of the new system was not 
finally established until December 31, 1946, it was not 
possible to elect the third member and the Board 
functioned during the last three months of the year with- 
out the third member. 

The Boston Retirement System began operation on 
February 1, 1923, under the provisions of chapter 521 of 
the Acts of 1922 of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and was closed to new members October 1, 1946.

STATISTICAL DATA.

Dear Sir,— In compliance with the provisions of 
the Revised Ordinances, I submit the report of the City 
Clerk Department for the year ending December 31, 
1946. 


With regard to expenditures, income, papers filed or 
recorded, and other miscellaneous activities, the year 
just closed marks the busiest twelve-month period in 
the history of the City Clerk Department. The at- 
tached comparative table clearly indicates the extraor- 
dinary increase in the business of this department. 


In an effort to keep pace with the recording of thou- 
sands of veterans’ discharge papers, and the recording of 
the greatly increased number of chattel mortgages, the 
policy of overtime work performed by clerks in this 
office and other regularly employed civil service clerks 
was continued during the year. The cost of this over- 
time work amounted to more than $13,000. It is felt 
that the necessity for this type of work will cease in 
1947. 
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In 1944, the total income of this department was ap- 
proximately $24,000; in 1945, approximately $24,000; 
in 1946 it was $44,410.74. This substantial increase in 
income warrants the belief that this department may 
soon be in the self-supporting category. 

I feel it appropriate to publicly commend the em- 
ployees of this office whose willing and capable efforts 
since the termination of the war have enabled the de- 
partment to cope with the greatly increased demands 
made upon it.

DgEaR Sir,— The City Planning Board submits 
herewith, in accordance with the provisions of section 24, 
chapter 5, Revised Ordinances of 1925, its Thirty- 
Third Annual Report, containing a statement of its 
acts and doings and receipts and expenditures for the 
year ending December 31, 1946. 

The Board at its annual meeting on May 24, acting 
under the provisions of section 9, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1925, re-elected William Stanley 
Parker as chairman and Ernest A. Johnson as vice- 
chairman for the ensuing year. The Executive 
Director, Thomas E. McCormick, and the Secretary, 
Miss Mary T. Downey, were reappointed by the Board. 

One change has taken place in the membership of 
the Board during the past year. Daniel J. Donovan, 
vice-president of the International Longshoremen’s 
Association, was appointed a member of the Board for 
the term ending April 30, 1951, succeeding Ernest A. 
Johnson, whose term expired April 30, 1946. Mr. 
Donovan appeared before the City Clerk under date of 
May 31, 1946 and was duly sworn as such officer. . 

Miss Mary M. Fitzgerald having been reappointed 
for the term ending April 30, 1951, appeared before the 
City Clerk on June 3, 1946, and was duly sworn as a 
member of the Board. 
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The termination of Mr. Johnson’s membership 
severed a relationship which has been extremely valuable 
for the city and very pleasant for. his associates. The 
following resolution of appreciation was adopted by the 
Board at its meeting of September 13, 1946: 


“Voted, That the Members of the City Planning Board 
hereby express to Ernest A. Johnson their deep appreciation’ 
of the faithful and valuable service he has rendered to the 
City during the thirteen years of his service as a member 
and the six years as Vice-Chairman of the City Planning 
Board; their gratitude for the co-operative spirit which he 
has always shown and for the privilege of their long and 
friendly association with him in the work of the Board and 
they extend to him their warm regards and best wishes for 
the future.” | 


The Board at its meeting of September 13 unani- 
mously elected Thomas J. Turley as vice-chairman, 
succeeding Mr. Johnson. 

During the year fourteen formal meetings, eight 
special sessions and several informal meetings and 
conferences were held.

On December 9 work was started on the enlargement 
and rearrangement of the office quarters. Through the 
reallocation of department funds, which your Honor 
authorized, an adjoining room, formerly occupied by 
the Veterans’ Graves Registration Service, was made 
available to the Board, thus allowing a general recon- 
struction of the office quarters. By the removal and 
shifting of panels, badly needed drafting space was 
made available and the cramped clerical and library 
quarters were expanded. Though this temporarily

caused a great amount of inconvenience, it is expected 
that the construction work will be finished early in 
January when effective operation of the department can 
be resumed. 

As in previous reports, the various problems studied 
during the past year are presented herewith in as much 
detail as appears advisable for purposes of record. 
They have been, so far as possible, classified into groups 
under appropriate headings, while all of the blueprints, 
maps, plans, charts and photographs referred to are on 
file in the office of the Board, Room 43, City Hall, and 
are open for inspection. 


ADVISORY COMMITTEES. 


~ COMMUNITY REHABILITATION. 


The Committee on Community Rehabilitation, which 
has served as counsel to the Board since 1941 in its 
studies on redevelopment and rehabilitation became 
inactive with the publishing of the Board’s third and 
last report on Rehabilitation. The Board wishes to 
record its appreciation of the work of this group of 
leading citizens, representative of the principal civic 
organizations, whose advice was essential in the con- 
sideration of many detailed matters in the three reports. 


MARKET IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Committee on Market Improvements, consisting 
of five members of the Boston Fruit & Produce Exchange, 
was appointed in 1944 by the Exchange at the suggestion 
of the Board for the purpose of consulting with the 
Board regarding improvements in the Faneuil Hall 
Market. 

The committee cooperated in a preliminary study of 
market improvements which was suspended early in 
1945 because of traffic proposals affecting the market 
area. The committee did not meet this year because 
decisions on the traffic improvements are still pending 
in the Legislature. 


Union Moror Truck TERMINAL. 


Several representatives of the trucking interests 
answered invitations extended by the Board to attend 
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its meeting November 8 to consider a study for a motor 
truck terminal. This study was initiated upon receipt 
from your Honor of the City Council order requesting 
the preparation of legislation in regard to the location 
of a truck terminal in the City of Boston. 

Mr. William H. Day, Transportation Manager of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce, was invited to name a 
committee of seven as an Advisory Committee to assist 
the Board in the formation of a report and 
recommendation. 7

The committee held only one meeting this year on 
November 26 at the Board’s office when the procedure 
established by the Board in developing a program was 
reviewed and the development of a questionnaire was 
determined as the initial step in the study. 


REPORT ON REHABILITATION, VOLUME III. 


Under date of January 15, the Board presented to 
your Honor its third volume of a series of published 
reports on “Rehabilitation in Boston.” This report is 
a research study on the technical and financial problems 
involved in the rehabilitation of deteriorated areas in 
the city aimed at cooperative action between the city 
and private enterprise in housing construction. The 
specific project shown in this report is a typical sample 
of one of the problems involved in community rehabili- 
tation. 

As in Volume II the usual methods of analysis of a 
housing. development on the basis of cost and income to 
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the developing agency were broadened to include the 
financial impact upon the city and the social benefits 
to be derived by the tenants and the city as a whole. 

The first report, published in October, 1941, outlined 
the broad aspects of the problem of stopping the down- 
ward plunge in real estate values in the city. The second 
report, published in May, 1948, was an investigation of 
the elimination of blighted districts and their replace- 
ment with modern residential units. 

The third report is concerned with the rehabilitation 
of a residential area by means of the reconditioning of 
existing buildings and their surroundings. Though both 
studies involve the assembling of the land into one 
ownership and a single managing agency, the preceding 
study differed greatly in that the proposed project was 
to be almost wholly reconstructed. 

It should be carefully borne in mind that these studies 
are in the nature of a method of procedure and not a 
recommendation of a specific project to be carried out 
exactly as detailed. The conclusions as to costs must 
of course be modified when applied to future conditions, 
unknown when the study was prepared. The discussion 
of the interactions of the various elements of those costs 
is however, we believe, of practical value. 

In the light of all the local circumstances connected 
with the area, and as a result of a consideration of the 
area as a working part of the whole future city, the 
conclusion was reached that the Dwight-Hanson Street 
area would best be continued in its present use as a 
rooming house district, especially since it is proposed 
that the improved housing shall contain, as far as may 
be, the present population of the project area, or its 
equivalent in number and rent paying ability. 

The report reveals that if other available investment 
opportunities equally safe are more promising, as will 
presumably be the case without some help, rehabilita- 
tion by private capital will be accomplished only by 
greater financial encouragement, in one way or another, 
by city, state, or nation. Whether by tax reduction or 
more direct subsidy, on the one hand, or by greater 
safety of investment on the other, further assistance is 
needed. 
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OFF-STREET PARKING. 


LEGISLATION. 


In 1941 as a result of recommendations of the Off- 
Street Parking Committee of the Mayor’s Conference 
on Traffic, House Bill No. 1636, ‘““An Act to Authorize 
the Provision in the City of Boston of Public Off-Street 
Parking Facilities and the Operation and Regulation 
Thereof,’’ was submitted to the Legislature on petition 
of the Mayor. The Board assisted to a substantial 
extent in the presentation of this proposal both before 
the Legislature and before the constituent organiza- 
tions of the Mayor’s Conference on Traffic. 

Chapter 75 of the Resolves of 1941 created a Special 
Recess Commission to investigate traffic congestion in 
the vicinity of Boston and to consider, among others, 
House Document No. 1636 relative to off-street parking. 
The Board was represented at all hearings held by this 
commission and gave it every possible assistance. 

The work of the commission was continued with the 
establishment of the Postwar Highway Commission by 
chapter 46 of the Resolves of 1943 and again by chapter 
84 of the Resolves of 1945. 

In 1946, Representative Peter J. Jordan, a member of 
the previous commissions of 1941 and 19438, presented 
to the Legislature House Bill 212, which was identical 
to House Bill 16386 as submitted to the 1941 Legislature. 
The bill, extensively redrafted as House Bill 1851 and 
further amended in the form of House Bill 1970, was 
enacted into law as chapter 474, Acts of 1946. Inasmuch 
as the Board’s studies on off-street parking were predi- 
cated on the passage of an Off-Street Parking Law, its 
enactment was a source of considerable satisfaction. A 
copy of the law is contained in Appendix II. 


GARAGE UNDER COMMON. 


Chapter 294, Acts of 1946, authorized the City of 
Boston to lease space for an underground garage for the 
parking: of motor vehicles under Boston Common. 
Though the sentiment of the Board was not wholly 
against parking underneath the Common, it was gen- 
erally felt that there were four arguments unfavorable 
to it, v.e.: That a garage under the Common with en- 
trances on Charles street would place it in the midst of 
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an unoccupied area; that it would be over a thousand 
feet distant from the business district; that it would be 
in an area which is now the best served from the point 
of parking facilities, and that it would cause terrific 
congestion at peak hours on Charles street. At the end 
of the year in an effort to annul the legislation, two 
court actions seeking injunctions had been commenced. 


JOINT CONFERENCES. 


On July 9, a joint meeting was called by ite Board’ 
of Real Estate Commissioners to discuss with the 
Planning Board and the Traffic Commission the pro- 
visions of chapter 474, ‘‘An Act Authorizing the Es- 
tablishment of Off-Street Parking Facilities in Boston.’’ 
After discussion on procedure and policy the Real 
Estate Commissioners requested the Planning Board 
and the Traffic Commission to submit to them a map 
showing the areas in which the demand for parking 
facilities is most urgent and also recommendations on 
the maximum and minimum sizes of sites. 

On July 12, the Planning Board and Traffic Com- 
mission, acting jointly, complied with the request of the 
Real Estate Commission: It was recommended that the 
minimum size of lot should be from 10,000 to 15,000 
square feet and that the maximum number of car 
spaces to be ultimately provided for, when fully de- 
veloped, in any one site, should be not over 600. 


Orr—-STREET PARKING STUDY. 


During the year the Board continued its studies 
begun in November of 1945, on city-owned, off-street 
parking facilities. Several joint meetings were held 
between staff members of the Boston Traffic Commis- 
sion and the Planning Board at which basic factors, 
such as demand, rates, and cost, were discussed. The 
results of the study were made available to the Real 
Estate Commissioners through the Chairman of the 
Planning Board, who is ez officio a member of the Real 
Estate Commission. No formal report was made on - 
this study because of questions on land-taking policy 
but the study material is contained in this report as 
Appendix I. 
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HOUSING. 


LEGISLATION. 


Several important laws were adopted in the legisla- 
tive session of 1946 designed to set the framework for a 
program of veterans’ housing. These laws, established 
to cope with the present emergency conditions, have 
distinct bearing on the planning program and principles, 
particularly zoning. 

Chapter 592 provided that during the period of the 
housing emergency a Board of Appeals, appointed under 
the Zoning Law, may grant special variances under 
particular circumstances and conditions. 

This Act also created an Emergency Housing Com- 
mission consisting of four state department heads ex 
officio and one appointed by the Governor for the two- 
fold purpose of granting variances from local building 
and zoning regulations, the literal enforcement of which 
would cause serious hardship, and, acting as an over-all 
expediting agency, for the construction of housing in 
the Commonwealth. The commission exists during the 
period of housing emergency, which is defined as a 
period of two years from June 14, 1946, unless changed 
by the General Court. Miss Elisabeth M. Herlihy, a 
member of the Board, is a member of this commission 
in her capacity as Chairman of the State Planning 
Board. 

Chapter 372 authorized local communities to finance 
and operate both temporary and permanent housing for 
rent to veterans under supervision of the State Board 
of Housing. By taking advantage of this enabling 
legislation, the City of Boston, acting through the 
Boston Housing Authority, constructed 765 temporary 
dwelling units and authorized a $10,000,000 bond issue 
to erect permanent housing for veterans. 

Chapter 574 is an Act amending the housing authority 
law and relating the law to Federal legislation. In a 
section devoted to land assembly and redevelopment 
projects it 1s provided that the State Board of Housing 
shall not approve a project unless the Planning Board 
shall have found, among other things, that the rede- » 
velopment project is based upon a local survey and 
ras to a comprehensive plan for the locality as a 
whole 
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UNDEVELOPED LAND. 


The Board was glad to assist both the State Planning 
Board and the Greater Boston Development Com- 
mittee in their preparation of reports on undeveloped 
areas suitable for residential development in the Greater 
Boston area by contributing information on corporate 
Boston. . 

The staff prepared three maps showing vacant land 
conditions in tracts of five acres or larger. One showed 
land immediately available for residential use and 
whether zoned for single, two-family or multi-family 
use. One showed all vacant land signifying whether it 
was well drained and not excessively rocky, lowland 
(swamp or marsh), predominantly rocky, steeply slop- 
ing or city tax foreclosed. A third map indicated the 
utilization of land zoned for industry. An examination 
of the land use map revealed that there were about 
thirteen thousand five hundred vacant subdivided lots 
of all types in the city. 

The statistical result of the first map is shown in the 
following table:

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RECREATION. 


GENERAL PLAYGROUND STUDIES. 


During the year the Board finished its studies of 
existing playground and schoolyard adequacies. These 
studies were conducted on a health and welfare district 
basis and are confined to an analysis of area require- 
ments only, as groundwork for the playground element 
of the recreation phase of the master plan. The de- 
velopment of standards for space requirements was 
covered in the 1945 Annual Report. The standards 
were selected as minimum requirements which it is 
thought are practicable and within the ability of the 
city to provide. 

It is the belief of the Board that the preparation of a 
sound program for the comprehensive development of 
recreational facilities for the entire city is of major 
importance. The Board also believes that the creation 
of open space or playgrounds in depreciated areas is a 
vital requisite as the city’s contribution in encouraging 
the rebuilding of these areas. 


CHARLESTOWN StTupy. 


Following is a brief, general statement, a table, and 
a map showing the study that has been made on recrea- 
tion conditions in Charlestown, illustrative of the 
studies developed in other districts. 

The United States Census of 1940 indicates that there 
were in that year 4,625 children between the ages of 
6 and 15, inclusive, resident in the Charlestown district. 
Of these, 60 per cent, or 2,775, are ‘‘Juniors,”’ 6 to 11 
years, and 40 per cent, or 1,850, are ‘‘Seniors,’”’ 12 to 
15 years. There are in Charlestown 24.30 acres of 
public space devoted to playground use. These public 
spaces are so situated as to serve effectively only 1,620 
junior children and 1,294 senior children, leaving 1,155 
juniors and 556 seniors unserved, a condition which is 
presented graphically on the map of ‘‘ Existing Outdoor 
Recreation for the Charlestown District.’? Therefore, a 
situation in the district is indicated wherein 37 per cent 
of the children are not served. 

To provide complete service, a theoretical minimum 
of 3.5 additional acres, properly located, is required. 
In using the table it should be borne in mind that only

children’s play areas are here being considered. 
areas like the John J. Ryan, Jr. Playground at Sullivan 
square are recognized as playfields for the use of older 
children and adults and will be considered in a play- 


field analysis.

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East Boston RECREATION—PLAYFIELDS. 


Recommendations of the State Planning Board in a 
special report to the General Court, printed as House 
Document No. 1604, were adopted as chapter 516, 
Acts of 1946. This Act appropriated $1,300,000 from 
the Logan Airport Improvement Loan and authorized 
the State Department of Public Works to construct a 
recreation area on airport property near Porter street 
in East Boston to replace existing facilities at World 
War Memorial Park which will be absorbed in the 
building of the airport. 

Representatives of the Board took an active part 
with state and city officials in conferences arranged by 
the State Planning Board to discuss and lend assistance 
in working out recommendations for their report. Board 
representatives also attended a conference at your 
Honor’s office during the year at which considerations 
for changes were discussed. At the end of the year 
construction had been held in abeyance pending an 
official agreement between the state and city to exchange 
such lands. 


STREETS AND TRANSPORTATION. 

It is gratifying to report that the following legislative 
bills pertaining to highways, and supported by the 
City Planning Board, were enacted at the 1946 legislative 
session: 


[CHAPTER 562.]| Mystic River BrIpGE. 

Authorized the creation of a non-tax supported Authority 
to plan, construct and operate a new high level fixed span 
toll bridge from Charlestown to Chelsea, replacing the 
present obsolete structure. The estimate of the cost of 
new bridge and approaches is $20,000,000. Fixed charges 
and operating expenses will be met entirely by tolls. Pro- 
jected traffic volume figures indicate the probability of a 
10-cent toll. 


[CHAPTER 567.]| SuMNER TUNNEL TWIN TUBE. 
Appropriated $250,000 toward the preparation by the 
Boston Transit Commission of plans for a second vehicular 
tube paralleling the existing Sumner Tunnel. Tunnel con— 
struction will be a matter for determination by the 1947 
General Court. 
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[CHAPTER 91, Resoives.]| CENTRAL ARTERY. 
Continued the Postwar Highway Commission with the 
specification that it may direct the expenditure of moneys 
from the Highway Fund for the preparation of preliminary 
engineering plans for the Central Traffic Artery through 
downtown Boston. 


[CHAPTER 572 oF THE Acts oF 1946.] EMBANKMENT 
Roap EXTENSION. 

Authorized the preparation of plans for the extension of 
Embankment road westward to Soldiers Field road. The 
Board did not actively support this legislation though the 
action is in accord with the recommendation in the Board’s 
Master Thoroughfare Plan, as developed by Robert Whitten 
in 1930. The feeling of the Board is that though Embank- 
ment Road extension is a part of the traffic highway pattern 
it is a route that should be considered subsequent to definite 
authorization for the construction of the Sumner Tunnel 
twin tube and the Central Artery. 


In accordance with your Honor’s instructions, a pre- 
liminary estimate of the cost of extending Kmbank- 
ment road to Soldiers Field road, was submitted under 
date of February 18. The proposed highway at grade 
level and of limited access type with costly interchanges 
at Arlington street and Charlesgate would entail an 
expenditure in excess of $4,000,000. It was estimated 
that the filling in of the basin, replacing the reservation 
taken for highway purposes, would require a further 
expenditure of one and one-half million. 


WESTERN APPROACH. 


The Board has during the past year made some pre- - 
liminary plans with a view to solving the city’s lack of 
an arterial highway entrance from the West. At present 
the Worcester Turnpike ends in Brookline. The Brook- 
line Planning Board has made plans which would con- 
tinue the turnpike as a state highway through Brookline 
Village to Huntington and Brookline avenues. The 
Board is of the opinion that a new route south of Hunt- 
ington avenue should be developed to divert traffic 
from Brookline avenue and the overburdened Hunting- 
ton avenue. The studies to date have been confined to 
designing a suitable link from the overpass at Hunting- 
ton avenue to the recently improved and not heavily 
used Columbus avenue. At the year’s end this project 
was still in the study stage. 


~ 
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Rapip TRANSIT EXTENSION. 
[CHAPTER 494.] East Boston Rapip TRANSIT 
EXTENSION. 

The Board supported this legislation, introduced by 
the State Planning Board. The Act amended chapter 
692, Acts of 1945, also introduced by the State Planning 
Board, and authorized the city to issue bonds to the 
amount of $8,500,000 for plans and construction of the 
Boston Elevated extension from Maverick square to 
Orient Heights in Kast Boston. Besides being a logical 
extension of the rapid transit service it will provide 
improved service to the Logan International Airport. 


REMOVAL OF ELEVATED. 


The Board supported legislation that resulted in 
chapter 54, Resolves of 1946, increasing the scope of the 
investigation and study to be made by the Special 
Commission on Rapid Transit so as to include a study 
of the possibility of removing the elevated railway 
structures between Everett and Forest Hills. It is 
expected that the report will be issued in a few months. 


ZONING. 


REZONING STUDY. 


Early in the year a joint meeting of subcommittees of 
the Planning Board and Board of Zoning Adjustment 
was held to consider the desirability of seeking a special 
appropriation for a rezoning study. The committee is 
of the opinion that there is definite need for a thorough 
survey and analysis of the Zoning Map. The zone 
boundaries were established 22 years ago and since that 
time 290 petitions for changes in boundary lines have 
been submitted to the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 
In addition there have been 2,675 petitions for variances 
or modifications of the Zoning Law submitted to the 
Board of Appeal. 

During the past several years requests for an appr o- 
priation have been made but failed to receive favorable: 
action. The joint committee reported that the pos- 
sibility of securing an additional appropriation was not 
favorable at this time and recommended that the re- 
zoning study be deferred to the following year. 


we 
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Orr-STREET LOADING. 


At the close of the year the Board requested permis- 
sion to use some of its funds for the purpose of employing 
consultant assistance on a study for proposed legislation 
to amend the Zoning Law, particularly with reference to 
the requirements of provisions for off-street loading and 
parking in new buildings. It was the recommendation 
of your Honor that this consultant work be deferred 
until next year’s budget. The Board has accordingly 
assembled necessary data and expects to draw up a 
tentative off-street loading amendment in the ensuing 
year. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Maps AND MATERIAL. 


The staff has finished the task of replacing the 500 
scale district base maps, which have become worn out 
after 20 years of use. The new maps are at a scale of 
400 feet to the inch and embrace the 15 health and 
welfare areas instead of the 9 geographic districts. 

Maps prepared by the Board are in great demand by 
city departments and private agencies. These have 
been made available to the public at the cost of repro- 
duction, which has made possible an important service 
by the Board to the taxpayers. 

During its 33 years of existence the Board has de- 
veloped an excellent library of planning information, 
containing approximately 1,000 volumes and innumer- 
able pamphlets. 


MASSACHUSETTS FEDERATION OF PLANNING BOARDS. 


At the annual meeting of the Massachusetts Federa- 

tion of Planning Boards held in Worcester on November 
2, 1946, the Board was again honored in having its 
Chairman, Mr. Wilham Stanley Parker, re-elected 
Chairman of the Federation. 
_ The Board, since the inception of the Federation in 
1915, has had close ties with this organization whose 
chief activity is the promotion of city and town planning 
in Massachusetts and the sponsoring of legislation in 
furtherance of these aims. 
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PLANNING CONFERENCES. 


Planning, Housing, and Zoning Conferences were 
held at

Srupy oF Orr—STREET PARKING IN DowNtTOWN Boston. 


June, 1946. 


INTRODUCTION. 


In 1941 the City Planning Board, in conjunction 
with the program of the Mayor’s Conference on Traffic, 
made some preliminary studies on the subject of off- 
street parking, with particular attention being given to 
the economic aspects and the selection of parking sites. 
The outbreak of war interrupted this study until 
November, 1945, when, following an announcement that 
two new office buildings were to be erected on vacant 
sites then providing parking spaces for nearly 1,000 cars 
and owing also to the postwar increase in traffic, the 
study was resumed and broadened. This report is 
presented as a summary of the work accomplished up to 
the present time. 

In the main, the detailed studies were completed prior 
to the enactment by the Legislature of chapter 474 of 
the Acts of 1946 which authorizes the City of Boston 
to create public off-street parking facilities. The 
assembling of the details into the form of this report, 
however, followed passage of the Act and, therefore, was 
accomplished with benefit of knowledge of the pro- 
visions of the Act and in conformity therewith. 


PURPOSE OF THE STUDY. 


The stability of the value of downtown Boston 
property will, in the long run, be dependent more on 
its accessibility than on any other single factor, just 
as is true of any property devoted to business use. 
In an automotive age this requires the creation of 
adequate highways for the movement of vehicles into 
and out of the business district and the providing of 
space for the storage of these vehicles while passengers 
are transacting their business. Such storage spaces 
must be off the streets if the latter are to fulfill their 
first function of affording channels for moving traffic. 
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A recent effort to stimulate action in the creation of 
off-street parking spaces was chapter 474 of the 1946 
Acts of the Massachusetts Legislature. This law 
authorizes the City of Boston to appropriate, through 
the medium of bond issues, up to $5,000,000 for the 
acquisition and development of parking space. All 
necessary powers for selection and development of 
these spaces are vested in the Board of Real Estate 
Commissioners, provided only that the sites chosen 
must be approved by the Planning Board and Traffic 
Commission as being ‘“‘in such locations 
(as) require public off-street parking facilities.” 
Although the powers of the Planning Board in the 
matter. are plainly limited, a general study of the 
subject appears desirable because 


1. The Board must be in a position to carry out intelli- 
gently its prerogatives under chapter 474. 

2. The planning of parking sites is an element in general 
land-use planning for the downtown area; and 

3. Such planning forms an integral part of the general 
transportation scheme for the downtown area. 


Sites for off-street parking, moreover, should be 
selected not alone because they are “‘in locations 
(which) require public . .. . parking facilities’ but 
also on the basis of accessibility and economic consider- 
ations. Proper evaluations of sites, then, call for a 
varied and detailed knowledge of these basic factors. 
This knowledge, in turn, can be brought to light only 
by a thorough study of the problem. The Planning 
Board, by making such a study and a subsequent 
report, can thus render a valuable service to the govern- 
ment and citizens of Boston and at the same time carry 
out its time-honored directive to ‘‘make careful studies 
of the resources, possibilities and needs of the city 

and plans for (its) development.”’ 


DETERMINATION OF PARKING DEMAND. 


As already stated, parking sites should be selected 
on the basis of relationship to parking demand, accessi- 
bility, and economics. Of these three factors the first 
is probably most important; certainly there is little 
use in developing a parking area for which there is no 
immediate and great demand, whatever other merits 
might be claimed for it. At first glance it might appear 
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that such a demand exists all over downtown Boston, 
for there is the evidence of vehicles parked legally or 
illegally in virtually every street, hampering the free 
movement of traffic. An intelligent solution to the 
problem requires, however, a quantitative analysis of 
this widespread demand, the manner in which it is 
distributed, and the extent to which it is satisfied by 
existing facilities. Only thus can it be learned where 
are the ‘‘locations . . . (which) require public 
off-street parking facilities.” 

No very definite information on the size or distribu- 
tion of parking demand is available, nor can it be 
obtained with assurance of accurancy short of an 
expensive and time-consuming survey. The best 
available information appears to be the estimates made 
by the engineers of the Boston Traffic Commission who, 
by virtue of their long and intimate association with 
the problem, are well qualified to make such estimates. 
After first defining ‘‘downtown Boston’’ as the area 
stretching north and east to the water front from 
Arlington, Castle, Way and Motte streets, they have 
grouped together into ‘‘districts’? the blocks which, 
because of the character or use of buildings, have like 
characteristics, e. g., ‘‘Retail Stores District,’’ ‘“Market 
District,” ‘‘ Electrical, Hardware, and Wool District,” 
etc. An estimate of the parking demand generated 
within each of these districts has been made. These 
figures are not the result of mere arbitrary guesswork 
but are based on a knowledge of the volume of parking 
now being done in and off the streets, together with an 
estimate of potential additional demand, the result of 
conversations with merchants, real estate operators, 
and other downtown businessmen. In 1927, Dr. Miller 
McClintock, director of the Mayor’s Street Traffic 
Advisory Board, divided the ‘‘Central Business Dis- 
trict’? into very similar minor districts and made an 
actual count of vehicles parked in some of them. © His 
figures, correlated to the anticipated increase in traffic 
entering downtown Boston, serve as a rough check on 
the traffic engineers’ estimates and reveal-them to be 
conservative. , | 

If the minor districts already referred to are carefully 
drawn to include blocks with reasonably similar char-. 
acteristics the total demand for each district may be 
uniformly distributed in proportion to the block areas, 
without fear of distortion of the over-all picture. For

example, if a block comprises 10 per cent of the total 
area of a district, not including streets, then 10 per cent 
of the district demand may be assigned to that block. 
On such a basis a spot map has been prepared showing 
the distribution of demand at two-car spaces to the spot. 


This demand for off-street parking spaces is satisfied 
to some extent by existing lots and garages and it is 
necessary to measure their effectiveness. Accordingly 
these present facilities have been plotted on the map 
(Fig. 1) and their capacities noted. Each such lot or 
garage may be regarded as serving patrons having a 
destination within a generally agreed upon radius of 
800 feet, which in a rectangular street system would 
be the equivalent of 1,180 feet of maximum walking 
distance, certainly a practical limit from the standpoint 
of convenience. On the demand spot map a circle of 
800 feet radius has been described about each lot or 
garage as a center. The total demand included within 
each such circle has been summed up and the ratio of 
garage or lot capacity to demand has been calculated 
as a percentage. Applying this percentage to the 
demand in each block affected gives the extent to 
which the block demand is satisfied by that particular 
lot or garage. To illustrate, assume that there is 
included a demand for 1,000 car-spaces within 800 feet 
radius of garage ‘‘A’’ which has a capacity of 100 
spaces. The garage is thus capable of satisfying 10 
per cent of the potential demand upon it. If block 
“X,”’ less than 800 feet away, has a demand for 100 
spaces then the garage may be regarded as serving 
just 10 patrons doing business in that block. In 
general, each block is, of course, served by more than 
one lot or garage and the total of such services is readily 
computed. The final result is a map (Fig. 2) which 
shows block by block the satisfied demand by green 
spots and the unsatisfied demand by black spots, at 
two car-spaces to the spot. 


Based partly on facts, partly on assumptions whose 
validity cannot be readily determined, this parking 
demand may nevertheless be regarded as a useful tool, 
presenting, on the whole, a reliable picture, lending 
itself to sound general conclusions. More specifically 
the map can be used to: 


1. Serve as a guide in the selection of parking sites by 
showing where the need is most urgent; and 
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2. Asa corollary, serve as a basis for weighing the value 
of a particular site in solving the parking problem; 

3. Determine the effect of discontinuance of existing 
parking lots, most of which should be regarded as temporary; 


and 
4. Serve as a guide in computing desirable capacities for 


proposed parking facilities.

No claim is made that this map presents a complete 
analysis of parking demand. It does not, for example, 
show the total number of parking patrons, nor does it 
indicate duration of time parked or rate of turnover. 
To repeat, used within its proper sphere as circum- 
scribed by the limits of accuracy of the facts and assump- 
tions employed in its development, it is a useful tool 
capable of lending itself to sound conclusions. 

A statistical summary for the downtown area is 
presented as Table I. It is seen that those portions of 
the Park Square and North Station districts which are 
included on the map are sufficiently supplied with off- 
street parking, whereas only 15 per cent of the demand 
generated within the Retail Stores District can be 
satisfied. A 51.6 per cent deficiency for the downtown 
area as a whole is indicated, representing a need for 
about 7,200 additional spaces, strategically located.

CITY PLANNING BOARD 
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DETERMINATION OF ACCESSIBILITY. 


It is obvious, that to be most useful, parking facilities 
should be in locations easily accessible to motorists 
from whatever direction they may enter the downtown 
area. This, to be sure, is an ideal and must be modified 
in keeping with the limitations imposed by Boston’s . 
out-moded street system. Garages, nevertheless, should 
not be in locations which are accessible only through 
narrow and congested streets. Conversely, where pos- 
sible, they should not be placed where they will impose 
an unbearable traffic load upon streets otherwise ade- 
quate. In short, the over-all scheme for parking 
facilities should be correlated with and not conflict with 
the general transportation plan for the central business 
district. 

The Whitten Thoroughfare Plan of 1930 remains, to 
date, the most complete plan for motor transportation 
in Boston and comprises a system of existing and pro- 
posed main thoroughfares emanating from the downtown 
area and linked together by a great central artery and 
secondary connecting streets. Typical of these second- 
ary streets are Cambridge street, Charles street, Knee- 
land and Stuart streets, Congress street, etc., and they 
comprise the network affording the most direct access 
to the various parts of the business district. Wherever 
possible, therefore, parking facilities should be located 
where direct or easy access is possible from at least one 
of these important streets, or, preferably, from two of 
them. 

This network of principal and secondary routes has 
been mapped as part of Whitten’s report and is indicated 
on the map of parking demand. (Fig. 2.) The acces- 
sibility of any particular site for parking purposes may 
be determined easily by evaluating its position against 
the background of this thoroughfare map. 


THE ECONOMICS OF OFF-STREET PARKING. 


Economics cannot be ignored in the selection of off- 
street parking sites. For it is clear that while facilities 
should not be located on cheap sites just because they 
are cheap the city should strive wherever possible to 
acquire accessible locations, properly related to demand, 
which are at the same time cheap enough to make the 
facilities as near self-sustaining as conditions will permit. . 
Our objectives should be to keep subsidies, in whatever 
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form, at a minimum, in order that no additional financial 
strain be placed on the city, to avoid elimination of 
valuable properties from the tax lists, and to make the 
persons to whom the benefits are most direct pay the 
actual costs as far as is possible. 

As far as the Planning Board is concerned, the im- 
mediate and principal objective of an economic study 
is to discover to what extent the economic factor governs 
the selection of sites. More precisely, we seek an answer 
to the question: What is the most which the city can 
‘reasonably afford to pay for a parking location? Be- 
yond the selection of sites the economic aspect is inter- 
esting because the city, expressly forbidden under 
chapter 474 to ‘‘operate any parking facility estab- 
lished . . . under this Act,’’ should, therefore, 
know what constitutes a reasonable bid for the lease 
which it grants to a private operator and also what 
parking rates to specify as a condition of the lease. 

A prerequisite to the study of the economic factor is a 
determination of what shall be the city’s financial 
objective in carrying out the provisions of chapter 474. 
The necessary funds are to be raised through bonds 
and the facilities created are to be leased to the highest 
responsible competitive bidder for operation. Should 
the rentals be sufficient to meet all of the city’s obliga- 
tions which are incidental to the making of the facility 
rented? Should the city expect to make good any 
deficits by a subsidy? If so, in what manner and to 
what extent? The answers to these and similar ques- 
tions constitute a matter of general policy not men- 
tioned in chapter 474 and with which the Planning Board 
is not, perhaps, intimately concerned. Again, however, 
the selection of sites is bound up in the economics of off- 
street parking and to proceed with our study it becomes 
necessary to make some assumptions as regard the 
city’s financial policy. 

In general, our understanding of the economic phase 
will be a result of weighing the costs of acquisition, 
development and operation against the anticipated 
revenue. The former comprise costs to the city and 
costs, including profit, to the operator; the latter will 
be influenced by several factors, as our study will reveal. 
It is in the matter of calculation of costs to the city that 
our assumptions as to the city’s financial policy must be 
-brought to bear. Since the city’s costs comprise several 
elements a number of different combinations are pos- 
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sible. Outlined below are five different plans for meet- 
ing the financial obligations which the city will incur in 
creating, under chapter 474, a public parking facility: 


Plan ta. Rental revenue will cover interest charges on 
whole of the city’s investment in the project, will amortize 
construction cost of garage over a 40-year* period, and will 
cover costs of maintenance and upkeep borne by the city. 

Plan 1b. Same as Plan 1a, except that amortization of 
construction cost of garage is considered as taking place over 
a 20-year} period. 

Plan 2. Same as Plan ia, but including also sufficient 
revenue to amortize site acquisition costs over a 20-year 
period. 

Plan 3. Same as Plan 1a, but including also an annual 
reimbursement to the city equivalent to the tax yield from 
the site prior to acquisition, at the rate of $42 per $1,000 of 
valuation. 

Plan 4. Same as Plan Ja, but including also sufficient 
revenue to amortize site acquisition costs over a 20-year 
period and an annual reimbursement to the city equivalent 
to the tax yield from the site prior to acquisition, at the 
rate of $42 per $1,000 of valuation. 


It should be clear that all plans except No. 4 require 

a subsidy or an investment of-money by the city out of 
da funds. 

The costs to the city according to each of these plans 
and for sites of various values can be computed and 
these costs, when added to the operator’s costs and 
profit, and based on a single car space for a single day, 
will give the minimum revenue which each such car 
space must return each day. It follows that a graph 
can be plotted showing the minimum daily revenue from 
each car space required to meet the costs imposed by sites 
of various values, and according to each of the five financial 
plans outlined. Such a graph is of inestimable value, 
for with it the economic feasibility of any particular 
site can be readily determined if one will hazard a guess 
as to the parking fees which the traffic will bear at that 
location. It would also serve as a guide for the Board 
of Real Estate Commissioners in setting maximum 
parking rates as terms of the lease, a power which is— 
theirs under chapter 474. 

The following are basic elements in computing costs 
to the city and lessee, including profit:

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1. For garages an average of 240 square feet of floor 
space is required per car parked, for open lots 150 square 
feet. These figures include ramps, aisles, columns, and 
areas devoted to accessory uses. For a 4-level garage this 1s 
equivalent to GO square feet of site area per car. 

2. The business year includes only 270* full business 
days. Whatever the daily revenue per car space is taken to be, 
it 1s expected that it will be returned for 270 days of the year. 

3. For garages an attendant will be required for every 
30 spaces, for open lots an attendant for every 40 spaces. 
Wage rate for attendants is $6 per day. Garages, moreover, 
will require a manager at $2,500 per year and a sweeper at 
$6 per day. 

4. Interest on the city’s parking bonds is at 13 per cent 
per annum. 

5. The cost of construction of a 4-level garage is taken 
as $2 per square foot of floor space, or $480 per car space. 
To this is added $20 (roughly 4 per cent) for site clearance, 
2.e., demolition of old buildings. The total cost per car 
space is, then, $500. 

6. Full depreciation of the garage is anticipated in 40 
years from the time of building. 

7. A garage with a capacity of 400-600 cars will require 
a minimum upkeep cost by the city of $1,000 yearly, say 
an average of $2 per car space. 

8. Heat, light, and telephone costs are approximately 
$1 per car space annually. Overhead and incidental expenses 
are 10 per cent of operating costs at the garage. 

9. Lessee’s profit amounts to 10 per cent of the gross 
receipts at the garage or lot. 


Without going through an explanation of how these 
elements are assembled, the conclusions are presented 
graphically as Figure 3 (for 4-level garages) and Figure 4 
(for open lot parking). Computations are shown at the 
end of this report. 


If the goal of the city is (and it should be) cheap 
parking then it is probable that for most locations a 
daily revenue in excess of 50 cents from each parking 
space should not be anticipated. From Fig. 3 it is 
apparent that at 50 cents per day not more than $33 
per square foot should be paid for garage sites under 
Plan 1a; $19 under Plan 1b; $8 under Plan 2; $9 under 
Plan 3; $5 under Plan 4.

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- Selection of Parking Sites. 


A map showing assessed valuations (land and build- 
ings, per square foot, 1945) for each and every parcel 
of property in the downtown area has been prepared. 
On this map the locations of low value are at once 
apparent and selecting parking sites is merely a matter 
of finding a combination of parcels comprising from 
24,000 to 36,000 square feet (sufficient for 400-600 car 
garage, the ideal size according to the engineers of the 
Traffic Commission), low enough in value to be eco- 
nomically feasible (as determined by the graphs) under 
whatever financial plan is selected and at whatever fees 
are thought justifiable at that location. Such sites 
may then be evaluated in relation to parking demand 
by use of the demand spot map, and in relation to 
accessibility by use of the map of the major street 
system for the Central district. In accordance with 
this procedure sites have been selected and are recom- 
mended, including among others, the following, shown 
compared in Table II: 








Table II. 
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The estimated demand within the effective radius of 
all 3 of these sites greatly exceeds the estimated 
capacities of 4-level garages, should they be erected at 
these locations. Such garages would. afford cheap 
parking if the sites can be purchased at or near the 
assessed valuation and if the city is willing to write off. 
the purchase price and annual loss of taxes. 
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The actual design of facilities to fit each location is, 
of course, an architectural problem. A _ perspective 
showing how the interior of a large block might be 
effectively used is shown in Figure 8, however. This 
scheme takes advantage of low values at the core, 
while preserving for business use the high values on the 
exterior of the block. 


COMPUTATIONS FOR PLOTTING GRAPHS. 


Basic DaTA AND ASSUMPTIONS. 


For open-deck garages with 4 levels, 60 square feet of ground 
area are required for each car space; for parking lots 150 
square feet are required. 

Interest is at the rate of 14 per cent per annum. 

Construction cost for open-deck garages is $500 per car space. 

Annual cost of upkeep and maintenance is $2 per car space. 

Annual cost of operation is $69.50 per car space for open- 
deck garages; $47.50 for parking lots. These costs are based 
on the following: 


One attendant at $6 per day for each 30 spaces in a garage. 
One attendant at $6 per day for each 40 spaces in a lot. 
Annual heat, light, and telephone costs are $1 per car space. 
Annual overhead is 10 per cent of operating costs at the site. 
Garages have a manager at $2,500 annually, and a sweeper 
at $6 per day.

Calendar year includes 270 full working days.

An ACT TO AUTHORIZE PUBLIC OFF-STREET PARKING FACILI- 
TIES IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The city of Boston, hereinafter called the 
city, acting by the board of real estate commissioners of the 
city, hereinafter called the board, shall forthwith proceed 
with the establishment of such public off-street parking 
facilities in the city as the board may deem necessary to in-. 
sure in the public interest the free circulation of traffic in and 
through the city. The board shall have, and, subject to the 
approval of the mayor, shall exercise in the name and on 
behalf of the city, all powers necessary and convenient to 
the accomplishment of the purposes of this act, except the 
power to operate any parking facility established or acquired 
under this act. Such powers shall include: — 

(a) The power to acquire by eminent domain under chap- 
ter seventy-nine or chapter eighty A of the General Laws 
or by purchase, gift, devise or otherwise, but not by lease, 
and to hold, property, real or personal, or any interest therein 
except a leasehold estate, in such locations in the city as the 
board, with the approval of the planning board and the traffic 
commission of the city, shall have determined require public 
off-street parking facilities; provided, that the board shall 
have no power to acquire, except by gift or devise, any property 
privately held and operated as a garage, which term shall not 
be construed to include a parking space; and provided, further, 
that no purchase and no award, settlement or agreement for 
judgment in eminent domain proceedings hereunder shall be 
made by the city or in its behalf, unless the terms of the pro- 
posed purchase, award, settlement or agreement, together 
with all pertinent facts, shall first have been submitted to the 
Boston Finance Commission not less than ten days before such 
purchase, award, settlement or agreement; 

(b) The power to use for the purposes of this act any prop- 
erty now or hereafter within the custody, management and 
control of the board by virtue of chapter four hundred and 
thirty-four of the acts of nineteen hundred and forty-three 
which the board, with the approval of the planning board and 
the traffic commission of the city, shall have determined should 
be devoted to the purposes of this act; 

(c) The power to clear, grade, surface and resurface any 
property acquired or used for the purposes of this act, and 
to construct and maintain thereon such structures and facilities 
for parking as the board shall determine; 
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(d) The power to cut curbs and to issue all permits neces- 
sary to the conduct of a parking facility on any property 
acquired or used for the purposes of this act; 


(e) The power to lease to any person any property acquired 
or used for the purposes of this act, to be used by the lessee 
for the parking of motor vehicles but for no other purpose, for 
such period, not exceeding three years, and upon such terms 
as the board shall determine, provided, however, that any 
lease may contain schedules of maximum rates to be charged 
by the lessee for the use by the public of the property thereby 
demised, and also regulations with respect to the use, operation 
and occupancy of such property; and provided, further, that 
no lease shall be modified or cancelled, but nothing herein 
shall be construed to prevent the termination of any lease by 
_the lessor, in accordance with its provisions, for the breach of 
“any covenant or condition thereof ; 

(f) The power to sell at pnbLG auction, to the highest 
bidder, any property, real or personal, acquired or used for 
the purposes of this act, whether or not improved, which the 
board, with the approval of the planning board and the traffic 
commission, shall have determined to be no longer required for 
such purposes. Any amounts received from sales under this 
paragraph shall be credited to the Parking Facilities Fund 
established in section four. 

SecTIon 2. As soon as is reasonably possible after any land 
has been acquired or devoted to the purposes of this act, pur- 
suant to clauses (a) and (b) of section one, the board shall 
prepare the same for use as a parking facility pursuant to the 
powers contained in section one. 

No contract for construction or work of any kind in con- 
nection with any parking facility, the estimated cost of which 
amounts to one thousand dollars or more, shall be awarded 
by the board under this act unless proposals for the same 
shall have been invited by advertisements in at least one daily 
newspaper published in the city, once a week for at least two 
consecutive weeks, the last publication to be at least seven days 
before the time specified for the opening of said proposals, and 
then only to the lowest responsible bidder as determined by the 
board. Such advertisements shall state the time and place 
where plans and specifications of proposed construction or 
work may be had and the time and place for opening the pro- 
posals in answer to said advertisements, and shall reserve to 
the board the right to reject all proposals. All such proposals 
shall be opened in public. No bill or contract shall be split 
or divided for the. purpose of evading any provision of this 
section. All contracts made by the board hereunder where 
the amount involved is one thousand dollars or more shall be in 
writing. Any contract made as aforesaid may be required to 
be accompanied by a bond with sureties satisfactory to the 
board, or by a deposit of money, certified check or other security 
for the faithful performance thereof, and such bonds or other 
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securities shall be deposited with the city treasurer until the 
contract has been carried out in all respects; and no such 
contract shall -be altered except by written agreement of the 
contractor, the sureties on his bond and the board. Any 
amounts received as a result of the failure of faithful perform- 
ance required in any contract hereunder shall be credited to 
the Parking Facilities Fund established in section four. 


Section 3. The board shall, as soon as each parking facility - 
is completed for use under this act, proceed tio lease the same 
and shall invite proposals for the operation thereof, by adver- 
tisements in at least one daily newspaper published in the 
city, once a week for at least two consecutive weeks, the last 
publication to be at least seven days before the time specified 
for the opening of said proposals. Such advertisements shall 
state the time and place where the form of lease may be had 
and the time and place for opening the proposals in answer to 
said advertisements, and shall reserve to the board the right 
to reject all proposals. All such proposals shall be opened in 
public. No lease shall be made except to the highest respon- 
sible bidder as determined by the board. Every lease shall 
be accompanied by a bond with sureties satisfactory to the 
board, or by a deposit of money, certified check or other secur- 
ity for the faithful performance thereof, and such bond or other 
security shall be deposited with the city treasurer until the 
lease has been carried out in all respects. All amounts received 
from leases under this act or as a result of the failure of faithful 
performance required in any such lease shall be credited as 
general funds of the city and may be appropriated for any 
municipal purposes. No person shall be assessed any tax 
upon any real estate or buildings of which he is the lessee 
hereunder, any provision of general or special law to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


Section 4. There shall be set up on the books of the city 
a special account known as the Parking Facilities Fund. Into 
this account shall be paid the proceeds from sales as provided 
by paragraph (f) of section one and amounts received as a 
result of the failure of faithful performance required in any 
contract as provided in section two. The board may expend 
from the fund without appropriation for the purposes of this 
act; provided, that if the amount in the fund at any time 
exceeds the total amount of indebtedness incurred under this 
act and then outstanding, together with interest thereon, so 
much of the excess as the board, with the approval of the plan- 
ning board and the traffic commission, shall determine is no 
longer required for the purposes of this act, may be used for 
general municipal purposes. 

Section 5. For the purposes of this act, the city may from 
time to time incur debt and issue bonds or notes to an amount 
not exceeding, in the aggregate, five million dollars. Debt — 
may be incurred under this act only upon authorization by a 
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two thirds vote of the city council, approved by the mayor in 
accordance with the city charter. The city treasurer when 
so authorized may borrow money and issue and sell at public 
or private sale serial bonds or notes, registered or with interest 
coupons attached, as the treasurer may deem best. Such 
bonds or notes shall bear on their face the words, City of 
Boston Parking Facilities Loan, Act of 1946. Each authorized 
_issue shall constitute a separate loan, and such loans shall be 
paid in not more than twenty years from their dates. Debt 
incurred from time to time under this act shall not be included 
in determining the limit of indebtedness of the city as estab- 
lished by law, but shall, except as herein provided, be subject 
to the provisions, applicable to the city, of chapter forty-four 
of the General Laws, exclusive of the limitation contained in 
the first paragraph of section seven thereof. Said city may 
issue temporary notes of the city payable in not more than 
one year from their dates, in anticipation of the issue of serial 
bonds or notes authorized by this section, but the time within 
which such serial bonds or notes shall become due and payable 
shall not, by reason of such temporary notes, be extended be- 
yond the time fixed by this section. All notes issued in 
anticipation of the issue of such serial bonds or notes shall be 
paid from the proceeds thereof. 

Section 6. The public improvements authorized in this 
act are herein declared to be general in their benefits and no 
betterments shall be assessed therefor. 

SecTIoN 7. Property acquired or used for the purposes 
of this act, whether or not leased, shall be deemed to be held 
by the city in its governmental capacity; and the city shall 
not be liable for any injury, loss or damage suffered by any 
Pere or property on or about any property so acquired or 
used. | 

SrecTION 8. If any provision of this act, or the application 
of such provision to any person or circumstances, shall be held 
invalid, the remainder of this act, or the application of such 
provision to persons or circumstances other than those as to 
which it is held invalid, shall not be affected thereby. 

SecTION 9. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Srr,— In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the. Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION. 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 2 to May 29, inclusive, from June 19 
to October 16, inclusive, and from November 6 to 
December 31, inclusive. Registration in wards was 
held on May 21, 22, 28, 24, 25, 27, 28 and 29, from» 
6 p. m. to 10 p. m., for the State Primary; and October 
D3, 4,5, 1, 9,,9;,.10,.11, 14, 15 and 16; from. 6.p.m, to 
10 p. m., for the State Election. This registration was 
held in two places in different sections of each ward, 
ten nights in each place. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the City Election held November 6, 1945, the 
number of voters on the list was 370,533. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
September 3, 1946, was 336,413. From that time to the 
close of registration for the State Election there were 
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added the names of 49,100 voters. The number of 
voters on the final list sent to the polls on the day of 
the State Election, held November 5, 1946, was 385,513, 
an increase of 14,980 from the number on the list at the 
preceding City Election. The number of voters on final 
list December 31, 1946, was 385,646. 


NOMINATION PAPERS AND. REFERENDUM PETITIONS. 


The Board received 1,498 nomination papers for the 
State Primary on which 25,248 names were certified; 
139 independent nomination papers for the State 
Election on which 4,351 names were certified; 1,568 
initiative petitions on which 23,052 names were certified ; 
and 122 petitions for recount of ballots cast on which 
3,755 names were certified. This makes a total of 
3,327 papers on which the names of 56,406 voters 
were certified. — 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST. 


The names of 4,013 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. 


JURORS. 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1946 contained 
the names of 10,632 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report, 2,326 were drawn for jury 
service. 


REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED. 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable 
to appear at a registration office because of physical 
disability were examined for registration in their 
homes or other places of confinement upon receipt of 
an application for such registration. Applications were 
received from 82 such persons. Of that number 60 
were found to be qualified and were duly registered; 
9 were found to be registered voters on the current 
voting list; 6 were found to lack qualifications and 
were refused registration. Seven applications were 
received after the closing date established by law and 
therefore could not be honored. Persons found qualified 
to register were furnished with applications for absentee 
ballots for the State Election. | 
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SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS. 


Under the provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 51, 
of the General Laws, 22 persons in the military service 
were registered as voters in Boston during the period 
from the close of registration to the third day preceding 
the State Election. 


ABSENT VOTING. 


In view of the continuation of the war emergency, 
which necessitated the absence from the city of thou- 
sands of men and women serving in the armed forces 
and allied activities, legislation was enacted advancing 
the date of the State Primaries from September to 
June to facilitate the casting of absentee ballots by 
such persons. Chapter 253 of the Acts of 1943 provid- 
ing for the restoration to the voting list of the names 
of those who had been dropped from such list by reason 
of not being police listed since entering the armed 
forces was continued in effect. Chapter 390 of the 
Acts of 1948 was also continued in effect with amend- 
ments (chapter 140, Acts’of 1946) broadening its scope 
to include certain classes of civilians serving in or with 
the armed forces. Chapter 140 of the Acts of 1946 
advanced the dates for filing and certification of nomina- 
tion papers for the State Election to ensure that the 
ballot would be prepared in sufficient time for mailing 
to all parts of the world. 

Chapter 466 of the Acts of 1945 extended the privilege 
- of absentee voting to registered voters unable to appear 
at the polls in person because of a physical disability 
regardless of the fact that such persons might be obliged 
to mark and mail their ballots within the City of Boston. 
Absentee ballots were issued in accordance with this 
law to those making proper applications. 

Absentee ballots’ were grouped in the following 
categories: regular civilian ballots; civilian ballots 
issued to the physically disabled; ballots issued to 
registered voters in the service on their own request; 
ballots issued to so-called 8. A. V.’s on their own request; 
ballots issued to registered voters in the service on the 
request of kin; ballots issued to so-called S. A. V.’s on 
the qualification and request of kin.

VoTING MACHINES. 


At a meeting of the Board held on July 26, 1946, it 
was voted to purchase, when funds should be made 
available, voting machines to be used at the State 
Election in November and at subsequent primaries - 
and elections in the city. At a meeting held in the 
Mayor’s office on the same date, it was voted that the 
City Treasurer be authorized to borrow sufficient funds 
for the purchase of voting machines. 

The 223 machines purchased were assigned to 45 
precincts in the first four wards of the city and to 
Ward 5, Precinct 4. Voting machine custodians were 
appointed to be responsible for the installation, setting 
up and maintenance of the machines, and an extensive 
educational program was undertaken to acquaint voters 
and election officers with the operation of the machines. 
A motion picture for the instruction of voters was 
provided and was shown in downtown theaters and in 
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local theaters in the districts where machines were to 
be used, through the cooperation of the managers of 
the theaters. A very detailed motion picture explaining 
the election officers’ operation of the machine was also 
provided, and this film was shown in Faneuil Hall, 
where election officers for the first five wards were 
administered the oath. [Election officers assigned to 
machine-equipped precincts were instructed in their 
respective wards by voting machine custodians and 
were given certificates when qualified. Demonstration 
periods for voters were held in the first four wards for 
- nine evenings, and all voters affected by the installa- 
tion of machines were notified by postal of the locations 
and hours of the demonstrations. Model machines 
were also furnished in each precinct on election day 
so that election officers could instruct the voters further 
before the latter cast their ballots. 

The results as demonstrated at the State Election 
were highly satisfactory. Despite a lengthy ballot and 
an unusual volume of late voting, the machine precincts 
without exception made returns within an hour of the 
casting of the last ballot. Since the complexity of the 
ballot delayed returns from precincts where paper 
ballots were used, the Board felt that the machines 
had amply demonstrated their value — to the depart- 
ment, to candidates for public office and to the citizens 
of Boston. Plans were accordingly made to reduce the 
number of precincts in the first four wards from 75 to 
42 completely mechanized precincts and to redistrict 
these wards for the police listing of January 1, 1947. 
The Board hoped that conditions in 1947 would warrant 
the continuation and expansion of the mechanization 
program. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The term of Arthur V. Coughlin, Esq., expired on 
March 31, 1946. Hon. Joseph A. Langone, Jr., was 
appointed to succeed him for the term of four years 
ending March 31, 1950, and assumed the duties of his 
office on April 2, 1946. Commissioner Langone re- 
signed from the Board on June 8, 1946, and Michael J. 
Manning, Esq., City Registrar of Births, Deaths and 
Marriages, was appointed Acting Commissioner, in 
which capacity he continued for the remainder of: the 
year. Commissioner Frederic E. Dowling died on 
October 3, 1946. Miss Gertrude A. Pfau was appointed 
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on October 14, 1946, to succeed Mr. Dowling for the 
term ending March 31, 1947. 

Upon organization of the Board following the decease 
of Commissioner Dowling, Commissioner Everett R. 
Prout was elected Secretary. Mr. William A. Motley, 
Jr., continued as Chairman.

LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION. 

Shall this measure, which by amendments of the General Laws 
(Ter. Ed.), provides for payment by the Commonwealth of adequate 
pensions to deserving citizens sixty-five years of age or over in 
need of relief or support, who shall have resided in the Common= 
wealth not less than five years immediately preceding the date of. 
application for such pension, and who shall have resided in the 
Commonwealth continuously for one year immediately preceding 
said date of application, which is further described as follows: — 


The measure, by amendments of General Laws (Ter. Ed.), c. 6, 
provides for an old age pension commission of three persons, one to be 
a qualified physician, another to be an attorney at law and a third 
to be a non-professional person, who are to be appointed and may be 
removed for cause by the Governor with the advice and consent of the 
Council, and are to serve under the Governor and Council. Not more 
than two members of said Commission shall be members of the same 
political party. Original appointments of members shall be for one, 
two and three years respectively, and thereafter appointments are to 
be for three years. Such members are to devote their whole time to the 
work of the Commission during business hours and be engaged in no 
other business, occupation or profession. One of their number is to be 
designated as chairman by the Governor and shall receive a salary of 
$6,000, and each other member $5,500 per year, with their necessary 
expenses. The Commission is empowered to make and enforce rules 
and regulations as it may deem necessary in the performance of its 
duties and as may be approved by the Governor and Council. 


The measure strikes out chapter 118A of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.), 
and inserts in its place a new chapter entitled ‘‘Adequate pensions for 
certain aged citizens.’ 

It is provided that pensions hereunder shall be paid from the date of 
application therefor, but in no event before the applicant reaches. the 
age of sixty-five. The Commission shall render a decision in not less than 
thirty days from the date of application for a pension or a request for 
an increase of the amount thereof. Such pension shall, wherever prac- 
ticable, be paid to the aged person in his own home or in lodgings or in 
a boarding home, which for the purposes hereof shall include any in- 
stitution providing shelter, care and treatment for aged persons which 
is not supported in whole or in part by public funds; provided, that 
no inmate of such a boarding home or institution shall be eligible for 
a pension under this chapter while being cared for under a contract. 
Such pension shall be paid by check or in cash which shall be delivered 
to the pensioner at his residence, if he so requests, and shall be paid 
semi-monthly unless the pensioner prefers less frequent payments. 
Such pension shall be on the basis of need and the amount thereof shall 
be determined in accordance with budgetary standards established by 
the Commission. Budgetary standards shall be such as to enable an 
individual pensioner to maintain a standard of living compatible with 
decency and health. Such pensions, except as hereinafter provided, 
shall be at the rate of not less than $48.00 monthly. The pensioner’s 
budget at such times as may be required shall include medical care, 
if recommended by a recognized physician, eye-glasses, if recommended 
by a recognized optician, dental care and false teeth, if recommended by 

_a recognized dentist. 

In computing the pensioner’s payment under this chapter, the Com- 
mission shall deduct from the pensioner’s budget or the minimum 
payment, whichever is greater, the amount of income the person paid 
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or to be paid a pension hereunder may be receiving from any source, 
and may deduct therefrom such reasonable amount as may be deemed 
to represent the financial value of board, lodging or other assistance 
which is being furnished to such persons from any source. 


Upon the death of a person drawing a pension, whose funeral cost 
does not exceed the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars and in whose 
estate there are insufficient assets to cover the full cost of the funeral, 
the Commission shall pay to the funeral director the difference between 
the assets and the cost of the funeral, a sum not exceeding one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars. 


Expenses for medical, hospital and other services rendered to a pen- 
sioner which remain unpaid at the time of his death or commitment to 
an institution as an. insane person, shall be paid directly to the person 
rendering such services. 


No pension under this chapter shall be discontinued nor shall the 
amount thereof be decreased until the expiration of fifteen days after 
notice has been given by the Commissioner to the pensioner. 


Provision is made by which a person receiving a pension may be absent 
from the Commonwealth on a visit without having such pension sus- 
pended. 


It is provided that General Laws (Ter. Ed.), c. 273, § 20, which relates 
to the support of parents by children, shall not apply when parents are 
eligible to receive a pension. 


Provision is made that there shall be set up in the Commission a sub- 
division of appeals under the jurisdiction of a-supervisor of appeals. 
Any person aggrieved by the failure of the Commission to pay an ade- 
quate pension under this chapter, or by the failure of the Commission 
to approve or reject an application for a pension or a request for an 
increase in the amount thereof, within thirty days after receiving such 
application or request, shall have a right to a fair hearing, after due 
notice, upon appeal to the subdivision of appeals in the form and man- 
ner prescribed by the Commission; provided that such appeal is received 
by the subdivision of appeals within sixty days after official notice of 
the action taken by the Old Age Pension Commission has been received 
by the applicant or pensioner. The decision of the subdivision of appeals 
shall be final and binding upon the Commission. 


~The Commission or any interested person aggrieved by any decision 
in any proceeding before the subdivision of appeals may obtain judicial 
review of such decision by filing, within twenty days of the date of mail- 
ing of such decision, a petition for review thereof in the district court 
within the judicial district wherein the pensioner or the applicant for a 
pension lives. 


In any proceeding for review the findings of the subdivision of appealS 
as to facts shall be conclusive, such proceedings shall be heard in a sum- 
mary manner and given precedence over all other civil cases. From the 
decision of a district court upon review an appeal may be taken to the 
Supreme Judicial Court. 


The possession by an applicant for pension under this chapter of 
assets consisting of cash, active securities or inactive securities, or any 
combination of such assets, shall not disqualify him from receiving such 
pension; provided, that the total of such assets, figuring the present 
cash value of such inactive securities at the sum determined by the Old 
Age Pension Commission, does not exceed the sum of $300. 


A person is not to be disqualified from receiving a pension because of 
the ownership of an equity in vacant land from which there is insufficient 
income to provide for his budgetary needs or minimum payments, or 
the ownership of an equity in real estate by an applicant who resides 
thereon or who, in the opinion of the Commission is residing elsewhere 
because of physical or mental incapacity, provided that if such equity 
on the basis of assessed valuation exceeds an average of $3,000 during 
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the five years immediately preceding application for the pension, the 
applicant shall execute a bond in the penal sum for the amount of the 
equity in excess of $3,000 conditioned on repayment to the Common- 
wealth of all amounts paid as such pension without interest, such bond 
to be secured by a mortgage on the applicant’s real estate. Provision is 
made for the recording of such bond and mortgage without a fee and 
the apportionment of the proceeds realized from any of them between 
the Federal government and the Commonwealth. 


A person is not to be disqualified from receiving a pension by reason 
of the ownership of a policy of group insurance or of a policy of insurance 
in an amount not exceeding $1,000 or of a policy of insurance in an 
amount not exceeding $3,000, having a cash surrender value not in excess 
of $1,000, if such policy has been in effect not less than fifteen years. 


No pension shall be granted to an applicant who at any time within 
five years immediately prior to the filing of an application for such pen- 
sion has made an assignment or transfer of property so as to render 
himself eligible to such pension. No pension shall be subject to trustee 
process or assignment, and no applicant for a pension, who knowingly 
makes any false statement of perpetrates any fraud or deception in 
relation to his application, shall be granted any pension nor be eligible 
for one during one year thereafter. A person, his executor or adminis- 
trator shall be liable in contract to the Commonwealth for expenses 
incurred by it for a pension paid to such person under this chapter if 
such person or his estate is in possession of funds not otherwise exempted 
thereunder. 


If an application for a pension under this chapter is effected by the - 

- eligibility of the applicant to receive aid under General Laws (Ter. Ed.), 

ce. 115, which relates to State and Military Aid and Soldiers’ Relief, 

the applicant shall be entitled to exercise such options and execute such 
Waivers as may be necessary to receive the pension which he seeks. 


All cities and towns in the Commonwealth shall furnish suitable head - 
quarters for the carrying out of the duties of the Commission in such 
cities and towns. 


The measure further provides that there shall be established and set 
up on the books of the Bains Galen a separate fund, to be known as 
the Old Age Pension Fund, consisting of receipts credited to said fund 
under General Laws (Ter. Ed.) c. 64B, G. L. (Ter. Ed.) ec. 128A, § 15, 
as amended, G. L. (Ter. Ed.) ¢. 188, § 27, as amended, and all proceeds 
of taxes assessed under Acts of 1941, c. 729, §§ 9 and 9A. 


The Old Age Assistance Fund as in force immediately prior to the 
effective date of this act is hereby continued in existence, but shall 
hereafter be entitled ‘‘The Old Age Pension Fund.”’ 


It is provided that all civil service employees in the Department of 
Public Welfare of the Commonwealth, including the supervisor, referees 
and employees of the subdivision of appeals in said department or of 
any city or town, employed in the administration of the Old Age Assist- 
ance Law on the effective date of this proposed measure, shall be trans- 
ferred to the service of the Old Age Pension Commission, retaining 
their present civil service seniority retirement rights and any step 
increases from the minimum pay of their grade earned during their 
service with said department or said bureaus. 


It is provided that all records and property used in the administration 
of the Old Age Assistance Law and which are the property of the Com- 
-monwealth are to be transferred to the Old Age Pension Commission. 
This act shall take effect on March first, nineteen hundred and forty- 
seven,— 


which proposed law was approved in the House of Representatives 
by a vote of 125 in the affirmative and 79 in the negative, and on 
which the Senate did not vote,— be approved?

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


PIRH DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1946. 


Boston, January 2, 1947. 


Hon. James M. CURLEY, 
Mayor of Boston. 

DEAR Sir,— I have the honor to submit herewith a 
report of the activities of the Boston Fire Department 
and the Electrical Inspection Division for the year 
ending December 31, 1946. 

Shortly after my appointment as Fire Commissioner 
I made an inspection of the entire fire fighting force, 
together with the branch divisions of the department. 
As a result of this examination it was evident that the 
operating efficiency of the department was badly handi- 
eapped by lack of replacements with respect to appa- 
ratus, as well as the fact that a substantial percentage 
of the men had not received their usual basic training. 
Furthermore, no repairs or alterations of any conse- 
quence had been made in most of the fire stations, with 
the result that members were living under substandard 
conditions. Subsequently, a more complete examina- 
tion revealed the fact that many of the fire stations were 
structually unsafe, resulting in the closing of Engine 10’s 
house at the corner of Mt. Vernon and River streets, 
Back Bay. 

It was obvious that these conditions would necessi- 
tate an expensive building program as well as a large 
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outlay of money to purchase new apparatus in order to 
restore the department to a proper standard. Moderni- 
zation and training were to be the keynote for the 
ensuing years. From the moment that these condi- 
tions were brought to your attention I am glad to say 
that your Honor applied himself with diligence and 
foresight to appropriate necessary funds for new equip- 
ment and promote a much-needed building program. 

Since the beginning of your administration con- 
siderable progress has been made. Contracts have been 
let for sixteen new pumpers; eight hose wagons; six 
aerial ladder trucks; three rescue wagons; lighting 
plants, and miscellaneous small cars, representing a 
total outlay of approximately $550,000. 

Money was also appropriated in the sum of $300,000 
for extensive repairs and alterations now in progress in 
the following stations: 


Engine 1, 119 Dorchester street, South Boston . pkerGiies $28,111 
Engine 22, 70 Warren avenue, Boston . ; : ae , 39,751 
Engine 24, 434 Warren street, Roxbury . : ; : : 30,310 
Engine 46, 1884 Dorchester avenue, Dorchester : : , 26,893 


Bids were received for repairs at Engine 41 and 
Engine 14, but owing to the lateness of the season it 
was felt advisable to defer this work until March, 1947. 

Four hundred and fifty thousand dollars has been 
approved for the construction of new fire stations, and 
it is proposed to erect a new fire station on the site of 
present Engine 10 and a double company fire station 
at a new site on city-owned land on the corner of 
Charter and Hanover streets, North End, to take the 
place of Engine 8, 133 Salem street, and to also house 
Ladder 1, now at Bowdoin square. A new station is 
contemplated at Washington and La Grange streets, 
West Roxbury, on land now owned by the city. 

The Fire Department is in urgent need of a first-class 
fireproof construction garage. The present building on 
Wareham street, housing the fire alarm construction 
force, is structurally unsafe and should have been con- 
demned a long time ago. Small car maintenance is 
conducted at a garage at 172-176 Blue Hill avenue. 
A new lease between the city and the new owner of 
this property guarantees a tenancy for the city until — 
such time as the city can provide a new garage. Of 
necessity, new construction has been deferred on 
account of restrictions by the Civilian Production 
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Administration of the Federal Government. It is 
expected, however, that new work may begin early 
next year. 

With respect to the department’s personnel, much 
progress has been made in elevating the standard of 
efficiency. The following schools were re-established 
during the current year: Drill School; Pump School; 
Telegraphers’ School. The Fire College for officers was 
opened April 8, and instruction in all phases of fire- 
fighting will be progressively accelerated. 

Much emphasis has been made on enlarging the 
work of the Fire Prevention Division. Qualified officers 
have been assigned to cover special investigations 
such as: 


Homes for the aged. 

Day nurseries. 

Hospitals; together with the conduct of special 
drills in same. 

4. Hotels. 


Early in the year, upon my recommendation, the 
City Fire Department took over the fire station at Long 
Island Hospital. A permanent fire company has been 
established there. Reference is also made to the estab- 
lishment of a Fire Marshal, with an adequate corps of 
inspectors, at the City Hospital. This detail provides 
a day and night inspection and protection service for 
the institution. 

Fire District No. 3, which was deactivated during the 
war, was re-established early in June in order to provide 
better protection for the U. 8. Naval Base in South 
Boston, where many of the Navy’s airplane carriers 
are now in storage. This proved to be a judicious move, 
as the area was subjected to a three-alarm fire in July 
which might have resulted in a conflagration had not 
the City Fire Department been able to make an imme- 
diate response and control and extinguish the fire. 

The city has purchased two Navy mine sweepers, 
which are now in the process of being reconverted into 
fireboats. The city has executed a contract with the 
General Ship and Engine Works, Inc., in the amount of 
$168,000, and it is hoped that these ships will be in 
service by June, 1947. When these ships are put in 
service Boston will have the most modern and effective 
fireboat fleet of its size in the country.

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It is my impression that the morale of the depart- 
ment has improved materially during the past year. 
The change in working hours from a two-platoon system 
to a 24-hour day on and day off system has brought 
greater contentment to the personnel, as well as result- 
ing in an increased degree of stability in the operations 
and functions of the department. 

With the advent of the 48-hour work week, which 
under the present statute becomes effective at midnight 
on February 4, 1947, many innovations and changes 
will be necessary. It has been conservatively estimated 
that, in order to maintain this department on a workable 
basis, at least 750 new men will be required to meet 
the provisions of the 48-hour work week. At a meet- 
ing held in your Honor’s office, December 16, you 
authorized me to make arrangements to induct 500 
men into the department as soon as these men could be 
obtained through Civil Service after January 1, 1947. 
I recommend, with your approval, that legislation be 
obtained to defer the enforcement of the 48-hour work 
week until July 1, 1947. With only 500 new men, in 
order to maintain an effective fire strength in the sta- 
tions, it would be necessary to curtail many of the 
department’s special activities such as rescue work of 
all kinds other than at actual fires, as well as the Fire 
Marshal’s office at the City Hospital. 

Attention must be concentrated in training the new 
inductees and the building up of fire strength to meet 
any emergency which may arise. I have previously 
recommended legislation to establish a fire prevention 
ordinance for the City of Boston. Enforcement of same 
should be the responsibility of the Fire Department, 
inasmuch as there is a lack of coordinated effort among 
the various agencies interested in public safety meas- 
ures. Given a strong fire prevention ordinance with 
power to carry out its provisions, new apparatus, exten- 
sion of personnel training, and stability of operation 
after the 48-hour work week has been established and 
put into efficient operation, the Boston Fire Department 
should occupy the enviable position of being one of the 
outstanding departments of the country from a stand- 
point of efficiency, excellence, and capability.

ELECTRICAL INSPECTION DIVISION. 


Chapter 100, Acts of 1946, was enacted by the 
legislature placing the duty upon the Fire Commis- 
sioner to prescribe not more than four miles of streets 
in Boston in any one year from which poles shall be 
removed and the wires buried underground during the 
years 1947 to 1952, inclusive. 

No underground district was prescribed in 1946, 
as this year was exempted from prescription under 
chapter 26 of the Acts of 19438 on account of war 
conditions. 

The work of the Division and the income from fees 
for permits to perform electrical work have increased 
since hostilities ended, and the reinspection of old work 
was carried on throughout the year, together with the 
inspection of all new installations which have been 
brought to our attention. 

Defects reported by our inspectors were promptly 
brought to the attention of interested parties and correc- 
tions were made and others are in process of correction.

EXTERIOR DIVISION. 
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Chapter 110 of the Acts of 1941 further amending 
Chapter 101 of the Acts of 1931 directed the Fire Com- 
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missioner to prescribe not more than four miles of streets 
in the city of Boston from which poles were to be removed 
and the wires buried underground for the years 1942 to 
1946 inclusive. 

Due to war conditions Chapter 26 of the Acts of 1943 
was enacted by the legislature suspending the provisions 
of Chapter 110 of the Acts of 1941 exempting the Fire 
Commissioner from prescribing any underground con- 
struction for the duration of the war and six months 
thereafter. 

Chapter 100 of the Acts of 1946 was enacted by the 
legislature further amending Chapter 101 of the Acts of 
1931 again directing the Fire Commissioner to prescribe 
not more than four miles of streets in the city of Boston 
from which poles are to be removed and the wires buried 
underground for the years 1947 to 1952 inclusive. 

The underground district for the year 1947 as pre- 
scribed under authority of Chapter 100 of the Acts of 
1946 include the following streets from which poles are 
to be removed and the wires buried underground: 


Brighton: Cambridge street from North Beacon 
street to the Boston and Albany Railroad Bridge. 

Dorchester: Gallivan Boulevard from Verdun 
street to Granite avenue; Adams street from 
Gallivan Boulevard to Minot street; Rexford 
street from Blue Hill avenue to Cummins Highway. 

Hyde Park: Hyde Park avenue from Dana 
avenue to Wolcott square. 

Roxbury: Magazine street from Massachusetts 
avenue to Norfolk avenue; Brookford street from 
Blue Hill avenue to Howard avenue. 

South Boston: National street from Thomas 
Park to Dorchester street. 

West Roxbury: South street from Poplar street 
to Belgrade avenue; Belgrade avenue from South 
street to Corinth street; Centre street from Spring 
street to Grove street; Church street from Centre 
street to the Brookline line. 

Charlestown: School street from Bunker Hill 
street to High street. 


The above makes a total distance of four miles as 
prescribed by law. 

In these prescribed streets from which poles and 
overhead wires are to be removed there are standing 
as of January 1, 1947 — 199 poles with wires attached. 
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In side or residential streets special underground con- 
struction for light and power purposes (115-230 volts), 
of a type known as ‘Split Fibre Solid Main System , 


has been installed.

Drar Mayor Curtny,—The seventy-fifth annual report of 
the Health Department, which includes detailed accounts of 
all activities and complete statistical data of Boston’s Health in 
1946, is herewith submitted. ‘It is my pleasure to inform you 
that, as in the past, your keen interest in the health of the people 
of Boston, and your generous support of the Health Department 
programs have materially aided us in effecting a successful year. 

May I take this opportunity to express my appreciation and 
thanks to you for the cooperation you have extended me since 
I became Commissioner, and also to express my appreciation to 
all those agencies, public and private, social and philanthropic, 
which have contributed their efforts toward making Boston a 
healthier place in which to live; to the dental, medical and nursing 
associations; and to the citizens of Boston, without whose support 
our endeavors to lift the standards of health in our city would 
have been in vain. 

The individual cost per capita paid by the citizens of Boston 
for their individual shares of the services of the Health Depart- 
ment is $1.31, a nominal fee for the up-to-date equipment and

I am pleased to be able to report that there has been a decrease 
in the mortality rate for the year 1946, no appreciable increase 
in the morbidity rate, and the largest birth rate in the City’s 
history.

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HEALTH PROGRESS 


"Boston's Health in 1946" is the seventy-fifth annual re- 
port to be published by the Boston Health Department. 
The Health Department, however, was actually established 
in colonial times with Paul Revere serving as the first 
health officer. Although scattered documents exist which 
reveal public health problems and practices before 1872, 
the annual reports published from that year until the 
present serve as the chief documentary evidence of health 
department activity. To students of public health and lay 
readers alike, the reports constitute an absorbing and 
often terrifying history of events which occurred in times 
that can only be termed "modern". 

1872 is a year that many people still alive can claim as 
the year of birth, yet at that time Boston was a far dif- 
ferent place to live than it is today. If a person could be 
transported back in time, he would find it hard to locate 
even some of our best known streets. For example, marsh- 
land existed throughout the Back Bay area which had not 
yet been filled in to form Copley Square and Common- 
wealth Avenue. There were few sewers and those that did 
exist discharged directly into shallow creeks and the 
Charles River, creating an odor and health problem that 
was discussed at length in many annual reports before it 
was finally corrected. 

Public health was in its infancy. The pioneer work of 
Pasteur and Koch was just being started and the effects 
of the germ theory of disease were yet to come. Com- 
municable disease control was the main health department 
activity. Smallpox, typhoid fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
and infantile diarrhea which today claim few lives, were 
the chief causes of death, wiping out entire families in the 
frequent epidemics which swept through the city. 

It is gratifying and hopeful to realize the tremendous 
strides made in seventy-five short years in the field of 
public health. There are vexing problems yet to solve. 
Anterior poliomyelitis, cancer, heart disease and mental 
health immediately come to mind but if progress is made 
at the same rate during the years to come as in the last 
seventy-five, the work of a Health Department will resolve 
itself to the far more pleasant tasks of prevention, educa- 
tion and research.

ANTERIOR POLIOMYELITIS 


In 1946, Boston was fortunate in enjoying a sharp reduc- 
tion from the number of polio cases recorded for the previous 
year. There were 31 cases and 1 death, as compared with 
107 cases and 6 deaths reported for 1945. Today, many 
paralytic cases can look forward to satisfactory recovery, 
with but little evidence of the disease. This is due, mainly, 
to diligent research, Improvement in diagnosis and specific 
therapy employed to combat the disease.

DIPHTHERIA 


Boston, in 1946, like other large cities in the country, 
found itself a victim of the pandemic rise of diphtheria. The 
increase in incidence over the previous year amounted to 
well over 200 per cent, although very little difference in the 
proportionate death rate was observed. 

An interesting aspect of the epidemiology of this disease 
was its appearance among many individuals who had been 
previously protected against it through active immuniza- 
tion. The Boston Health Department, in an effort to con-

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trol the spread, carried out an intensive campaign of im- 
munization and ‘‘booster’’ doses which resulted in singular 
success. Charlestown, which has a child population of 
approximately 5,500, was seriously affected with the disease. 
Fifty-three cases were reported, with five fatalities. The 
program of active immunization was enthusiastically re- 
ceived in that area and satisfactory results obtained. The 
number of resident cases reported throughout the entire city 
was 157, of which 10 resulted in death. 

Although diphtheria is a disease which can be very satis- 
factorily controlled through immunization, it must be re- 
membered that such immunization is not permanent and 
tends to decrease with the passage of time. It is important 
that every child under one year of age be inoculated, and 
one ‘‘booster’’ dose given during the preschool years and 
another just before entering the first grade, in order to main- 
tain immunity. ‘‘Booster’”’ doses are single injections of 
diphtheria toxoid generally administered two or three years 
after the initial series of injections.

LOBAR PNEUMONIA 

Despite the slight increase of this disease over the previous 
year, the proportionate death rate has declined slightly. Of 
all cases reported for 1946, there were 174 deaths. Until 
the advent of sulfa drugs and typing, lobar pneumonia often 
proved fatal. Prior to 1945, it was one of the ten leading 
causes of death. 

Although this disease is now kept well under control, the 
war years saw a sudden rise in the morbidity rate, due, un- 
doubtedly, to excess fatigue and resulting low resistance. 
With the return of peace, however, and the change back to 
normal conditions, there has been a steady decline in in- 
cidence. 

Proper health habits and personal hygiene play as im- 
portant a role in preventive medicine as therapeutic agents.

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In the conquest of this disease, therefore, proper health edu- 
cation of the public will do much to keep the incidence of 
pneumonia at a minimum. 


MALARIA 


The sharp increase of malaria in Boston can be attributed 
almost exclusively to reappearance of the disease in former 
members of the armed forces. Since there are certain factors 
which limit the transmission of this disease, there is little 
likelihood that an outbreak will occur among residents. 


MEASLES 


The year 1946 saw a tremendous increase in cases of this 
disease as compared with those of the previous year. Despite 
the sharp rise in incidence, however, the mortality rate was 
not proportionately naechad: Of the 5,939 cases reported, 
only 1 death resulted. 

Although measles is often regarded by the public as an 
insignificant infection, it has taken a heavy toll of lives in 
the not too distant past. Since placental extract and im- 
mune globulin have come into use, modification of measles 
has become more effective.

MENINGITIS 


The number of cases of meningococcus meningitis reported 
in 1946, showed a drop to less than half the number reported 
for 1945. Since this disease often prevails in crowded living 
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areas such as are inevitable during war times, the decrease 
may in part, at least, be attributed to postwar conditions 
and the slow trend back to normalcy. Of the 26 resident 
cases in Boston, there were 3 deaths. Mortality rates from 
meningitis have decreased greatly since the application of 
the sulphonamides in modern therapeutic treatment of the

Each year, the small number of cases 
of this disease indicate the continued excellent sanitary 
conditions of our water, milk and food supplies... Those 
cases occurring have been found, in practically every instance, 
to have been contracted from sources outside our city.

VENEREAL DISEASE 


The year 1946 showed an increased upward trend in the 
incidence of early syphilis and gonorrhea. A total of 1,733 
cases of syphilis were reported, 330 of which were found to

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be in an early stage. The total number of gonorrhea cases 
reported was 2,067. 

The exact cause of this increase is difficult to determine. 
In an effort to control these diseases, a concerted drive by all 
official and voluntary agencies concerned is underway. 

Despite this increase in cases, morbidity rates for both 
syphilis and gonorrhea remain considerably low, particularly 
when compared to other large cities of the United States. 
In 1946, 743 contacts, cases and exposures were reported 
to the Boston Health Department; 711 successful follow- 
ups were made. Also, in 1946, 140 contacts of cases occurring 
among military personnel were located and treated. 


VERMIN CONTROL 


During the year 1946, the Health Department continued 
the policy of vermin control set up during the past two years. 
In all reported cases of pediculosis or body lice among 
individuals, a representative of the Department was imme- 
diately dispatched to the home. Each member of the 
household, furnishings and rooms were treated with 10 
per cent DDT powder. ) 
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In every instance, the plan was 100 per cent effective. 
It not only relieved the individual but also protected the 
citizenry against the possibility that some of the vermin 
might be carriers of communicable disease.

WHOOPING COUGH 


The marked reduction in the number of whooping cough 
cases recorded last year, and for many years previously, cam 
confidently be attributed, in large measure, to the active 
immunization program carried out by private physicians 
and the Health Department. With facilities for control of 
this dread childhood disease available to every Boston 
citizen, the incidence might be so low as to be negligible. 
This year, 1,119 cases were reported; a large decrease over 
1945, but still a reminder that lives are being needlessly 
endangered for want of available precautions.

In 1946, Boston had an allocated death rate from 
tuberculosis all forms of 62.3 and a pulmonary death 
rate of 59.2. This represents a moderate decline over 
the 1945 figure and the lowest allocated death rate ever 
recorded..

CLINICS 


Fifteen day clinics are held weekly at the Health Units 
and substations located in various sections of the City. 
One evening clinic is held at the West End Health Unit 
and a pneumothorax clinic where patients can go for 
their refills is conducted once a week. In the past, free 
X-ray facilities were available only at the Health Units. 
This year, the Service has been extended to the sub- 
stations where the portable X-ray equipment of the De- 
partment is set up on clinic days. All clinics are staffed 
by specialists in the field who are assisted by the public

examinations are made on request of the examining 
physician. An increasing number of private physicians 
are using the X-ray and consultation services. Reports 
of these X-rays and examinations are mailed to the 
physician.

SPECIAL PROGRAMS 

A grant from the Federal Government has enabled 
the Division to extend its case-finding program and dur- 
ing the year many X-rays were taken with the portable 
unit. Employees of hospitals, hotels and restaurants 
throughout the City were among the groups X-rayed. 
In December, the department sponsored a 10-day pro- 
gram offering free chest X-ray to all over 15 years 
of age who lived or worked in Boston. The South End 
Health Unit was selected for setting up the X-ray 
equipment as it is easily accessible by car and bus. 
Although the newspaper publicity was city-wide most of 
the effort was concentrated on the South End—Roxbury 
area. All clinics during the 10-day period were filled to 
capacity. During the program, 2,954 chest X-rays were 
taken, an average of 230 per session. If all people who 
appeared could have been accommodated, the total 





Registration for Chest X=Ray at the South End Health Unit 
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number would have been somewhat greater, but two of 
the evening clinics were so heavily attended that safety 
would not permit the admission of more people to the 
building. All persons with a negative report were 
notified by mail. All those who had positive or sus- 
picious findings were requested to return to the Health 
Unit for a repeat X-ray which was taken on the large 
film. If the findings of the second X-ray report were 
positive a report was sent to the physician named as the 
family doctor when the individual applied for X-ray. 
The person X-rayed was sent a letter requesting he 
report to his family physician for interpretation of his 
report. This procedure of handling positive cases kept 
the family doctor-patient relationship. In cases where 
no physician was named, the person was requested to 
report to the Health Unit and the X-ray findings were 
interpreted by a physician on the tuberculosis clinic 
staff.

Although tuberculosis continues to be the fourth lead- 
ing cause of death in Boston, the progressive decline in 
mortality shows promise of ultimate elimination of this 
scourge in years to come. 
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Nineteen hundred and forty-six was marked by a re- 
turn to a more normal program in the Division of Child 
Hygiene. During the war, it was difficult to obtain at 
all times a sufficient number of pediatricians to staff 
the clinics. This situation, however, was compensated 
for by a small reduction in the attendance of newborn 
babies, normally brought to the clinics by their mothers 
who, through the war, were frequently engaged in 
war jobs. During the past-year, however, the attendance 
at the child health conferences was approximately 5,000 
in excess of the three war years. This increase, undoubt- 
edly, has been influenced by the large rise in the birth 
rate. : 

An active immunization program using the triple vac- 
cine as a protective measure against diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough, and tetanus was stressed throughout the 
year. There has been, regretfully, an increase in the 
prevalence of diphtheria, as compared with recent years. 
To combat this, a program of giving ‘‘booster’’ doses 
to children who have not been immunized within a re- 
cent few years was instituted. 

A plan for the examination of the feet of the parochial 
school children by podiatrists was placed in operation 
during the year. This is in accordance with the State 
regulations governing the physical examination of school 
children. The services of the podiatrists are volunteered 
and are given through the cooperation of the National 
Foot Health Council. 

During the past year, the Diocesan Director of the 
parochial schools has requested the medical school 
health program for four additional parochial schools. 
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HEALTH UNITS 


The eight Health Units established in various sec- 
tions of the city have continued to make possible the 
conduct, not only of the activities of this Division, but 
also of other departmental activities on a local district 
level. The various clinical activities, including pre- 
natal care for expectant mothers, infant and preschool 
age services and dental care are made conveniently 
available for the inhabitants of the various sections of 
our city. In the sections of Boston where Health Unit 
buildings have not as yet been established, clinical 
facilities have been placed in various municipal build- 
ings making it possible for all in need to utilize these 
services. The locations of the Health Units, as well as 
of the child-health and tuberculosis clinics may be found 
on the inside cover of this report. 

In addition to housing the activities of the Health 
Department, the Health Units are centers for those 
activities carried on by the other public and voluntary 
health and welfare agencies who have offices in the

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Units. This arrangement has resulted in a closely 
integrated program with the avoidance of duplication 
and consequent waste. 

It is important to call attention to the fact that the 
first Health Unit was opened in 1916 on Blossom street, 
in the West End section of the city. This was made 
possible by the conversion of an old public building 
which served as a demonstration of the effectiveness of 
integration of effort in the fields of health and welfare. 
As a result of this experiment eight modern Health 
Units have been erected through the years, at a total 
expenditure of three millions of dollars, made possible 
from the income of the George Robert White Fund. 


MATERNAL HEALTH 


The maternal death rate has been materially reduced 
in recent years. It is interesting to note the progress 
during the past two decades. In 1916, the resident 
maternal mortality rate in Boston was 6.6 per thousand 
live births. One hundred and thirty mothers died that 
year, aS compared with 1.5 and 25 deaths during 1946. 
The influence of good prenatal care and the hygiene of 
pregnancy, satisfactory obstetrical services, and hos- 
pitalization is reflected in this marked reduction in the 
number of deaths in this group. The Health Depart- 
ment is constantly cooperating, not only with the med- 
ical profession, but with the hospitals maintaining ma- 
ternity units. Accessible prenatal clinics conducted 
by the Boston Lying-In Hospital are available in the 
Health Units, and Mothers’ Clubs are conducted by the 
Visiting Nursing Association in their headquarters in 
the Units. 


INFANT HEALTH 


It has indeed been well stressed that ‘‘the infant 
mortality rate is an index of a community’s intelligence.”’ 
By this is meant that the willingness of a community 
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to spend funds for safeguarding child health is reflected 
in a reduction of deaths from preventable causes among 
this group. It has been pointed out, too, that this is 
the century of the child. This conclusion is based on 
the fact that more progress has been made in the con- 
servation of child health during the past forty-six years 
than in the whole previous history of mankind. 

In 1916, 2,055 infants under one year of age died in 
Boston, with the resulting infant mortality rate of 104. 
This is, indeed, a marked contrast with the 1946 sit- 
uation of 586 infant deaths with a resulting mortality 
rate of 35.4. 

Among the factors which have contributed materially 
to the reduction of this death rate are the pasteurization 
of milk, emphasis on breast feeding, better prenatal and 
obstetrical care and general sanitary improvement; in 
short, a better understanding and application of all of 
the modern public health principles which are factors 
in the safeguarding of health. 


CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCES 


The Health Department maintains, in 19 different 
stations, a total of 30 weekly conferences where oppor- 
tunities are presented for the routine check-up, physical 
examination and immunization of babies and preschool 
children. The clinics, under a cooperative arrangement, 
are staffed by pediatricians from the Harvard, Tufts 
and Boston University Medical Schools, as well as, by 
the medical inspectors in charge of the eight Health 
Units. There were registered in the clinics during the 
past year, a total of 6,891 newborns; 462 children be- 
tween the ages of one and two years; and 342 children 
between the ages of two and five years. Forty-four 
thousand, two hundred eighteen visits were made to 
these clinics during the year. It is important to point 
out, too, that many children in Boston are receiving this 
type of service from their family physicians. 
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PREVENTION OF DIPHTHERIA 


The recent increase in the prevalence of diphtheria in 
Boston emphasizes the need of reawakening the interest 
of parents to the importance of immunization for every 
young baby until diphtheria is eliminated as a cause of 
death. The administration of ‘‘booster”’ doses during 
the preschool period and again at school entrance is 
considered desirable and such inoculations were given 
to several thousand children during the year. 

Children are immunized in the offices of the family 
physicians, in the parochial schools, public schools, 
and in the infant and preschool clinics conducted by 
the Health Department. During the past year, the 
following number of inoculations against diphtheria, 
vaccinations against smallpox, combination whooping 
cough and diphtheria inoculations, and combination 
whooping cough, diphtheria, and tetanus inoculations 
were carried out by the medical inspectors and the 
pediatricians at the well-child conferences.

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SCHOOL HYGIENE SUPERVISION IN THE PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 


The medical protection of children in the parochial 
schools is the responsibility of the Health Department, 
and is carried on by the medical and nursing services of 
the Department. Splendid cooperation on the part of 
the Diocesan Director, the Sisters of the parochial 
schools, and the personnel of the Health Department 
has brought about very satisfactory team-play in the 
effort to solve the health problems of this group. 

The program includes the routine inspection of all 
children at the beginning of the school year, daily 
inspections of children sent by the Sisters to the school 
physicians and school nurses on their visits to the school 
buildings, routine physical examinations of all children 
in the first, fifth and eighth grades, and inoculations 
against diphtheria. In order to stimulate the correc- 
tion of remediable defects which requires the active par- 
ticipation of the parents, every effort is made to have 
the latter present at the physical examinations. The 
following tables present a picture of the work carried 
on in 1946, with comparisons for the year, 1945:

SUPERVISION OF DAY NURSERIES 


One of the responsibilities of the Health Department 
includes routine visits by its nurses and physicians to 
the 28 day nurseries of the city. One hundred twenty- 
five visits were made by the medical inspectors during 
the past year and physical examinations, inoculations 
against diphtheria, and vaccinations against smallpox 
were carried out. Nurses of the Health Department 
made visits to check on communicable diseases. Facili- 
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ties, too, are provided in the dental clinics for a 
check-up of the teeth of the children in attendance at 
the day nurseries. These services are of important 
value, particularly for employed mothers who find 
themselves unable to attend the regularly scheduled 
clinics maintained at the Units and find this opportunity 
of invaluable aid. 


CONSERVATION OF VISION 

An Eye Clinic was opened in 1944 in the Whittier 
Street Health Unit, and in the spring of 1945, a second 
clinic was established in the South Boston Health 
Unit. In 1946, the third clinic was opened at the 
West End Health Unit. Five clinic sessions are held 
weekly.

DENTAL SERVICE 


The Health Department maintains eleven dental 
clinics, eight of which are located in the Health Units. 
Provision is made in three other buildings for the 
conduct of this service in areas not served by a health 
unit. Children from both the public and the parochial 
schools attend the clinics. Each child makes an average 
of two clinic visits which are devoted, in the main, to 
dental prophylaxis.

HEALTH EDUCATION SERVICE 


COMMUNITY HEALTH EDUCATION 

Throughout the year, the Health Education Service 
was active in the expanded program of mass chest 
X-rays conducted by the Tuberculosis Division. Educa- 
tional programs’ were carried on in schools, industries 
and community groups. These programs included 
conferences with labor and management representatives, 
department heads, group meetings, individual confer- 
ences with employers and employees, motion picture 
presentations, display of exhibits and literature dis- 
tribution. ) 
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In December, a 10-day period was set aside to provide 
free chest X-ray service to all over 15 years of age who 
lived or worked in Boston. The equipment was set 
up in the South End since that area has the highest 
tuberculosis rate in the city in order to permit a con- 
centration of effort in that community. 

The usual media for publicity were used, including 
newspaper releases, radio programs, exhibits, distribu- 
tion of literature-and materials. In addition, several 
thousand personal contacts were made by agents of two 
large insurance companies. Two of the larger milk 
companies also cooperated with the program by dis- 
tributing leaflets to their customers in the area. 

An unusual opportunity for publicity was made 
possible with the arrival of all 11 members of the Trapp 
family, famous Austrian concert singers, who presented 
themselves for chest X-ray at the Health Unit. Wearing 
the costumes of their native country, they added color 
and interest to the program. 


SCHOOL HEALTH EDUCATION 


Last year, each of the 49 parochial schools in the city 
was visited twice by a health educator. At each visit, 
teachers’ meetings were conducted and _ individual 
conferences were held. 

The program for the first meeting included a special 
unit on vision and vision testing, which was prepared 
by the Service for use in the schools. Each teacher was 
given a copy. The second visit centered around the 
presentation of a film on teacher observation of pupil 
health. Other problems connected with the health 
program were presented and discussed. 

The annual Institute for the teachers of the parochial 
schools was held at Boston College High School in 
August. Approximately 3,000 Sisters attended. The 
Health Education Service prepared an exhibit which 
displayed large notebooks containing health education 
supplementary teaching materials prepared for each 
grade level and accompanied by a mimeographed 
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bibliography. Over 1,000 bibliographies were | dis- 
tributed to Sisters attending the Institute. Models 
purchased by the Health Department for loan to the 
schools were also exhibited. A special feature of 
interest was sample work done by the students in 
health education classes arranged according to grade 
level and mounted on large display boards. This 
particular exhibit evoked so many favorable comments 
that it was again presented at the South End Health 
Unit during the 10-day program of free chest X-ray 
where more than 3,500 people viewed it. 


CITY-WIDE HEALTH EDUCATION 


A leaflet, ‘“ABC’s For Parents,’ emphasizing proper 
preparation of the child for entrance into school was 
published and distributed to 6,000 parents of preschool 
children. 

As a part of the parochial school medical program, 
a special foot examination card was designed for use_ 
by the podiatrists in recording reports of examinations 
of children in Grades I, V and VIII. 

An increase in the number of diphtheria cases indicated 
a need for emphasis on preventive immunization. The 
Service, therefore, prepared and printed a leaflet and a 
poster stressing the value of immunization for all 
children over 6 months of age. 

In addition to various leaflets, the Health Education 
Service prepared a course for foodhandlers and assisted 
the Food Division in presenting this material to food- 
handler groups. 

The Service also displayed an exhibit featuring 
‘Four Steps in Tuberculosis Control” at the annual 
meeting of the Massachusetts Medical Society. 

During the year, lecture services and visual materials 
were provided by staff members to schools of nursing 
and community groups. 

The annual report of the Health Department was 
again edited by the staff. 





COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


Nursing visits are made to every reported case of 
communicable disease. The greatest increase in work 
has been in connection with the diphtheria immunization 
program. Because there has been an increase in 
diphtheria, ‘‘booster’’ doses (in addition to the regular 
immunization program) have been given to children in 
the Child Health Clinics, Health Units, Parochial and 
Public Schools and Day Nurseries. This has meant a 
considerable amount of additional service from the 
nursing staff. 


CHILD HYGIENE 


During the war period, attendance at the child 
health conferences decreased. ‘This was due in part to 
increased incomes of the families usually bringing their 
children to the Health Department conferences for well 
children. With more money to spend they could 
afford to buy more of the things to keep the family 
well, including private physicians’ services. This has 
now begun to level off and attendance is gradually 
increasing. Part of the increase in attendance is also 
due to the fact that the immunization program of the 
Health Department is appreciated by the mothers who 
bring their children to the conferences for this purpose 
as well as for the continuous help and advice they 
receive on how to keep their children fit. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


The same situation exists in regard to attendance at 
the tuberculosis clinics as was noted in connection with 
the child health conferences. Both men and women 
found it easy to secure employment at good wages and 
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many worked even though their physicians advised 
against it. This situation, too, has begun to level off 
and an increase in attendance is becoming more marked. 
Part of this rise in attendance is economic and part 
may be attributed to increased facilities in X-ray 
Service. Local X-ray Service has been provided in 
clinics at four stations in outlying districts: Codman 
square and Gibson street, in Dorchester; Hyde Park 
and Brighton. This has been of great assistance to the 
nurses in persuading patients to come in to the clinics 
for periodical ‘‘check-up’’ as advised by the clinic 
physicians. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS AND DAY NURSERIES 


A similar type of service is given to both day 
nurseries and parochial schools, the difference being in 
the age groups. Day nurseries and nursery schools 
care for preschool children only. 

The number of day nurseries and parochial schools 
served by the public health nurses of the Health 
Department increased during the past year. Service 
is now given to 51 parochial schools, 3 charitable 
boarding schools and 382 nursery schools. Parochial 
schools are visited daily and nursery schools average 
about 3 or 4 visits weekly. The latter may be visited 
_ daily, however, if the teachers need help in solving 

health problems. ° 


HOME VISITS 


Home visits are made by the nurses to instruct 
families in disease prevention, in good health practices, 
and to secure the understanding and cooperation of 
families for needed medical or dental care. 


STUDENT TRAINING PROGRAM | 


There has been an increasing number of requests for, 
field training of students, under the guidance of the 
Nursing Service. Prior to this year, only graduate 
students were given this opportunity. Recently, how- 
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ever, a group of senior student nurses from the New 
England Deaconess Hospital have been coming for 
public health nursing field training. This hospital 
has a full-time public health nursing instructor and by 
having only 4 nurses at one time, for a month’s service, 
it has been possible to work out a satisfactory program 
for these undergraduate nurses. 


IN-SERVICE TRAINING 


Staff in-service education is essential if the Boston 
Health Department public health nurses are to maintain 
a standard of work which will command the respect of 
other health and civic organizations. For many years 
there has been an affiliation with the Simmons College 
School of Public Health Nursing, whereby their students 
receive one month’s field training in the Health Depart- 
ment. A similar arrangement with the Boston 
University School of Nursing has been functioning for 
several years. For this service, both Simmons College 
and Boston University give tuition credit for qualified 
members of the staff who wish to pursue further study 
at one of these institutions. This has proved an 
excellent arrangement for helping to maintain a high 
standard of work and improving the morale of the staff. 
The Boston Tuberculosis Association has also given 
invaluable help in staff education by providing printed 
literature which could be used in connection with health 
teaching. The Association also provided a one-day 
institute for the public health nurses. This institute 
was held at Prendergast Preventorium, and speakers 
who are authorities on public health nursing were 
provided. Luncheon was served and an opportunity 
to see the work of the Preventorium provided. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES 


The week of April 7, 1946, was designated by the 
National Organization for Public Health Nursing as 
‘“Know Your Public Health Nurse” week. All public 
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health nursing organizations participated in bringing to 
the attention of the public the work of the public health 
nurse. 

The nurses of the Public Health Nursing Service of 
the Boston Health Department cooperated in this 
project by contributing exhibits showing their work, 
which were displayed at the various branch libraries of 
Boston, and by helping with various meetings and 
publicity. It was very successful and plans are being 
made to enlarge and repeat the project in 1947.

The year 1946 proved to be the busiest year since 
the establishment of the Laboratory in 1894. A total 
of 100,669 examinations were performed, an increase of 
5,665 over 1945. The most marked increase was in 
serological tests for syphilis, due probably to the end 
of hostilities with subsequent return of doctors and 
troops to civilian life. Diphtheria diagnoses also showed 
a marked increase readily accounted for by the above 
average incidence of diphtheria which occurred not 
only in Boston but also throughout the country. Other 
increases shown are more or less general as the depart- 
mental activities returned to a postwar basis and per- 
sonnel returned to normal. 

The Laboratory is gradually regaining a normal 
balance. Educational activities have been again re- 
sumed and visitors from other countries and states are 
becoming more frequent. Exhibitions were staged at 
the larger medical and public health conventions held 
in Boston. 

It is hoped that the year 1947 will see stabiliza- 
tion of personnel, opportunity for research and greater 
correlation of Laboratory activities with the varied 
public health functions of all divisions of the Health 
Department. 
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MILK AND CREAM SUPPLY 


The anticipated milk shortage in October, November 
and December was’ far less than expected, being about 
15 per cent maximum. There were two _ principal 
causes for more milk being available; the first being 
the rainy August which resulted in an unusually large 
crop of fall grass of good quality which resulted in 
production being sustained during the mild autumn 
weather; and secondly, a small flock of new producers 
were drawn into the Boston market by high milk prices. 
Knough milk was obtained from emergency inspected 
plants in the West so that consumer demands for milk 
were met. 

Cream was short throughout the year. This condi- 
tion was made worse in the fall by the removal of the 
Federal order prohibiting the sale of heavy cream. 


QUALITY OF MILK 

The records show no depreciation in quality and 
there was no case:of disease reported that was traced 
to the Boston milk supply. 


FUTURE MILK SHORTAGES 

In order to reduce the chance of future milk shortages, 
the Federal order for the Boston Milk Market was 
amended so as to penalize any milk handler who 
dumped milk into the Boston pool in the flush season 
but who failed to deliver milk to the Boston market 
in the short season of October, November and December, 
by making it difficult for that handler to again partici- 
pate in the pool in the following flush season. Par- 
ticipation in the pool in the flush season is imperative 
to the financial success of any handler of milk who 
does not have important sales direct to the consumer. 
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At the suggestion of the Inspector of Milk for Boston, 
milk dealers adopted a program of a better price for 
the farmer for more milk produced in the short season 
months. As a result, in the months of October, 
November and December of this year, about 300 new — 
farms entered the Boston market to get the Boston 
price.. This increase in new production had an 
important effect in decreasing the extent of the shortage. 


DIRECT MICROSCOPIC CLUMP COUNT OF 
BACTERIA IN PASTEURIZED MILK 


In 1944 and 1945, a clump count of bacteria was 
made of every sample of pasteurized milk along with 
a parallel count made on standard agar plate incubated 
at 32°C. The experience of these years showed that the 
clump count could be made routine procedure for 
measuring compliance with bacterial standards without 
changing those standards. In 1946, therefore, the 
clump count was used as the basis of measuring bac- 
terial quality although the standard plate count of 
colonies was also made and incubated at 32°C. 

This clump count, when coupled with certain details 
developed in this Laboratory, was shown to be highly 
desirable for the control of pasteurized milk since the 
clump count process makes it impossible for poor milk 
to masquerade as good low count milk as so often 
occurs when the standard plate count is used even 
when incubated at 32°C. 

The results of this research were made available to 
the American Public Health Association and to the 
New York State Association of Milk Sanitarians at 
whose annual meeting it was presented as a paper by 
the Inspector of Milk. 


DAIRY AND MILK INSPECTION SERVICES COMBINED 

Under the Acts of the General Court of 1946, the 
Commonwealth took back to itself the powers of 
Boards of Health to make regulations, inspect and 
approve milk plants receiving milk directly from 
producers and shipping milk into the Commonwealth. 
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These powers were turned over to the Division of 
Dairying and Animal Husbandry of the Department 
of Agriculture. The Act provided, however, that all 
the powers thus taken away might be delegated by the 
state, upon application by the city, to the Inspector of 
Milk of the city. Since the dairy inspectors of the 
Health Department would be trespassers everywhere 
outside the City of Boston unless they should be work- 
ing under the supervision of the Inspector of Milk, 
the Dairy Inspection Service was again combined with 
the Milk Inspection Service as it had been formerly.

Although 1946 was the first full postwar year, the 

transfer from war to peace did not bring immediate 
elimination of shortages and governmental controls. 
In consequence, black markets flourished and shortages 
in meats and flour were especially acute. This necessi- 
tated closer supervision over all deliveries of meat made 
in the market area in order to prevent the use of un- 
wholesome and unstamped meat as human food. During 
this period, several inspectors were detailed to night 
duty in order to maintain more effective supervision 
over all deliveries. 
' The acute meat shortage created problems of great 
public health significance. Diabetics were unable to 
obtain an essential food in their dietary and many sick 
and surgical cases suffering from loss of blood needed 
meat protein especially to.make up deficiency. Accord- 
ingly, the Health Commissioner assembled the seven 
slaughterers who function at the Brighton Abattoir under 
the supervision of the Boston Health Department and 
made arrangements with them to obtain a portion of the 
supply of meat. slaughtered in order to distribute this 
important food to diabetics and to hospitals, conva- 
lescent homes and other institutions. Distributing sta- 
tions for this supply of meat were set up throughout the 
city and purchases could be made by individuals on 
presenting a medical certificate to that effect. This 
condition prevailed for three weeks during the most acute 
stages of the severe meat shortage. 

In October, the acute meat shortage began to dis- 
appear. Black markets evaporated almost over night 
and inspected, wholesome meat began to flow in the 
normal channels of trade once more. By the end of the 
year, the situation had become normal again. 


— 
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RESTAURANT SANITATION 


During the past year the Division continued its exten- 
sive program of health education in all public eating 
and drinking establishments. Samples were taken regu- 
larly ‘for bacteriological examination and the owners of 
establishments where the results were unsatisfactory 
were summoned to the main office and given instruction 
to help improve their methods. This face to face 
relationship with each individual involved is the most 
effective educational procedure that may be employed. 
Other methods of health education were likewise utilized. 

In 1946, samples for bacteriological examination of 
eating and drinking utensils were collected from 748 
restaurants in Boston. Observations for wash and rinse 
water temperatures were made in every instance. The 
following table indicates the number of samples taken 
of each utensil.

In the above analysis, particular emphasis was placed 
on the restaurants in downtown Boston and in the ad- 
joining areas such as the Back Bay, West End and 
North End. It would be desirable, of course, to expand 
this work to include the entire city more adequately, 
but until more sample collections are available and until 
the Laboratory is able to handle the increased work 
which would result, this will be impossible to achieve. 
Its value as a public health measure is recognized 
thoroughly and this part of the program should be 
greatly extended. 
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A special survey of all restaurants, lunchrooms, drug 
stores, taverns, spas and bakeries where food and drink 
are handled, prepared, stored, served, sold and offered 
for sale was made in October prior to the World Series 
in Boston in order to minimize the hazards resulting 
from the sudden introduction of large numbers of out- 
of-town guests who were dependent on the public eating 
and drinking places for food and drink. Boston is such 
a great center for conventions and meetings of all sorts 
that this aspect of public health activity must always be 
tremendously significant. This special survey supple- 
mented the normal follow-up work in order to insure 
the maximum return for the efforts expended. 

During the year, educational talks were given by this 
Division before the Massachusetts Restaurant Associa- 
tion and various meetings of restaurant operators and 
functioning personnel. Moving pictures dealing with 
various aspects of restaurant sanitation were used for 
the latter groups. In addition, the Health Commis- 
sioner appointed an Advisory Committee in Restaurant 
Sanitation consisting of representatives from the Massa- 
chusetts Restaurant Association, the Boston Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists, the Boston Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ Association, the Food Division and the Health 
Education Service of the Boston Health Department. 
This committee held several meetings since its organiza- 
tion in September and an effort is being made to assemble 
a sufficient number of suitable health educational posters 
to be exhibited in each eating and drinking establish- 
ment, on a rotating basis. 


INSPECTION PROGRAM 


Every municipality is confronted with the problem 
of combatting rodents, flies and vermin. The struggle 
is never-ending and must be maintained constantly if 
ascendancy over the enemies of man is to be maintained. 
Part of the municipal problem revolves around the 
supervision of all places where food is stored, processed, 
prepared, served and sold. The proper protection of 
all unused food in rat proof or vermin proof containers 
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and the complete elimination of all food particles in 
the environment represent a very important aspect of 
the control program against these pests. This Divi- 
sion is ever mindful of its responsibility in this direc- 
tion and control measures against these pests are 
emphasized in all sanitary inspections that are made. 

Regular inspections were made of sausage factories, 
bakeries, egg-breaking plants, hamburg factories, tonic 
factories and ice cream manufacturing plants. Special 
attention was given to the sale of poultry and turkeys 
during the holiday seasons. This calls for extra work 
on the part of the inspectional staff. During the period 
preceding Thanksgiving, the Food Division inspectors 
seized, condemned and destroyed 3,000 pounds of de- 
composed turkeys that were being offered for sale at 
a street stand at the corner of Blackstone and North 
streets. 

The unsanitary handling of feathers from incom- 
pletely defeathered poultry, received and offered for sale 
in certain provision stores in Roxbury, Dorchester and 
East Boston, also claimed the attention of this Division 
during the year. In consequence, proprietors of all 
poultry slaughterhouses in Boston and of five poultry 
slaughterhouses outside of Boston were instructed that 
delivery of incompletely defeathered poultry in Boston 
was a violation of the Sanitary Code and was, there- 
fore, subject to fines and other penalties. The situation 
is now under control but constant supervision will be 
necessary in order to maintain the gains that have been 
achieved. 

This Division continues to cooperate effectively with 
the Boston representative of the U. S. Bureau of Animal 
Industry and with the Boston station of the U. 8. Food 
& Drug Administration. Boston Health Department 
inspectors in the market district seized, condemned and 
destroyed 183 carcasses of sheep weighing 5,500 pounds 
shipped to Boston from Manchester, N. H. The meat 
was green and slimy and was evidently in the active 
stages of decomposition. Of the 183 carcasses, 80 bore 
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no inspection stamp. All were brought to Boston on 
November 5, by truck. They were located in an alley 
off Blackstone street within twenty minutes after ar- 
rival and condemned immediately. All the evidence in 
this case was turned over to the U. 8. Bureau of Animal 
Industry for action in the Federal courts. 

Nuts and frozen eggs stored in Boston cold storage 
warehouses and designed for shipment in interstate 
commerce were inspected in conjunction with the U. 8. 
Food & Drug Administration officials. In consequence, 
1,020 pounds of frozen eggs and 484 pounds of nuts 
were condemned. 

Lobster houses along the water front, where live 
lobsters are stored in tanks containing sea water ob- 
tained from the Boston inner harbor for use in these 
tanks, were collected and examined for evidence of 
pollution. 

During the maritime strike which occurred in Sep- 
tember, the inspectors patrolled the wharves and water 
front to determine the amount of food in storage here 
and to maintain supervision over its sanitary condition. 
This was done in order to condemn and destroy any 
food that was decomposed and thus prevent it from 
entering the normal channels of distribution. 

During August, two freight cars containing 1,100 
bags of cabbage and weighing 55,000 pounds arrived 
at the Boston Market Terminal and were abandoned 
by the receivers. The cost of salvaging these cabbages, 
because of minor defects in the outer leaves, was con- 
sidered too great. In consequence, the Food Division 
was requested to dispose of this shipment free of charge 
to public institutions. Thus a large shipment of valuable 
wholesome food was made available for human use. 


COURT ACTIONS 


While the Food Division attempts to safeguard the 
public health in its sphere of activity through ed- 
ucation and guidance, it does become necessary at 
times to prosecute serious offenders. In consequence, 
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several owners of restaurants were required to appear 
before the Boston Licensing Board to show cause 
why their licenses to operate in Boston should not 
be revoked. In one case a license was suspended for 
three weeks and in another for two months. These 
places were completely renovated before being allowed 
to resume operations. Several dealers were also prose- 
cuted for violating the food and drug laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. Among these were two 
cases where mineral oil was substituted for vegetable 
oil in the manufacture of mayonnaise; one case in 
which horsemeat was sold as beef; and one case in 
which an unwholesome, dirty, non-alcoholic beverage 
was sold. Convictions were obtained in each of these 
cases.

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MARKET SANITATION 


One of the problems which has been confronting this 
Division has been the condition of the Blackstone 
Street Market on Saturdays and on days preceding 
holidays. It has been the practice of vendors to 
discard all spoiled food into the street. In addition, 
storekeepers from the North End and West End have 
developed the bad habit of assembling all their refuse 
late Saturdays and late on the days preceding holidays 
and transporting this waste material to Blackstone 
street where it was dumped. In consequence, a serious 
nuisance is created and rich feeding areas for rats and 
vermin are found. 

This situation must be corrected and brought under 
control. It may require the cooperation of the Police 
and Public Works Departments in order to effect the 
desired changes. Only good, sound, wholesome food 
must be offered for sale in the-Blackstone Street Market 
so as to eliminate the need for discarding spoiled items. 
Proper collections during the market period under 
constant supervision will correct the existing, noisome 
situation entirely. In addition, the storekeepers from 
the West End and the North End should not be per- 
mitted to discard their wastes into Blackstone Street or 
any other public or private way under penalty of arrest 
and serious fine. Only through the cooperation of the 
various departments concerned and through the close 
supervision of someone with authority in this matter 
can this vexing problem, which is of public health 
importance, be solved. 


FOOD CONDEMNATIONS 


During 1946, it was necessary to condemn and 
destroy over 1,250,000 pounds of food. Of this amount 
approximately 1,096,000 pounds consisted of spoiled 
or diseased vegetables; 50,000 pounds of fruit; 36,700 
pounds of canned goods; and 36,000 pounds of meat. 
The amount of food condemned in 1946 was approxi- 
mately the same as that condemned in 1945.

Sanitation is one of the oldest fields of endeavor of 
public health. In fact, sanitation is as old as man be- 
cause it deals with man’s environment. 

The Housing and Sanitation Division of the Boston 
Health Department, through the varied activities which 
it carried on during the year, aided in the conservation 
and promotion of the public health of both the citizens 
of Boston and that of many visitors to whom the city 
played host. 


ROUTINE ACTIVITIES 


During 1946, the normal activities of the Housing and 
Sanitation Division compared favorably with previous 
years. These activities included investigation of com- 
plaints on housing and sanitation, routine investigations 
of various kinds such as certifying hospitals and board- 
ing homes for infants, inspection of private and public 
lodging houses, the issuance of licenses for the keeping 
of live fowl and a number of others.

SPECIAL PROGRAMS 


A number of special activities which members of this 
Division carried on are briefly sketched. 

In February, 1946, at the request of the Water Divi- 
sion of the Public Works Department, the Housing and 
Sanitation Division supervised the connecting of the 
fire lines at the East Boston Navy Fuel Depot to the 
Boston water supply. Previous to this time, the fire 
lines of the premises were a separate service with the 
source of water obtained from the Chelsea Creek. 

The fact that Chelsea Creek water was known to be 
grossly polluted caused concern to this Division, because 
the fire lines within the depot were several miles in 
length and the possibility of a backflow into the Boston 
supply from these polluted lines was great, if certain

factors favoring such a condition were present. After 
a survey and consultation with the Navy officials and 
engineers representing the contractor engaged to do 
the work, at the insistence of this Division, a program 
was set up involving the cleaning of the entire pipe line 
system with subsequent sterilization by use of liquid 
chlorine applied by a chlorinator. This project involved 
about 10 days’ time and representatives of the Housing 
and Sanitation Division were constantly observing con- 
ditions, making chlorine determinations and_ taking 
samples of the water for bacteriological examination 
both before and after each section of the pipe line was 
treated. 

During the colder months, a large number of com- 
plaints were received concerning the failure of certain 
landlords to provide sufficient heat. The supplying of 
heat to dwellings is a contractual agreement between 
the landlord and tenant and the tenant is the person who 
has to initiate court action if heat is not supplied and 
court action becomes necessary. On many occasions, 
this Division has been requested by the clerks of several 
of the District Courts to examine premises and report 
findings relative to temperatures noted, thereby assisting 
in having nonheated or underheated premises properly 
heated. 

In April, 1946, a strike among the stationary firemen 
in the various housing projects in the city caused a shut- 
down of the heating equipment and left the projects 
without heat and hot water. A survey was made of the 
projects to find those persons who through illness or age 
would be affected by such conditions. In several in- 
stances, with the aid of the Health Commissioner, such 
individuals were removed to other places. 

During the month of March, a complaint was received 
from the management and occupants of one of the larger 
housing projects of a very offensive odor in certain build- 
ings. Upon examination, a strong gaseous odor was 
noted. Representatives of this Division were able to 
demonstrate that the source of these odors was an 
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underground gasoline tank of a gas station approx- 
imately 75 feet from the nearest building. This tank, 
therefore, was emptied and repaired, removing both a 
health hazard and a dangerous fire hazard. 


RODENT CONTROL 


Early in the summer of 1946, Camp McKay, in South 
Boston, was under consideration for conversion to vet- 
erans’ housing. At the request of the Mayor, a survey 
of this area was made to determine the presence or 
absence of rat infestation. Although evidence of rat 
infestation was not found, it was thought advisable to 
bait the entire area as a precautionary measure. 
Twenty-four hundred rat baits, consisting of the rodent- 
icide Fortified Red Squill in an acceptable food for rats, 
were prepared by representatives of the Division and 
distributed simultaneously throughout the area ad- 
jacent to the camp. The baits were recovered virtually 
intact and frequent subsequent surveys have not 
revealed the presence of rats in this area which is now 
fully occupied by veterans and their families.

PEST CONTROL WITH D.D.T. 


Members of the Division carried on demonstrations 
on the proper use of DDT compounds in hospitals, public 
lodging houses, public and private institutions and many 
other places including private homes. Many persons 
connected with these places have received instructions

from the inspectors on the preparation of DDT com- 
pounds in the various forms in which it is generally 
utilized. A large number of men were treated for pedic- 
ulosis with DDT powder. 


MISCELLANEOUS ACTIVITIES 


The increased activity in construction and renovation 
of buildings during the year resulted in a substantial 
increase in the installation of mechanical ventilation for 
water closet compartments. Applications for such in- 
stallations must be approved by this Division prior to 
the issuance of permits by the Building Department for 
such work. 

Several dump permits were applied for during the 
year and this Division carried out investigations of the 
areas involved as well as interviewing large numbers of 
persons interested. Reports in each case were rendered 
to the Health Commissioner and these were used by the 
Commissioner as a basis for deciding whether or not such 
permits would be issued. 


COURT ACTIONS 


During 1946 there were 122 cases authorized for 
prosecution. In many of these cases, the nuisances were 
abated through the efforts of the inspectors before 
application to the courts for summonses was made.

A study of the vital statistics for Boston reveals that 
the health condition of the public in 1946 was even 
more satisfactory than for the preceding year. This 
conclusion is indicated by the following analysis which 
has been abstracted from the tables on the succeeding 
pages: 

1. The allocated death rate showed a slight decrease 
over that of the previous year, while the birth rate 
rose to the highest point ever recorded in Boston. 

2. The maternal mortality rate of 1.5 was next to 
the lowest ever recorded in Boston. 

3. With the exception of diphtheria, deaths from 
communicable diseases again remained low, with little 
or no appreciable change. No deaths from typhoid 
fever or scarlet fever were recorded for the entire 
year; there was a general decrease in both case and 
death rates for anterior poliomyelitis and meningococcic 
meningitis and the lowest allocated death rates for 
pulmonary tuberculosis and tuberculosis all forms in 
the history of the city. 


Although case and death rates from communicable 
diseases were low in 1946, the one exception, diphtheria, 
showed an increase to the extent of being the highest 
recorded in Boston since 19383. Immunization pro- 
ceedings were undertaken immediately, however, by 
the Health Department clinics and cooperating private 
physicians throughout the city. The epidemic served 
as a grim reminder of the necessity for immunization 
at an early age. 

An increase in infant mortality, age under 1 month, 
was recorded. Increases occurred in the number of 
deaths from premature birth and congenital mal- 
formations. The number of deaths from cancer 
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increased and heart disease, all forms, still remains 
the leading cause of death. The highest mortality 
rate from heart disease was in men between the ages 
35 and 55, and among women, between 45 and 65. 
The number of fatalities among females, however, was 
much lower than among males.

This appalling rise in heart disease indicates.a striking 
need for public health education in proper care of the 
heart. Increased activity among older age groups, 
increased tension and a fast-moving pace, are all factors 
which exhaust the heart and dangerously affect the life 
span. In addition to the public health aspect, social and 
economic factors figure prominently. Men, stricken in 
the most productive years of life, leave families to face 
difficult readjustments, often with a dubious financial 
future. 

Until a short time ago, deaths from communicable 
disease shared the position heart disease now holds 
alone. Increased health education and research con- 
trolled the spread of the former, however, to the extent

that today, death rates for communicable diseases are 
comparatively low. Until the same interest, research, 
education and emphasis are placed on the control of 
heart disease, the present rising curve cannot be expected 
to fall. The time has come when nothing except 
definite action can improve the present conditions.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Boston, January 2, 1947.

Sir,—In compliance with the ordinances, the trustees 
of the Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending December 31, 1946. - 

This is the eighty-third annual report of the Hos- 
pital Department, which consists of the Main Hospital, 
the South Department for contagious diseases, the 
Sanatorium Division, the East Boston Relief Station. 
The Haymarket Square Relief Station has been in the 
custody of the Public Works Department since May, 
1938. The West Department was transferred to the 
Public Works Department, February, 1939. 

The Board of Trustees was organized May 6, 1946, 
by election of Dr. Martin J. English as President, and 
Dr. Thomas J. Giblin as Secretary. 

Hon. Joseph F. Timilty was appointed to the Board 
of Trustees for the term ending April 30, 1950. 
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Dr. Mary Moore Beatty was appointed to the Board 
of Trustees for the term ending April 30, 1951. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The total expenditures for all departments of the 
Hospital, excepting the Sanatorium Division, during the 
fiscal year were $4,476,086.81. Of the total operating 
expenses, $3,694,759.42 was expended on the hospital 
proper and its subdivisions; $308,061.13 on account of 
the Out-Patient Department; $308,141.13 on account 
of the South Department; $47,504.00 on account of the 
East Boston Relief Station, and $5,005.66 for Tubercu- 
losis Control. 

Of the amount spent on the Pathological Laboratory, 
$85,904.20, $77,313.78 is included in the hospital proper 
expenditures, $6,872.34 in the Out-Patient Department 
and $1,718.08 in the South Department expenditures. 
The entire amount spent on the Thorndike Memorial 
Laboratory, $73,534.31, is included in the hospital proper 
expenditures. Of the $149,448.63 total amount spent 
on the X-Ray and Photographic Department, $74,724.32 
is charged to the hospital proper and $74,724.31 to the 
Out-Patient Department. Of the total amount spent 
on the Department of Physical Therapeutics, $20,522.75, 
$3,078.41 is charged to the hospital proper, $17,239.11 
to the Out-Patient Department and $205.23 to the 
South Department. Of the amount. spent on the De- 
partment of Immunology, $5,983.41, $59.83 is charged 
to the hospital proper, $5,744.07 to the Out-Patient 
Department and $179.51 to the South Department. Of 
the amount spent on the Clinical Laboratory, $68,806.35, 
$61,925.72 is charged to the hospital proper and 
$6,880.63 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Surgical Research, 
$11,541.20, $5,770.60 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $5,770.60 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Oral Surgery, 
$10,891.91, $2,178.38 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $8,713.53 to the Out-Patient Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Social Work, 
$68,912.56, $45,482.29 is charged to the hospital proper, 
$22,741.14 to the Out-Patient Department and $689.13 
to the South Department. Of the amount spent in 
ascertaining the settlement of patients, $7,310.44, 
$7,018.02 was spent on the hospital proper and $292. 42 
on the South Department. 
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In Table No. 2 the expenditures of the hospital proper 
and the South Department are combined under the 
title ‘Main Hospital.” 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the past year there has been collected for the 
care and treatment of patients of all classes, except- 
ing those at the Sanatorium Division, the sum _ of 
$711,432.53.

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CONTRACTS. 


The final payment of $1,756.55 was made to John F. 
Shea Company for waterproofing and calking connect- 
ing corridors and tunnels. This was paid from 1945 
funds. 


The final payment of $2,238.38 was made to M. Spi- 
nelli & Sons Company, Inc., on account of their contract 
for alterations and renovations to East Boston Relief 
Station. This was paid from 1945 funds. 

The balance of $101.25 was paid to Peirce Brothers 
for removal of excess sludge from boilers in power plant. 
This was paid from 1945 funds. 

The contract of J. J. Hurley & Co., for repairs to 
sterilizers, Dowling Building, which was awarded in 
1945, was not started until 1946. This was completed 
July 1, 1946, and final payment made to contractor. 

On the above contract $379.10 is due to James 
H. Ritchie and Associates for architectural. services 
rendered. 

The contract of J. J. Hurley & Co., for installation 
of apparatus for injecting boiler compound into boilers 
at power plant, which was awarded in 1945, has not as 
yet been completed and no payments made. It is ex- 
pected that this will be completed early in 1947. 

The contract of Ricciardelli Company for installation 
.of an oil pump in the power plant, awarded in 1945, 
has not as yet been completed. In 1946, the sum of 
$1,253.70 was paid to the contractor. Completion is 
expected early in 1947. 

Early in 1946, James H. Ritchie and Associates were 
authorized to draw up plans, etec., for operating suite, 
Dowling Building, at a cost not to exceed$7,500. The 
first payment in the sum of $1,500 was paid to James 
H. Ritchie and Associates in 1946. 

A contract in the sum of $795 per month, or $9,540 
per year, was awarded to the Consolidated Elevator 
Company, Inc., for servicing elevators in the hospital 
for the year 1946. Payments have been made to con- 
tractor monthly. 

The contract of J. A. Singarella for construction of 
a new tunnel under Massachusetts Avenue was com- | 
pleted and accepted on February 8, 1946, and total 
payment of $12,737 was made to the contractor. 
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Final payment in the sum of $254.74 was made to 
James H. Ritchie and Associates for architectural 
services rendered in connection with above contract. 

In May, 1946, a contract in the sum of $1,250 was 
awarded to Electric Maintenance Company for rewind- 
ing of York Ice Machine motor. This contract has 
been completed and accepted and final payment made 
to contractor. 

In June, 1946, a contract in the sum of $7,700 was 
awarded to Builders Iron Works for repairs to screens 
and grilles, Surgical Building. Due to delay in delivery 
of materials, this work has not as yet been completed, 
and no payments made. 

For architectural services rendered in connection with 
above contract, James H. Ritchie and Associates have 
been paid on account the sum of $420. 

In August, 1946, a contract was awarded to N. L. C. 
Engineering and Equipment Company in the sum of 
$1,650 for reconditioning No. 2 Ames Una-flow engine 
in power plant. Due to delay in delivery of materials, 
this contract was not completed on scheduled time, 
and no payments were made to the contractor. 

In October, 1946, a contract in the sum of $5,200 
was awarded to Massachusetts Electric Construction 
Company, for furnishing and installing new electric 
feeder from the switchboard, Dowling Building, to the 
South Department. To date the sum of $4,680 has 


been paid to contractor, leaving a balance of $520 to be 


paid from 1946 funds. 

In November, 1946, a contract in the sum of $1,308 
was awarded to Asa G. Deming and Milton C. Ford, 
Ltd., for furnishing and installing Globe Oil hydraulic 
lift, ambulance garage. Due to delay in delivery of 
materials, the contract has not as yet been completed, 
and no payments made. 

For architectural services rendered in connection 
with proposed new X-ray facilities, Thorndike Memo- 
rial Building, James H. Ritchie and Associates were 
paid the sum of $5,400 in 1946. In November bids 
were advertised for the work to be done, but the con- 
tract has not as yet been awarded. All of the work to 
be done in connection with this project, including archi- 
tects’ fees, is to be paid from the Special Appropriation 
for Hospital Department, Construction of Buildings, 
Acquisition of Land, ete. 


HospirAL DEPARTMENT. 4 


In December, 1946, a contract was awarded to J. J. 
Hurley & Co. in the sum of $2,274 for new heating zone 
system, Animal House, Thorndike Building. Due to 
delay in delivery of materials, the contract has not as 
yet been completed and no payments made. 

In December, 1946, a contract in the sum of $1,083 
was awarded to Patrick J. Sullivan for painting and 
plastering the ninth floor, Medical Building. This will 
be completed early in 1947. 


FEDERAL GRANT, CapET NURSING PROGRAM. 


Money from the above grant is being used to finance 
the following contracts for work being done in connec- 
tion with the Nurses’ Library and Dietetic Laboratory. 

In November, 1946, a contract in the sum of $2,785 
was awarded to the Peabody Construction Company 
for alterations, etc., to Nurses’ Home and Dietetic Lab- 
oratory. Work is progressing on this contract, but as 
yet no payments have been made to the contractor. 

In November, 1946, a contract was awarded to Calley, 
Henderson and Stewart for equipment in connection 
with the above. Contract has not as yet been completed 
and no payments made. 

In November, 1946, a contract in the sum of $2,313 
was awarded to Art Metal Construction Company for 
installing book-shelving in Nurses’ Library. Work has 
not as yet been completed and no payments made. 

James H. Ritchie and Associates have been paid the 
sum of $810.41 for architectural services rendered in 
connection with above three contracts. 


A. SHUMAN MeEmorIAL FUND FOR CARE OF MEN 
PATIENTS AT THE Boston City HOSPITAL. 


To the $100,000 bequeathed by the late Abraham 
Shuman, $56,356.40 has been added to January 1, 1947, 
making the total amount available on that date $156,- 
356.40. During the year 1946 there was expended from 
this fund the sum of $3,148.29 for care of convalescent 
male patients at various nursing homes. 


CHARLES H. Ty.LerR FUND. 


The $1,000,000 bequest of the late Charles H. Tyler 
is being received in bonds and cash. Up to January 1, 
1947, $1,338,664.94 has been delivered to the City 
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Treasurer. This fund will be used for the erection and 
maintenance of a surgical research building to be named 
in honor of the late Dr. George G. Sears.

Dear Srr,—I submit herewith the report of the 
Law Department for the calendar year 1946. 

Early in January, 1946, upon the resignation of 
James E. Agnew, I took over the duties of Corporation 
Counsel. 

The legal staff of 1946 took office during a most 
complex period. Civilization had spent its human and 
financial strength. in an effort to adjust man’s mad 
race for world supremacy. The hostilities ceased in 
1945, but the beginning of an even greater struggle 
was in the making. The adjustment of international 
peace and economy, the realignment of a wartime 
political, social, and economic structure to meet the 
needs of a people sick of war and eager for peace, tired 
and worn after four years of military barbarism, 
demanded the attention of every state and municipality 
in the nation. The problems of reconversion were 
proving more formidable than those of war. The 
sudden impact resulting from the adjustment of war 
to peace, especially when presented to a newly elected 
administration, brought about an unprecedented situa- 
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tion. It was first necessary to adjust the personnel of 
the department, and when and if that could be settled, 
meet the challenge incident to the times. 


I. LEGISLATION. 


All of the 2,667 bills considered by the General Court 
in 1946 were examined by the Law Department to 
ascertain the interest of the City; and appropriate steps 
were then taken to advance or protect the city’s interest, 
as the case might be. Many of the bills required much 
work and attention. Foremost of these were the bill 
providing for a garage under Boston Common and the 
bill authorizing public off-street parking facilities. 

In 1946 the General Court passed in all 617 acts 
and 94 resolves, of which the following particularly 
relate to the City of Boston: 


St. 1946, c. 41. Authorizing the change of rating of certain 
persons holding the rating of meter reader in the Public Works 
Department of the City of Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 98. Further extending the Emergency Allot- 
ment Plan of the City of Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 100. Further providing for removing or placing 
underground certain wires and electrical appliances in Boston, 

St. 1946, c. 179. Repealing certain provisions of law which 
defer the granting of one day off in every six days for members 
of the police force of the City of Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 192. Further providing for the funding of 
overlay deficits by the City of Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 198. Relative to zoning in multiple residence 
districts and general residence districts in Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 205. Authorizing the City of Boston to pay to 
certain employees thereof additional compensation covering a 
period during which the matter of their classifications and 
’ salary changes was being determined on appeal. 

St. 1946, c. 218. Increasing the amounts of certain 
annuities payable by the City of Boston under special law 
to the widows of former policemen and firemen. 

St. 1946, c. 265. Relative to the pensions of certain mem- 
bers of the Police Department of the City of Boston retired 
for disability. 

St. 1946, c. 294. Authorizing the City of Boston to lease 
space for an underground garage for the parking of motor 
vehicles under Boston Common, Charles Street, and the 
Public Garden, or any of said places, in said city, including 
a tunnel from Commonwealth Avenue at Arlington Street — 
connected therewith and an underground passageway from 
said garage to Tremont Street. 
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St. 1946, c. 315. Authorizing the City of Boston to refund 
to the Somerset Hotel Company of Boston a certain alcoholic 
beverages license fee. 


St. 1946, c. 316. Authorizing the City of Boston to pay a 
sum of money to Inocentia F. Maguire for injuries sustained 
by her at the Brighton High School in said city. 

St. 1946, c. 322. Providing for the acquisition by the 
City of Boston of the property of the Dedham and Hyde Park 
Gas and Electric Light Company located within said city and 
the lease thereof to the Boston Consolidated Gas Company. 

St. 1946, c. 361. Providing for the establishment and 
equipping of play areas on the Esplanade of the Charles River 
Basin. 

St. 1946, c. 367. To exclude certain areas in Boston from 
the South Metropolitan Sewerage System. 


St. 1946, c. 382. Relative to the tenure of the police 
sergeant of the City of Boston assigned to duty in the office 
of the District Attorney for the Suffolk District. 

St. 1946, c. 388. Providing for designation by the School 
Committee of the City of Boston of certain employees of the 
Child Welfare Division of the Institutions Department of 
said city to act also as supervisors of attendance. 

St. 1946, c. 398. Providing for the acquiring of land and 
constructing a fence along a portion of the bank of the Nepon- 
set River in the Hyde Park district of Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 401. Relative to the installation of a lighting 
system on Bellevue Hill, West Roxbury. 

St. 1946, c. 436. Relative to the filing of a petition in the 
current year in the City of Boston under the law regulating 
the hours of duty of permanent members of fire departments in 
certain cities and towns. 

St. 1946, c. 451. Providing for the construction of a new 
bridge or the widening of the existing bridge over the Neponset 
River at the Boston—Milton boundary line in the Mattapan 
district of Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 452. Providing for the alteration and enlarge- 
ment of the John A. Havey Memorial Beach. 

St. 1946, c. 454. Providing for the establishment and 
maintenance by the Metropolitan District Commission of a 
playground in the Faneuil section of Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 474. To authorize public off-street parking 
facilities in Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 494. Relative to the extension of rapid transit 
facilities in the East Boston district of Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 497. Making changes in the laws relative to 
the School Committee of the City of Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 516. Providing for the construction by the 
Department of Public Works of certain recreation areas In 
the East Boston district of Boston. 
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St. 1946, c. 556. Authorizing the City of Boston to pay a 
sum of money to the parents of Francis Ricci. 

St. 1946, c. 558. Authorizing the City of Boston to pay 
a sum of money to Helen R. O’Brien. 

St. 1946, ce. 562. Providing for the construction, mainte- 
nance, repair and operation of a high level toll bridge between 
the cities of Boston and Chelsea over the Mystic River and 
the tracks of the Boston and Maine Railroad, providing for 
the creation of the Mystic River Bridge Authority and defining 
its powers and duties and providing for the financing of said 

roject. 
e St. 1946, c. 567. To provide for the preparation of plans 
for a vehicular tunnel between Boston Proper and East Boston. 

St. 1946, c. 572. Authorizing the preparation of plans for 
Embankment Parkway. 

St. 1946, c. 597. Relative to the taking effect in Boston 
of a certain law regulating the hours of duty of permanent 
members of fire departments in certain cities and towns. 

Res. 1946, c. 31. Providing for an investigation by the 
Armory Commission relative to the erection of new armories 
in several places, including the East Boston district of Boston. 

Res. 1946, c. 90. Providing for an investigation and study 
by a special commission relative tc revising the charter of the 
City of Boston and special laws governing said City and the 
County of Suffolk. 


Il. LITIGATION. 


A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


The following cases, involving the City of Boston, 
were decided by the Supreme Judicial Court in 1946: 


Real Properties, Inc. v. Board of Appeal of Boston, 
319 Mass. 180. 


This was a petition for a writ of certiorari to quash 
the proceedings of the Board of Appeal in varying the 
application of the zoning law to a vacant lot on Wash- 
ington street, Brighton. The owner of the lot, which 
was in a general residence district, sought a permit to 
erect a group of one-story stores on the ground, prin- 
cipally, that alongside the lot ran the boundary of 
a local business zone, that on the abutting premises 
was a group of one-story stores, and that due to the 
proximity of the lot to the business zone, the owner 
had been unable to develop the lot for the purposes 
for which it was zoned. The Court, in quashing the 
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action of the Board of Appeal granting a variance, 


said: ‘‘The facts found do not warrant the action of 
the board.”’ 


Berry v. Boston, 319 Mass. 724. 


This action was brought against the city to recover 
compensation for personal injuries sustained by the 
plaintiff as a result of falling on a public sidewalk. 
At the trial, the plaintiff testified that ‘‘her heel caught 
in a crack in the sidewalk” and that afterwards she 
looked back and ‘‘saw the cracks in the sidewalk.”’ 
There was no evidence as to the nature of the cracks 
other than photographs which. did not warrant an 
inference that any of the cracks constituted an action- 
able defect. Exceptions to the granting of a directed 
verdict for the defendant were overruled in a rescript 
without opinion. 


Louvre, Inc. v. Assessors of Boston, 319 Mass. 727. 


Louvre, Inc., duly filed with the Appellate Tax 
Board a petition under G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c¢. 59, s. 65B, 
inserted by St. 1938, c. 478, s. 3, for leave to file an 
appeal from the denial by the Assessors of Boston 
of an application for abatement of a certain real estate 
tax. On March 27, 1944, an order was entered upon 
the petition, granting leave. to file the appeal within 
ten days from the entry of the order. The appeal was 
filed April 10, 1944. A motion by the Assessors to 
dismiss the appeal because not seasonably filed was 
allowed by the Appellate Tax Board. In a rescript 
without opinion, the Supreme Judicial Court sustained 
the allowance of the motion to dismiss. 


Assessors of Boston v. Boston, Revere Beach and Lynn 
Railroad Co., 319 Mass. 378. 


This was an appeal by the Assessors from a decision 
of the Appellate Tax Board determining that a ferry 
slip on Atlantic Avenue acquired by the appellee in 
part by taking and in part by deed was exempt from 
local taxation and abating in full a 1940 tax assessed 
thereon. The ground of the Appellate Tax Board’s 
decision was that ‘‘the real estate in question was 
within the location of the railroad, and being less than 
five rods in width, was exempt from taxation.” See 
G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 160, s. 87. On appeal, the Court 
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upheld the Assessors’ contention that the ferry slip 
was not within the location of the railroad; but the 
Court then went on and declared the ferry slip exempt 
upon the principle that ‘‘where land is taken (or pur- 
chased when it could have been taken) and held for a 
public purpose, it shall be exempt from taxation in the 
absence of any express statutory provision to the 
contrary.” 


Chicopee v. Manset Realty Corp., 319 Mass. 4384. 


This was an appeal from a decision by the Land 
Court in favor of the City of Chicopee upon a petition 
for the foreclosure of -a tax title acquired by the City 
of Chicopee in 1942 for the nonpayment of taxes assessed 
upon certain land in the years 1932 to 1940, inclusive. 
The principal contention of the respondents was that a 
recorded alienation of the land in 1940 had extinguished 
the lens for the taxes for 1933 to 1936, inclusive, on 
the ground that prior to St. 1936, c. 146, there was no 
provision for the continuance of liens for taxes certified 
to a tax title account where the tax title was invalid. 
Because of the importance to the City of Boston of 
this and other questions presented, an Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel by leave of court submitted a brief 
as amicus curiae. The Supreme Judicial Court sus- 
tained the Land Court, holding, among other things, 
that Chicopee had liens for the taxes in issue by virtue 
of G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 60, s. 61, and that a demand is 
not a condition precedent to a valid certification of a 
tax to a tax title account. 


Attorney General v. Trustees of Boston Elevated Railway 
Company, 319 Mass. 642. 


This was an information in equity brought by the 
Attorney General allegedly under Res. 1941, c. 89, 
against the Boston Elevated Railway Company and 
the public trustees in control thereof, seeking a declara- 
tory decree as to the manner in which the trustees 
should keep the books, accounts and balance sheets of 
the company and defining the authority of the trustees 
to include certain charges (especially, for depreciation) 
as a part of the cost of service rendered by the Company 
under their management and operation, and praying 
for an injunction to restrain the trustees from charg- 
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ing in the future against the cost of service such items 
as might be determined to be beyond their power to 
charge. The City of Boston was allowed to intervene. 
The cause came before the Supreme Judicial Court 
upon a report by the Superior Court judge who over- 
ruled the Elevated’s demurrer. The Supreme Judicial 
Court held, inter alia, that the proper proceeding was 
a bill in equity by the Department of Public Utilities, 
not an information by the Attorney General, that the 
proceeding was not barred by any statute of limitations, 
that capital losses incurred by the Company prior to 
July 1, 1918, other than amounts required for the 
rehabilitation and maintenance of the property in 
accordance with section 13 of the Public Control Act, 
should not be charged to the cost of service, that the 
reimbursement by the Company to the Commonwealth 
under St. 1931, c. 333, for all deficiency payments pre- 
viously made by the Commonwealth did not constitute 
a final settlement of all financial matters then pending 
between them, and that the power to decide what was 
the best method of accounting with reference to depre- 
ciation lay with the trustees, not the courts. 


Crudden v. Superintendent of Schools of Boston, 319 
Mass. 686. — 


This was a petition for a writ of mandamus brought 
by a teacher who was third on a certain list to compel 
the Superintendent of Schools to make recommenda- 
tions to the School Committee for promotion to the 
positions of head masters in accordance with the list. 
The Court dismissed the petition, concluding: ‘‘The 
respondent cannot be compelled to make a recommen- 
dation of any of the first three names appearing upon a 
rating list that has never been approved by the board 
of superintendents, the respondent or the _ school 
committee.”’ The Court also said: ‘‘The duty of the 
respondent to make any recommendation with refer- 
ence to teachers is owed to the committee and not to 
any particular person who may be seeking a position in 
the school system.”’ 


Treasurer and Receiver General v. Boston, 320 Mass. 166. 


A child suffering from ‘‘brain atrophy with mental 
deficiency’? was cared for by the Commonwealth at 
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the Tewksbury State Hospital and Infirmary. At the 
time of her admission the child had a legal settlement 
in Boston and her parents had the financial ability to 
pay for her support and care. The Commonwealth 
sued Boston under G. L. (Ter. Ed.) ec. 122, s. 10, to 
recover $375.43 for care and maintenance furnished 
the child. The Superior Court reported the case after 
finding for the City. The Supreme Judicial Court 
upheld the action of the Superior Court, saying: ‘‘To 
recover the Commonwealth had the burden of proving 
that it furnished comfort and relief to one ‘in dis- 
tress and standing in need of immediate relief.’ d 
There was no proof that the child for whose care 
recovery is sought was in distress and in need of 
immediate relief.” 


B. MISCELLANEOUS PENDING MATTERS. 


New Haven Railrdad Reorganization and Associated 
Questions. 


We are happy to report the settlement of the City’s 
tax claims against the trustees of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad. Taxes assessed in the 
years 1937, 1939, 1940, 1941, 1942, 19438, 1944, 1945, 
and 1946 to the Boston & Providence Railroad Cor- 
poration and the Old Colony Railroad Company 
remained unpaid in the amounts of $773,552.37 and 
$1,880,979.63, respectively, together with interest thereon 
and costs relative thereto. The claims were in litiga- 
tion in the Federal Court with a pending adverse deci- 
sion rendered against the City of Boston. After 
extensive negotiations conducted by the Law Depart- 
ment and the Mayor with the officials of the railroad, 
the New Haven Trustees were prevailed upon to file a 
petition with the United States District Court for the 
District of Connecticut to adjudicate these matters. On 
August 28, 1946, that Court entered an order directing 
and authorizing the trustees to pay the City of Boston 
$2,435,547.95 in full and final settlement and discharge 
of the above-mentioned tax claims. The payment 
was made by the trustees on the following day. 

Taxes assessed upon the South Station in the years 
1939, 1940, 1941, 1942, 1943, 1944, 1945, and 1946 were 
outstanding in the amount of $3,743,880, exclusive of

costs and interest. The same court order authorized 
and. directed the New Haven Trustees “. . . to 
tender to the City of Boston upon the transfer and con- 
veyance to petitioners, or to the reorganized principal 
debtor of the assets and property of the Boston & 
Providence Railroad Corporation, and of the assets 
and property of the Old Colony Railroad Company 
other than those of its Boston group the sum of 
$3,504,357.15 with interest on said sum of $3,504,357.15 
at that rate of four per cent (4%) per annum from 
January 1, 1946, in full and final settlement and dis- 
charge .”’? of the above-mentioned South Sta- 
tion taxes. The payment of this additional sum may 
occur at any time; meanwhile the City has a good 
investment at 4 per cent interest. 


Boston Elevated Railway Case. 


Another problem of significant importance to the 
people of Boston is a matter now pending before our 
Supreme Judicial Court with respect to certain exemp- 
tions asked by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
There is a century old principle of law that where land 
is taken by eminent domain and held for a public pur- 
pose, it is impliedly exempt from local taxation in the 
absence of an express statute providing to the contrary. 
On August 24, 1948, the Appellate Tax Board applied 
this ancient doctrine to Dudley Street and Sullivan 
Square Terminals of the Boston Elevated Railway 
and held them to be exempt from local taxation, 
although they had been taxed ever since they were 
built about 50 years ago. The Law Department, 
dissatisfied with this finding, appealed from this unex- 
pected decision of the Appellate Tax Board and the 
matter was heard before the Full Bench of the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Judicial Court at its December 
Sitting. No decision has been yet rendered. It is 
interesting to note that the finding of the Appellate 
Tax Board so astounded the Massachusetts Legislature 
that it passed chapter 393 of the Acts of 1946 abolishing 
implied exemptions. 


Civil Aeronautics Board Matters. 


During the year 1946 there were several cases before 
the Civil Aeronautics Board in Washington, D. C., 
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which affected the interests of the City of Boston. An 
assistant corporation counsel represented the City at 
these hearings. 


Because no final decision came down in any of the 
cases during the course of the year, it is impossible to 
make a detailed report. However, a general broad 
pattern seemed to develop during the course of these 
hearings. That pattern seems to be to strengthen 
the present certificated carriers rather than to grant 
permits to new companies. 

At the present time Boston is served by the following 
companies: 

American Airlines, Eastern Airlines, Northeast Air- 
lines, Transcontinental-Western Airlines, United Air- 
lines, Trans-Canada, and New England Central Air- 
lines. 

The overseas service has not developed as speedily 
as we have hoped. However, Boston has been used 
as a secondary port for all the foreign carriers as well 

,as the American carriers. Until such time as a perma- 
nent: airport terminal has been completed with the 
necessary restaurants, theater, etc., it 1s our opinion 
that Boston will not become a transatlantic center. 


C. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


During the year the members of the Law Department 
represented the City of Boston in miscellaneous matters 
before the Department of Public Utilities, including 
particularly the matter of the schedule of rates for the 
Sumner Tunnel. |

K. WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION. 


The department represents the city in conferences 
and hearings before the Department of Industrial Acci- 
dents in collaboration with the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion agent of the city. Many cases concern the 
interpretation of section 69 of chapter 152 of the Gen- 
eral Laws (Ter. Ed.), wherein the liability of the City 
is limited to these employees who are workmen, 
laborers and mechanics. 
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L. MISCELLANEOUS LITIGATION. 


In addition to the litigation outlined in the preceding 
paragraphs of this report the City disposed of numerous 
other cases. Included in these were two petitions for 
mandamus, both dismissed; one petition in equity to

3. LAND COURT. 
Registration. 


The City. of Boston is a party respondent to all peti- 
tions filed with the Land Court for registration of title 
to lands within the territorial limits of the City. Dur- 
ing the year the office appeared in 71 cases in this Court 
and examined all petitions and papers filed therewith 
and prepared many answers to said petitions and docu- 
ments and stipulations affecting the land and title 
sought to be registered. 


4. PROBATE. 


During the year 1946 appearances were made in 
numerous cases in the Probate Court in matters affect- 
ing the City of Boston in its capacity as a public chari- 
table trustee and as above reported, represented the 
City in the Supreme Judicial Court on the petition to 
sell the real property of the Cahill Fund. All accounts 
upon which the City or its departments or corporations 
were cited were examined. During the calendar year 
the following bequests were received by the City.

5. MISCELLANEOUS. 


During the course of the year 1946 the conveyancing 
section of the Law Department consulted and con- 
ferred with associates and municipal officers and 
employees relative to the preparation of legal opinions 
and documents with reference to municipal property 
and represented the City in the courts and before various 
city and state boards and commissions in matters 
pertaining to municipal property. 


V. COLLECTIONS. 


1. TAX TITLE COLLECTIONS. 


During the year 1946 the Tax Title Division of the 
Law Department disposed of 1,315 cases (as against 
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905 in 1945), and brought into the city treasury the 
sum of $919,440.71. Of the total number of cases dis- 
posed of, decrees of foreclosure were obtained in 367 
cases resulting in the acquisition by the City of absolute 
title to property to the assessed value of $547,900. 

The total number of cases pending in this division 
as of January 1, 1947, is 4,914. Of the 4,914 cases 
mentioned above, petitions to forclose the tax titles 
held by the City on 2,205 parcels were pending in the 
Land Court on January 1, 1947. 

It is anticipated that approximately 500 new cases 
will come into this department for action during the 
year 1947.

The Board of Overseers of the Public Welfare here- 
with presents its eighty-third annual report of the present 
series, covering the period from January 1, 1946, to 
December 31, 1946. . 


THE DEPARTMENT oF PuBLIC WELFARE 


The Department of Public Welfare in Boston is 
administered by-an unpaid board of twelve members, 
appointed by the Mayor for terms of three years and 
known as the Board of Overseers of Public Welfare. 
The Board meets weekly. It elects a paid secretary 
who acts as the executive agent of the Board. The 
department administers Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, and Dependent Aid under the 
general laws. 

The Temporary Home for Women on Chardon street 
and the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street are main- 
tained and administered by the department. 

In addition to the expenditure of public funds for 
relief purposes, the Overseers are trustees of eighteen 
private trust funds.

SocIAL SERVICE DIVISION 


The year 1946 was marked by a continuing increase 
in cost of living which seriously affected all forms of 
relief. According to figures issued by the State Division 
on the Necessaries of Life there was a 98.8 per cent 
increase in cost of food and a 58.6 per cent increase in 
cost of clothing from January, 1941, to December, 1946. 

Effective January 1, 1946, chapter 683 of the Massa- 
chusetts Acts of 1945 granted to sons and daughters of 
Old Age Assistance recipients more liberal exemption from 
contributing to support of their parents and compelled 
cities and towns to assist some older people for whom 
their children had previously had financial responsibility. 
Chapter 415 of Massachusetts Acts of 1946 forced cities 
and towns to use the state budget or one approved by the 
state in Aid to Dependent Children. 

The Social Security Act Amendment of 1946 passed 
by the Seventy-ninth Congress increased federal par- 
ticipation in these two forms of assistance. Even now 
the federal government does not participate in any Old 
Age Assistance grant to a recipient that is in excess of 
$45 a month or of any Aid to Dependent Children grant 
for the support of a dependent child that is in excess of 
$24 a month for the first child in a home and $15 a month 
for each of the others. The balance of the assistance, 
comes from the state and city or town. - Under the 1946 
amendment, the federal government reimburses half of 
the expenses of administering these two forms of as- 
sistance. 

In spite of the change in employment situation, there 
was not a great increase in number of cases excepting in 
Old Age Assistance, for which more were eligible because 
of the above change in law. The last week of December, 
1946, there were 2,881 cases of Dependent Aid, 105 more 
than the same week of the preceding year; 2,469 Aid to 
Dependent Children, an increase of 240; 14,956 Old Age 
Assistance, an increase of 1,081; making in the three 
major sub-divisions a total of 20,306 cases the last week 
of December, 1946, an increase of 1,426 cases since the 
same week of the preceding year. 

Whichever the form of assistance, the application by 
anyone living in the City of Boston is made to the Boston 
Public Welfare Department. All have the benefit of 
skilled workers at Intake who assist in having the ap- 
plication give the facts as they truly are, who understand ~ 
people and know resources. Thorough investigation in 
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the districts is followed by constructive effort to have 
people restored to self-support, sometimes by employ- 
ment, sometimes by medical care. When actual need 
exists, it 1s our aim to provide it adequately, but our 
Dependent Aid allowance does not equal the amount 
required by the budget in use in Aid to Dependent 
Children and Old Age Assistance. 

Investigation often proves no resources. When, in 
other instances, it is found that someone is failing to meet 
his responsibility, steps are taken to obtain support 
from the one legally responsible. In 1946 every case in- 
volving a non-support warrant was rechecked. After 
conference, a list of all pending warrants was sent to the 
Police Department, which checked each one and gave 
excellent cooperation in trying to locate the alleged 
offender and to compel support. 

IlIness was the chief cause of Dependent Aid and 
was frequently a contributing cause in Old Age Assist- 
ance and Aid to Dependent Children. Determined 
efforts have been made to have adequate medical care 
provided and to have people restored to health. Our 
Medical Social Section gives special service in this field 
and is available to all workers of the department. So 
also are the Insurance and Real Estate Sections in their 
respective fields. 

In all these divisions and sections of the Social Service 
Division there is an earnest and intelligent effort on the 
part of workers of various ratings to do their part to 
lessen suffering, to restore people to self-support, and to 
see that genuine need is adequately met and yet that the 
city’s finances are justly protected. 

Throughout the year regular detailed reports are sub- 
mitted concerning the activities of the Old Age Assist- 
ance, Dependent Aid, and Aid to Dependent Children 
Divisions, and of the Intake and Application, Insurance, 
Medical Social, and Real Estate Sections. 


DEPENDENT Arp DIVISION 


There were no substantial changes in the Dependent 
Aid Division during the 1946 season. The case load 
was constant and allowed for greater individual case- 
work. Considerable specialized programs, including 
Trust Funds and Civilian War Assistance, were active 
within the season. 3 

With the ending of hostilities, the loss of defense jobs 
and labor disturbances, there were eighty-seven employ- 
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able persons, mostly family cases, who received public 
assistance. However, it is recognized that the greater 
pressure was borne by the Division of Employment 
Security. 

Almost 90 per cent of the case load were being aided 
as a result of illness and old age; practically half of the 
family cases were aided due to desertion and non- 
support. The 367 families, as of December 31, 1946, 
represented 1,594 persons and included a number of 
large families. 

There were 916 alien cases sixty-five years of age and 
over that were recipients of Dependent Aid. Considera- 
tion and conferences were held regarding the human 
needs of this group. In the same line of thought, of the 
723 partial allowance cases, 327 were living with Old 
Age Assistance relatives and received the benefits of 
chapter 489 and revisions approved by the Overseers of © 
the Public Welfare.

Arp TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN DIVISION 


While the net gain in cases aided under the Aid to 
Dependent Children program from January 1, 1946, to 
December 31, 1946, was only 240 cases, the expendi- 
tures during the year were increased by $411,926.68. 
This increase was principally the result of an amend- 
ment to the Aid to Dependent Children Law (chapter 
415, Acts of 1946) making the use of the State Standard 
Budget mandatory, which was approved on June 4, 
1946, and became effective as of September 3, 1946. 

In October of 1946 we received a communication from 
the State Department of Public Welfare advising us of 
new federal matching maxima which were to be effective 
as of October 1, 1946, and would apply for five calendar 
quarters or until December 31, 1947. The new federal 
matching maximum on Aid to Dependent Children 
is $24 monthly for the first eligible child and $15 
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monthly for each additional eligible child. These 
amounts formerly were $18 for the first child and $12 
for each additional child. There were no other outstand- 
ing changes in the law except that chapter 66 of the 
General Laws concerning disclosure of information from 
public assistance records was amended by chapter 67 of 
Acts of 1946 so that information may be disclosed to 
incorporated Jewish and Catholic charities, to other in- 
corporated social agencies, including nongovernmental 
children’s agencies and nongovernmental medical in- 
stitutions, and to social service indices. 

In analyzing the causes of dependency in Aid to 
Dependent Children during the year 1946 we must note 
that the same trend which was indicated during the 
year 1945 is evidenced during 1946, that is, that 
‘absence from home” of the normal breadwinner is 
still increasing, as well as ‘‘illegitimacy,’’ while ‘‘death 
of parent” and ‘‘incapacity’’ have shown a decrease 
from figures of last year.

Oxtp AGE ASSISTANCE DIVISION 


In our 1945 report we indicated there would be a 
continued rise in the monthly Old Age Assistance grant 
because of the recently enacted legislation which pro- 
vided so liberally for medical care for the aged. We also 
referred to the amendment which was to become effec- 
tive as of January 1, 1946, and which reduced the con- 
tributions that children were required to make toward 
the support of their parents. Because of this amend- 
ment, it was necessary to increase the Old Age Assist- 
ance allowance of nearly 1,000 aged recipients. 

In May, 1946, and again in October, 1946, it was 
necessary to increase the monthly allowance of each re- 
cipient to comply with requirements of a new standard 
budget for Old Age Assistance which made provisions 
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to meet the rising cost of food, fuel, and clothing. As 
a result of all this, the average monthly grant jumped 
from $46.82 in December, 1945, to $52.55 in December, 
1946, an increase of $5.73 over December, 1945, and an 
increase of $8.42 over December, 1944, when the 
average monthly grant was $44:13. It will be much 
higher next year, as the evidence already clearly in- 
dicates. 

Public Law 719, passed by the seventy-ninth Con- 
gress, amended the Social Security Act so as to in- 
crease the share of reimbursement by the federal 
government from one half of the monthly grant up to 
$40, to one half of the monthly grant up to $45, plus 
$2.50 each month, effective October 1, 1946. 

March 15, 1946, our new branch office at 6 Sedgwick 
street, Jamaica Plain, was opened. It is conveniently 
located to serve the aged of the Jamaica Plain-Ros- 
lindale-West Roxbury district.

TEMPORARY HOME 


The attached statistics show that the Temporary 
Home is gradually becoming more and more a refuge for 
families due to the current housing shortage and prob- 
lems due to marital difficulties caused by conditions due 
to war and its effect. In many cases absence of the head 
of the family and wage earner was largely responsible for 
the situations beyond the immediate control of the indi- 
vidual in question. Many men returning home found it 
difficult to adapt themselves to economic conditions and 
family responsibility. Irresponsible women were unable 
to cope with the problem of being father and mother at 
the same time. Indications are that these trends are 
increasing rather than decreasing and that the coming 
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year will find more and more people admitted to the 
Temporary Home due to the increasing housing shortage 
and the failure of individuals to lead a normal life. 

Our annual holiday dinners at Christmas and Thanks- 
giving were enjoyed by many more family groups than 
in previous years and the dinners were, as usual, ex- 
cellent. Through the courtesy of Dorothy Barwick, 
Community Recreation Director, we were loaned a 
Santa Claus suit, and Mr. Martin from the Central 
Office played the bountiful Santa with toys and candy 
for all children in the Home. Volunteer musicians per- 
formed, so that Christmas was a cheerful day for all. 
A few days before, the Hotel Essex called to say that 
Archbishop Cushing was giving a party for children, and 
they invited all the children of the Home. They all 


attended and were presented gifts.

Of this total of 170 families, 30 were evictions, re- 
maining in the Home for a period of 21 days, with the 
exception of 2 who remained 102 and.187 days and 
finally were sent to court by the 8. P. C. C. The re- 
maining 140 were stranded or came for marital reasons 
or from broken homes. The average children in evicted 
families totaled 4% per family. First eviction began 
in March, 1946, and continued slowly until late summer, 
when they became increasingly common. Of the 722 
children admitted to the Home for the year, 234 
were under three years of age. Runaway children 
totaled 88.

relief cost during the year 1945 of $11,233,963.43.

Administrative costs for 1946 
were slightly more than nine cents per dollar of total 
expenditures. This compares favorably with adminis- 
trative costs in other large cities. In many cities ad- 
ministrative costs range from twelve to fifteen cents of 
each dollar expended. 


REIMBURSEMENTS 


During the year 1946 the department received from 
the Federal Government through the Commonwealth, 
federal grants totaling $3,779,157.04. In addition, the 
department collected in reimbursements from the Com- 
monwealth, cities, and towns, and other sources a total of 
$5,692,701.36. Of this amount $227,491.49 was from 
the Meals Tax, and $68,616.56 in reimbursements from 
recipients of assistance. 
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Net Cost of the Department 


The net direct cost of the department to the 
taxpayers of the City of Boston during the year 
1946 was $4,645,444.24, as compared with total 
expenditures of $14,117,302.64. 

Net direct relief costs were $3,542,352.73, com= 
pared with total direct relief costs of $12,834,714.42. 

Net administrative costs were $1,103,191.51, as 
compared with total administrative costs of 
$1 ,282,588.22. 


SETTLEMENT DIVISION 
Polio Patients at Lakeville State Sanatorium 

Chapter 346 of the Acts of 1936, which amended 
section 65-A of chapter 111 of the General Laws, pro- 
vides for the care of persons crippled by poliomyelitis 
(infantile paralysis) at the Lakeville State Sanatorium. 

Under the provisions of the above statute, the City 
of Boston between the vears 1936 and 1946 reimbursed 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts in the amount 
of $9,794 for the hospitalization afforded Boston-settled 
patients afflicted with polio at the Lakeville State 
Sanatorium. 

In March of 1946 negotiations were commenced by 
this department with the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, Inc., through its Suffolk County 
Chapter, concerning these patients. 

These negotiations were predicated on the premise 
that, notwithstanding the lability of the City of Boston 
as set forth by the above statute, these patients or 
their responsible relatives were being made recipients of 
public assistance unknown to themselves, because, 
when these patients were financially unable to pay the 
hospital charge as rendered by the Commonwealth, 
the City of Boston paid it. 

The Foundation therefore was respectfully requested 
to pay these claims as submitted by the Commonwealth. 
This department’s contention was that, in view of the 
many public appeals made each year for funds to combat 
this disease, it seemed reasonable to expect that the 
Foundation pay these claims out of its funds and, by so 
doing, save the patients or their responsible relatives 
from becoming public charges. 

As a result of these negotiations the Foundation, as 
of March 31, 1946, commenced to reimburse the Com- 
monwealth for this type of hospital care at the Lakeville 
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State Sanatorium. The City of Boston has received 
no bills since that date and fully expects no further 
request for reimbursement in the future. 


Veterans’ Benefits 


The 1946 Legislature enacted into law a drastic 
change in the statutes pertaining to veterans’ benefits. 
Chapter 584 of the Acts of 1946 completely wiped out 
Chapter 115 of the General Laws as amended and in- 
serted in place thereof a new Chapter 115. 

Among its many provisions are the following definite 
changes: 

(a) The consolidation of soldiers’ relief, military 
aid, and state aid. These categories were abolished 
and are to be known in the future under the title 
of ‘“Veterans’ Benefits.”’ 

(b) Legal settlement is no longer a requisite for 
the receipt of veterans’ benefits. This is a complete 
departure from the old law. 

(c) Reimbursements by the Commonwealth,— 
the Commonwealth to pay 50 per cent to the various 
cities and towns on legally settled cases and 100 
per cent on nonsettled cases.

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Trust FuNpDsS 


The total amount of the trust funds administered by 
this department as a corporation, including accumu- 
lated income, is now $830,886.33. There are 18 trust 
funds, all of which are administered according to the 
wishes of the donors as interpreted from time to time 
by the Board with the advice of the Law Department. 

Applicants for trust pensions must have a legal resi- 
dence here, must be at least fifty years of age, and must 
be old residents of Boston. | 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears 
Charity, the Moses Hunt, the Thayer, the Rachel T. 
Stevens, the Stoughton, Goodnow, and Jeffries Funds 
is 53. During the year four have died, four were trans- 
ferred to Old Age Assistance, and two were discontinued 
for other reasons. ‘Ten new names have been added. 

A total amount of $13,808.29 was distributed to these 
pensioners during the year. 

During the year there has been paid $662.43 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are 
now two children who are beneficiaries of this fund. 

This department has also made grants of money from 
the income of the Lucy Bullman Charity, amounting in 
the aggregate to $85. 

The interest accruing from the Mason Fund was 
divided among six chaplains, Hebrew, Protestant, and 
Catholic, at the House of Industry at Deer Island.

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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE 
OVERSEERS OF THE PUBLIC WELFARE 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the 
present time from ‘A. B.,”’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret 
Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ire- 
land, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, 
Mary Belknap, ‘‘A Citizen of Boston,’ Anonymous, 
Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter 
E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. Goddard, 
Matilda Goddard and’ Richard C. Humphreys. The 
most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be 
expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest of John Boylston, who died in 
London, England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.’”’ The other portion to be 
applied to the ‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphan 
and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.” 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually ‘‘to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called,” interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now distributed 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the 
House of Industry at Deer Island. 

Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by 
will dated May 7, 1811, “for supplying with firewood 
or coal such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not 
supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved 
by the Overseers of the Poor.’’ 
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Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate 
and sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in 
the providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and 
obliged to take shelter in the almshouse, after having 
lived reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges 
as to the persons, but always giving the preference to 
the pious poor.” 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition 
to the above provisions of the will the income of this 
fund could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their 
discretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. 

Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on 
Cambridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into 
the possession of the City of Boston in accordance with 
the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, 
said estate is given to the City of Boston upon the con- 
dition that the estate should never be sold, but the 
income used for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of 
the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers 
of the Poor. | 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended ‘‘in aid and for the support 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable.”’ 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to 
the city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council 
of that city May, 1861: ‘‘Income to be expended in 
the purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty.”’ | 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘“‘Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton on Thanks- 
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giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
days, to the end that such poor Protestant families 
may have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such 
holidays in common with their fellow-citizens; and I 
especially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most’ conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.”’ 


Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘‘Income to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity of circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of such paupers.” 

Stoughton Poor Fund.— A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. 
William Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to 
be improved by the care of the selectmen, the income 
to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.— A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick and infirm in said city, not sup- 
ported by the said city in its almshouse, in such manner 
as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the 
religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or 
need the assistance of this fund.’ Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund.— A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) ‘‘for the support and main- 
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tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help under 
this trust.’’ 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute—— A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund— A bequest of 
Caroline C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘‘Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.”’ 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 

Thorndike Fund.— Extract from will of George L. 
Thorndike, proved Juné 11, 1901: ‘“‘I give, devise and 
bequeath to the City-of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.” By a vote of the City Council, 
approved by the Mayor December 19, 1907, the income 
of the fund is paid to this Board. 

Rowe Fund.— Legacy from the estate of Ransom 
Rowe. No express grant in the will beyond the mere 
eift of $1,000. Mr. Rowe’s attorney has stated that 
some years ago, when Mr. Rowe was a very young man, 
he and a friend of his were furnished with accommoda- 
tions at the Lodge, which he always remembered. It 
was with the idea that he was assisting others who 
might be in similar circumstances that this gift was 
made.
